We  Report  the  annual  meeting  of  the  French  Association  for 
the  Advancement  of  Science,  held  this  week  at  Clermont- 
Ferrand.  Sir  William  Ramsay's  speech  on  receiving  the 
Association's  Grand  Gold  Medal  is  included  (p.  236). 

There  is  a  want  of  proper  care  on  the  part  of  traders  in 
not  locking  up  industrial  methylated  spirits,  and  the  Somerset 
House  authorities  have  issued  a  General  Order  about  the 
matter.  Preparations  made  with  such  spirits  are  in  future  to 
be  sampled  by  purchase  (p.  232). 

The  Physician  as  Immunisatoe  is  "Xrayser's"  leading 
subject  this  week.  Dr.  J.  K.  Fowler  gave  a  lecture  about  the 
matter  to  the  British  Medical  Association,  and  our  contributor 
neatly  hits  off  the  situation  which  might  arise  if  we  were  all 
injected  with  serums  for  everything  (p.  231). 

Business  has  been  somewhat  interfered  with  this  week  by 
the  Bank  Holiday,  but  there  are  several  important  changes 
to  chronicle.  German  refined  camphor,  crude  cocaine,  cocoa 
butter,  cubeb  oil,  linseed  oil,  milk  sugar,  and  hydrastis  are 
higher.  Sulphate  of  ammonia  and  pepper  are  firmer.  Car- 
bolic acid  and  sodium  nitrate  are  easier.  Opium,  quicksilver, 
turpentine,  spearmint,  juniper,  and  coriander  oils  are  lower 
(p.  245). 

The  greater  part  of  the  meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Council  on  Wednesday  was  occupied  with  a  discussion  on 
the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill,  on  motions  by  Mr.  Lord 
GifFord  and  Mr.  Hagon,  who  are  dissatisfied  with  the  manner 
in  which  the  Bill  is  progressing.  They  were  supported  by 
Mr.  Campkin  and  Mr.  Hobbs.  Mr.  Walter  Hills  characterised 
the  hour  spent  as  the  most  depressing  he  had  had  during  the 
twenty-seven  years  he  has  been  on  the  Council  (pp.  238-240).

SUMMER  STUDIES. 


A  Scheme  for  the  Study  of  Field  Botany. 

By  J.  C.  Shenstone,  F.L.S. 

Sixth  and  Final  Lesson. 

WHEN  the  student  has  made  himself  familiar  with  the 
common  British  plants  and  their  relationship  to  one 
another,  he  may  proceed  to  study  their  natural  history  in  its 
broader  sense,  and  should  begin-  by  considering  those 
British  plants  which  have  a  place  in  pharmacy.  In  the 
Summer  Number  of  The  Chemist  and  Druggist,  an 
article  upon  the  "Poisonous  Plants  of  Great  Britain" 
appeared,  which  aifoi'ds  the  necessary  information  for  form- 
ing a  collection  of  these  important  subjects.  It  will  be  well  to 
make  the  collection  of  these  plants  as  complete  as  possible, 
.  and  the  student  should  familiarise  himself  with  them,  as  a 
knowledge  of  them  may  be  of  practical  use  to  him  in  his 
'business. 

Another  useful  series  of  plants  would  be  a  collection  of 
those  species  which  hold  a  legitimate  place  in  medicine.  If 
the  student  refers  to  ancient  herbals  he  will  find  that  almost 
all  the  common  plants  have  been  used  in  medicine,  but  the 
properties  ascribed  to  them  had  little  or  no  foundation,  and 
.most  have  dropped  out  of  use.  The  student  should  separate 
the  wheat  from  the  chaff,  and  collect  only  those  possessing 
physiological  activity.  He  will  find  that  not  only  do  the 
plants  of  each  natural  order  resemble  one  another  in  their 
external  structure,  but  that  those  of  the  same  order  tend  to 
contain  the  same  active  principles  and  to  have  the  same 
therapeutic  action,  affording  evidence  that  their  relationship 
is  akin  to  a  blood  relationship,  and  not  mere  accidental 
similarity  in  form.  Th©  plants  of  the  crowfoot  family 
{Banunculaceai)  are  mostly  very  acrid,  and  some  {e.g.,  monks 
hood)  contain  very  powerful  alkaloids.  None  of  the  plants 
cf  the  cress  family  are  poisonous,  and  the  numerous  vege- 
tables which  this  family  affords  us  are  undoubtedly  anti- 
scorbutic. The  scurvy  grass  formerly  found  a  place  in 
-  medicine  as  a  specific  for  scurvy,  and  as  it  grows  upon  saline 
1  marshes  and  its  tissues  are  charged  with  much  saline  matter, 
.it  no  doubt  deserved  the  position  which  it  held  in  medicine. 
Plants  of  the  pink  family  (CaryophyHacea)  contain  an  active 
'principle,  saponin,  which  is  a  toxic  glucoside.  In  the  rose 
family  {^Rosacea)  we  find  a  tendency  to  form  hydrocyanic 
^cid  when  crushed,  due  to  the  action  of  an  enzyme  upon  a 
glucoside,  and  cherry-laurel  leaves  still  find  a  place  in 
pharmacy,  their  value  being  due  to  hydrocyanic  acid.  Other 
plants  of  this  order,  such  as  the  tomientilla  (Potentilla 
Tormentilla),  contain  an  astringent  principle,  although 
parsley  piert  is  still  prescribed  as  a  diuretic,  and  other 
plants  of  the  order  are  still  indispensable  in  medicine. 

The  Umbelliferm  afford  many  plants  which  are  virulent 
poisons.  Hemlock  (Conium  macvlatum)  alone  finds  a  place 
in  modern  pharmacy,  but  several  other  potent  plants  are  con- 
tained in  the  order.  The  Comjjositcc  include  several  plants 
which  have  undoubted  insecticidal  and  anthelmintic 
properties.  Others,  .such  as  the  wormwood  and  mugwort, 
are  useful  bitters.  The  latter  was  foi-merly  used  in  brewing 
ale,  but  was  replaced  by  the  hop.  Chamomile  and  dandelion 
still  fill  a  useful  place  in  medicine,  and  we  are  indebted  to 
the  lettuce  for  lactucarium,  a  useful  sedative. 

Plants  belonging  to  the  gentian  family  are  all  of  them 
useful  bitter  tonics,  while  the  Solanacea;  afford  us  the 
mydriatic  alkaloids  so  valuable  in  ophthalmic  surgery.  The 
labiates  provide  several  essential  oils,  such  as  the  mints, 
thyme,  marjoram,  etc.,  while  horehound  and  black  hore- 
hound  still  occupy  a  place  in  medicine.  The  EupJiorbiacea 
afford  strong  blistering  agents,  and  the  catkin  family  gives 
us  some  valuable  astringent  barks,  also  gallic  and  tannic 
acids  and  the  glucoside  salicin  ;  while  we  are  indebted  to  the 
pine  family  for  pine  oils,  resin,  turpentine,  etc.  The  subject 
is  too  large  to  deal  with  in  a  short  article,  but  the  value  of  a 
carefully  selected  collection  of  medicinal  British  plants  is 
self-evident. 

Having  exhausted  the  plants  which  have  direct  applica- 
tion in  pharmacy,  the  student  might  extend  his  studies  to 


such  subjects  as  the  fertilisation  of  plants  by  insects,  in- 
sectivorous plants,  oecology,  teratology,  the  distribution  of 
seeds  by  insects,  etc.,  and  thus  broaden  his  knowledge  of 
plant  life  and  add  to  the  interest  of  his  country  rambles. 

In  bringing  this  series  of  summer  studies  to  a  conclusion 
I  venture  to  express  the  hope  that  they  may  be  of  service  in 
stimulating  some  among  the  young  readers  of  the  C.  <&  D. 
to  take  up  botanical  work  with  real  enthusiasm.  It  is  a 
subject  in  which  there  is  greater  opportunity  for  distinction 
than  in  chemistry,  because  the  popularity  of  the  latter  sub- 
ject is  diverting  many  from  the  healthy  outdoor  study  of  all 
that  Nature  spreads  at  our  feet  in  plant  life.  We  want 
more  workers  in  botany,  and  I  can  promise  any  of  the 
younger  generation  who  join  cur  ranks  not  only  a  hearty 
welcome,  but  the  most  friendly  co-operation  and  assistance 
from  older  workers.

Brevities. 

The  stock-in-trade,  etc.,  of  the  late  Mr.  Thomas  Job, 
chemist  and  druggist,  at  King's  Eoad,  Southsea,  is  to  be 
disposed  of  by  auction,  according  to  executor's  orders, 
owing  to  the  premises  having  been  leased. 

Israel  Solomon,  his  wife,  and  Hyman  Stern,  three 
Prussians  living  in  Whitechapel,  were  charged  at  Marl- 
borough Street  Police-court  with  harbouring  saccharin  on 
July  30.    Prisoners  were  remanded  on  bail. 

At  the  opening  of  the  new  rifle  range  and  veterans'  alms- 
houses (C.  ct-  D.  1908,  pp.  1,  51)  at  Nottingham  on  July  30, 
Lord  Lucas,  Under-Secretary  for  War,  said  the  War  Office 
thanked  Mr.  Jesse  Boot  for  his  generous  and  patriotic  action 
in  regard  to  the  Territorials  and  the  veterans. 

John  Simpson  (40),  surgical  instrument  maker,  Waltham- 
stow,  was  charged  at  Stratford  Police-court  on  July  30 
with  stealing  and  receiving  goods  to  the  value  of  71.  10s., 
the  property  of  Messrs.  Bailey  &  Co.,  Oxford  Street, 
London,  W.    The  accused  was  remanded  on  bail  of  1201. 

A  respectably  dressed  young  man,  who  described  himself 
as  a  chemist,  but  whose  nam©  did  not  transpire,  was  fined 
5s.,  and  costs,  at  Bristol  Police  Court  on  July  30  for  smash- 
ing the  glass  of  a  lamp  while  riding  on  a  motor  omnibus. 
Accused  said  he  had  been  drinking  and  did  not  know  what 
he  was  doing. 

At  the  further  hearing  of  the  charges  against  Napoleon 
Hirschfield  {C.  d-  D.,  July  25,  1908).  two  more  indictments 
appeared  on  the  charge-sheet,  and  Mr.  A.  G.  C.  Hunter, 
chemist  and  druggist,  Brighton,  deposed  to  selling  a 
quantity  of  alkanet-root  and  pill-boxes  to  an  employe  of 
the  accused,  while  a  Brighton  hardware  merchant  testified 
to  supplying  turpentine  oil. 

At  the  Southport  Police  Court  on  August  3  charges  of 
shoplifting  were  preferred  against  two  married  women, 
Nora  Murphy  (24)  and  Christina  Eennie  (28),  who  surrep- 
titiously annexed  various  toilet  preparations  whilst  making 
purchases  at  the  pharmacy  of  Messrs.  Thomson  &  Capper, 
chemists,  Neville  Street.  The  Bench  imposed  the  maximum 
penalty  of  20^.,  or  in  default  three  months'  imprisonment. 

The  members  of  the  Nottingham  Chemists'  Association 
journeyed  to  Loughborough  by  tram  on  July  23,  where 
they  met  thirty  of  their  confreres  from  Leicester,  and 
then  went  on  a  drive  to  the  monastery  in  Charnwood 
Forest,  via  Gracedieu  Priory  and  Garendon  Park,  and  a 
halt  for  half  an  hour  gave  opportunity  for  inspection  of 
the  Trappist  institution.  Tea  was  served  at  High  Tor 
Farm,  and  the  outward  journey  ended  at  Nanpantan ;  a 
more  substantial  meal  was  provided  here,  followed  by 
games  and  a  concert.  Mr.  S.  F.  Burford  (President 
Leicester  Association)  occupied  the  chair,  and  short 
speeches  were  given  by  Mr.  D.  Ellis  ("Vice-President  of 
the  Nottingham  Association),  Mr.  A.  Middleton  (Hon. 
Ireasurer),  Mr.  W.  Gill  (Hon.  Secretary),  and  Messrs. 
Hearnshaw  and  Marfitt  (Leicester).

Tragic  Death  of  a  Manchester  Jovirnalist. 

The  death  under  somewhat  tragic  circumstances  of  Mr.

Brine-tax  in  Uorthwich. 

The  Northwich  Salt  Compensation  Board,  which 
administers  the  Subsidence  Act,  has  decided  to  levy  upon 
Bait  and  chemical  manufacturers  pumping  brine  within  the 
area  during  the  coming  year  a  tax  of  2-^d.  per  1,000  gals. 
The  sum  estimated  to  be  provided  is  4,500Z.  Claims  to  the 
number  of  119  by  property  owners  for  damage  amounted  to 
4,651L    The  last  rate  was  l|a. 

Help  for  "Women  Soap-workers. 

For  many  years  Messrs.  Edward  Cook  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  of 
Bow,  have  had  a  men's  sick  club  in  connection  with  their 
factory.  Such  has  been  its  success  that  a  similar  one  for 
the  women  and  girls  has  been  founded,  and  on  July  30  the 
inaugural  meeting  of  the  Female  Aid  Society  and  Sick  Club 
was  held  in  one  of  the  spacious  packing-rooms  of  the  Bow 
works,  Mr.  E.  Leonard  Cook  in  the  chair.  The  inception 
of  this  Society  is  due  to  the  desire  of  the  directors  for  the 
health  and  comfort  of  all  their  employes,  and  the  women  in 
the  works  showed  their  appreciation  by  attending  in  full 
strength  to  elect  officers  for  the  ensuing  year,  every  woman 
and  girl  in  the  employ  of  the  company,  after  perusing  the 
rules,  deciding  to  join.  After  tea  Mr.  E.  Leonard  Cook 
briefly  explained  the  objects  of  the  Society.  It  is  to 
be  managed  by  the  girls  themselves  with  financial  assistance 
trom  the  directors,  and  every  girl  will  have  the  benefit 
of  sick  pay  and  doctor's  attention  when  necessary.  A 
small  subscription  will  have  to  be  made  weekly  to  the 
funds,  but  as  this  will  in  some  cases  be  as  low  as  a 
penny,  it  is  out  of  all  proportion  to  the  benefits  to  be 
enjoyed.  The  wife  of  the  senior  director,  Mrs.  Thomas 
Alex.  Cook,  was  elected  President,  and  Miss  Ethel  Lam- 
port, M.D.,  consented  to  act  as  medical  officer.

Commercial  Intelligence. 

A  meeting  of  the  Advisory  Committee  to  the  Board  of 
Trade  on  Commercial  Intelligence  was  held  at  7  White- 
hall Gardens,  S.W.,  on  Thursday,  July  30,  the  Right  Hon. 
Winston  Churchill,  M.P.,  President  of  the  Board  of 
Trade,  in  the  chair.  He  requested  the  members  of  the 
Committee  (whose  term  of  office  is  about  to  expire)  to 
continue  in  office  for  a  further  period  of  one  year,  to 
August  29,  1909.  Among  the  other  matters  discussed  were 
the  appointment  of  trade  commissioners  and  correspondents 
in  the  self-governing  Colonies,  the  progress  of  the  com- 
mercial missions  sent  out  by  the  Committee,  the  recent 
establishment  of  an  International  Exhibitions  Branch  of 
the  Board  of  Trade,  and  the  growth  of  the  work  of  the 
Commercial  Intelligence  Branch.  It  was  reported  that  the 
number  of  inquiries  received  at  the  Commercial  Intelligence 
Branch  (75  Basinghall  Street,  E.C.)  had  increased  from 
5,544  in  1906  to  9.166  in  1907;  and  that  the  number  during 
the  first  six  months  of  the  present  year  was  5.173.  as  com- 
pared with  4,521  in  the  corresponding  period  of  1907. 
Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

The  drug  samples  taken  in  Staffordshire  last  quarter  were 
camphorated  oil  and  castor  oil,  which  proved  to  be  genuine. 


The  public  analyst  of  Wandsworth  (Dr.  Muter),  in  his 
quarterly  report,  states  that  the  drugs  examined  included 
milk  of  sulphur,  4  samples;  cream  of  tartar,  4;  mer- 
curial ointment,  2 ;  prescriptions,  2 ;  and  camphorated 
oil,  1,  All  were  genuine  except  one  prescription,  which 
contained  0.074  grain  excess  total  alkaloids  per  fluid  oz. 
Of  seven  samples  of  olive  oil  analysed  one  contained  50  per 
cent,  of  cottonseed  oil,  another  proved  to  be  a  mineral  oil, 
and  the  remainder  were  genuine.  Three  samples  of  malt 
vinegar  examined  were  found  to  be  genuine. 

Check-till  Patent. 

The  Comptroller-General  of  Patents  has  given  his  decision 
in  the  matter  of  the  opposition  by  Mr.  W.  H.  Jackson, 
Halifax,  to  the  application  of  Mr.  Arthur  H.  Gledhill 
(Messrs.  G.  H.  Gledhill  &  Sons,  Ltd.,  Halifax)  for  a  patent 
for  improvements  in  cash  tills.  Mr.  C.  A.  Cripps,  who 
appeared  for  the  applicant,  stated  that  fraudulent  receipts 
may  be  issued  from  receipt-issuing  check  tills  by  advancing 
or  retarding  the  receipt  paper  before  writing  down  the 
amount.  Mr.  Gledhill's  invention  renders  this  impossible, 
by  combining  with  the  mechanism  a  lever  or  arm  operating 
a  "cover"  or  "screening"  plate,  which  closes  up  the 
writing  aperture  after  the  entry  has  been  made,  and  before 
any  following  movement  of  the  drawer  or  mechanism  can 
take  place.  For  the  opponent  Mr.  Walters,  K.C.,  con- 
tended that  the  specification  afforded  internal  evidence  of 
aa  attempt  to  knowingly  forestall  the  opponent,  but  the 
Comptroller,  in  deciding  for  the  applicant,  could  not  accept 
that  view. 

Birmingham  Notes. 

Mr.  Alfred  Bird  has  just  been  adopted  as  Parliamentary 
candidate  for  West  Wolverhampton. 

An  attempt  is  being  made  to  form  a  "  combine"  in  the 
glass-bottle  trade,  in  which  Leeds  and  this  district  are 
concerned.   The  object  is  to  keep  up  prices. 

Mr.  Howard  James  Bates  has  successfully  passed  the 
chemistry,  physics,  and  biology  examinations  of  the  Con- 
joint Board  of  London.  He  is  the  son  of  Mr.  Bates, 
chemist,  Deritend  Bridge. 

With  the  advent  of  August  the  main  honey-flow  in  the 
jMidlands  may  be  said  to  be  over.  Reports  are  that  the 
season  has  been  good,  and  that  the  quality  and  quantity 
obtained  are  very  satisfactory. 

Messrs.  Francis  Williams  &  Co.'s  premises  in  Bristol 
Street  were  broken  into  by  thieves  last  Saturday,  when 
they  managed  to  secure  a  fairly  large  sum  of  money,  but 
a  strong  safe  containing  more  was  not  interfered  with. 

A  Birmingham  draper,  who  is  gradually  developing  into 
the  universal  provider  business,  backs  a  page  of  his  price- 
list  of  ladies'  underclothing  with  a  page  about  No.  4711 
Eau  de  Cologne,  in  which  the  opinion  of  a  "well-known 
public  analyist  "  is  given. 

A  woman  entered  a  chemist's  shop  and  complained  that 
she  had  been  deluded  by  a  cleansing  preparation  she  had 
bought  there.  "  Didn't  it  take  the  stains  from  your  shawl, 
madlim  ?  "  "I  don't  know.  You  told  me  it  had  to  be  left 
out  on  the  grass  over-night,  and  the  stains  would  go.  Well, 
they've  gone,  and  so  has  the  shawl." 

■fhe  "Mail"  has  interviewed  a  member  of  the  large 
firm  of  manufacturing  chemists  and  druggists  in  Bii-ming- 
ham  on  the  subject  of  adulteration,  Tlie  firm  are  of  opmion 
that  drugs  are  not  much  adulterated  now,  the  chief  causes 
being  better  education,  more  careful  selection  of  the 
articles  bought,  vigilance  of  the  various  inspecting 
authorities,  and  "  fear  of  the  law  "—a  phrase  which  appears 
twice  in  the  article. 

Birmingham  chemists  are  often  connoisseurs  of  and 
dealers  in  tea,  and  Birmingham  v/ater  is  ferruginous  and 
soft.  Many  dealers  have  advertised  that  they  offer  a 
blend  which  is  suitable  for  this  water  ;  but  one  (in  Moseley) 
says  in  his  advertisement  that  "the  success  of  his  delicious 
one-and-sixpennv  variety  is  due  to  it  being  blended  to  suit 
the  residents  of  the  district"  (not  the  water),  thereby 
making  a  good  hit  and  getting  trade.

Baiss  Bros.  &  Stevenson,  Ltd.,  C.C.  v.  Wright,  Lay- 
man &  Umney,  Ltd.,  C.C. — Played  at  Dulwich  on 
August  1,  resulting  in  a  win  for  Baiss  by  four  wickets  and 
130  runs.  Wright's  batted  first  and  were  dismissed  for

Nottingham  Chemists  v.  Leicester  Chemists. — By  securing 
a  handsome  win  on  July  30  the  Nottingham  Chemists  got 
on  even  terms  with  their  Leicester  confreres  in  the  series  of 
matches  played  from  1905  to  the  present  year.  Nottingham 
batted  first  and  scored  75  (Carr  10,  Gillborn  16,  Moulds  15, 
Broom  14) ;  Leicester  replied  with  39  (Tomlin  10,  Chovraer 
14).  Meadows  took  five  wickets  for  14  runs  and  Gillborn 
four  wickets  for  20. 

Threatening  Mrs.  Jay. 

At  the  Bristol  Police-court  last  week,  before  Alderman 
J.  Swaish  and  Alderman  S.  Lloyd,  the  case  of  Jay  v.  Mann 
was  mentioned.  In  this  James  Frederick  Mann  was  sum- 
moned for  sending  letters  demanding  from  Esther  Margaret 
•Jay  (of  the  Ozonia  Co.),  8  Westland  Row,  Dublin,  with 
menace  and  without  reasonable  or  probable  cause,  the  sum 
of  13Z.  10.?.  The  summons  was  laid  under  Section  44  of  the 
Larceny  Act,  1851,  but  was  withdrawn  by  counsel  for 
Mrs.  Jay,  who  explained  that  she  was  the  owner  of  certain 
firoprietary  medicines,  and  defendant  carried  on  a  whole- 
sale and  retail  chemist's  business.  In  February  he  gave  an 
order  to  a  traveller  of  Mrs.  Jay's  for  a  quantity  of  the 
proprietary  medicines.  The  goods  were  delivered  to  him 
in  due  course,  but  he  gave  some  trouble  in  the  collection 
of  the  account,  and  eventually  he  was  sued  in  the  Bristol 
County  Court  for  the  amount  of  the  debt,  91.  odd.  Judg- 
ment was  given  against  him,  but  he  neglected  to  pay  the 
order,  and  in  due  course  an  execution  was  issued  and 
levied  at  his  premises.  Subsequently  defendant  wrote  a 
letter  to  Mrs.  Jay  alleging  that  she  had  been  guilty  of 
iraud  and  misrepresentation  in  the  sale  of  goods  to  him, 
that  he  had  put  the  matter  in  the  hands  of  the  police,  and 
was  advised  to  apply  for  a  warrant  for  her  apprehension 
Tir.loss  she  refunded  tc>  him  the  amount  of  the  debt  and  costs, 
13Z.  10s.  Mrs.  Jay  placed  the  matter  in  the  hands  of  her 
eolicitor.  Defendant  was  now  willing  +o  apologise,  and 
promised  to  pay  five  guineas  towards  the  cost  of  the  prose- 
■cution.  For  this  reason  counsel  asked  the  Magistrates  to 
f.llow  the  summons  to  be  withdrawn.  For  the  defendant  it 
was  stated  that  he  had  been  under  the  impression  that  he 
was  acting  within  his  rights.  The  Magistrates  allowed  the 
summons  to  be  withdrawn. 

Tuberculozyne. 

An  inquiry  relative  to  the  death  of  a  young  man  named 
Antonio  Tiani  was  held  at  Southend  on  July  29.  The 
parents  of  the  deceased  said  their  son  had  taken  a  con- 
sumption-cure known  as  "Tuberculozyne,"  he  being 
afflicted  with  consumption  of  the  lungs.  Dr.  Bernard  Dyer 
said  the  remedy,  from  analysis  of  the  two  samples  supplied, 
consisted  chiefly  of  glycerin  flavoured  with  cinnamon  in 
one  sample  and  almond  in  the  other.  One  was  slightly 
alkaline  and  contained  phosphates  and  potassium,  the  other 
was  slightly  acid  with  minute  traces  of  copper.  He  under- 
stood the  solutions  were  mixed  before  taking,  and  said  that 


the  amount  of  copper  taken  per  day  would  be  about 
yJu  grain.  The  Coroner  said  that  the  object  in  holding-  the 
inquest  was  to  inform  the  public  in  regard  to  these  highly 
advertised  quack  medicines,  and  in  commenting  upon  the 
statement  that  the  treatment  cost  21.  he  said  that  the 
American  syndicate  advertising  the  remedy  stated  that  the 
cost  was  very  low  considering  the  nature  of  its  ingredients 
and  the  expense  of  making  it  widely  known.  In  reply  to  a 
question  by  one  of  the  jurymen  the  Coroner  said  the  matter 
might  be  one  for  investigation  by  the  police  or  the  Medical 
Defence  Association. 

Sheffield  Notes. 

The  Sheffield  Drug  Co.,  Ltd.,  of  King  Street,  had  a 
stand  showing  their  agricultural  specialities  at  the  Hallam 
and  Ecclesall  Agricultural  Society's  Show  at  Hillsbrough 
Park  last  week. 

Messrs.  H.  R.  G.  Skelton  (Secretary),  J.  S.  Ward,  E. 
Mather  (Chesterfield),  and  F.  Rowley  (Doncaster)  are 
representing  the  Sheffield  District  at  the  National 
Herbalists'  Conference.  . 

Golf  claims  an  increasing  number  of  pharmaceutical 
devotees  in  Sheffield.  Mr.  J.  B.  Pater,  chemist  and  drug- 
gist, has  been  taking  part  in  the  special  summer  competition 
of  the  Hallowes  Club,  but  was  defeated  in  the  second-class 
semi-final. 

"An  extraordinary  success"  is  the  description  of  the 
British  Medical  Association's  visit  to  Sheffield  by  the  Secre- 
tary. The  visitors  are  stated  to  have  numbered  1,700,  of 
whom  1,200  were  members,  and  the  arrangements  in  every 
respect  appear  to  have  given  the  utmost  satisfaction  in  all 
quarters. 

A  fire  took  place  on  Tuesday,  August  4,  at  the  Spring 
Stieet  Mills  of  Messrs.  Burdall  &  Burdall,  wholesale 
druggists  and  drysalters.  It  was  caused  by  some  gum, 
used  in  making  fly-catchers,  boiling  over  and  setting  fire  to 
some  wooden  benches.  The  fire  was  confined  to  one  room, 
and  about  1001.  worth  of  damage  was  done. 

On  August  4,  Mr.  Simeon  Snell,  the  President-elect  of 
the  British  Medical  Association,  was  presented  with  the 
Middlemore  prize  (consisting  of  an  illuminated  certificate 
and  a  cheque  for  501.).  He  was  also  installed  as  President 
of  the  Association,  and  received  a  tribute  from  his  pro- 
fessional colleagues  of  a  handsome  jewelled  badge  of 
office.

Dr.  Henry  Julian  Hunter,  of  Oldfield  Park,  Bath,  and 
formerly  of  Sheflfteld,  left  the  residue  of  his  estate  (after 
various  bequests  to  servants),  amounting  probably  to 
between  15,000/.  to  20,000^.,  to  the  University  of  Sheffield. 
The  income  from  the  fund,  to  be  called  the  Joseph  Hunter 
Fund,  in  memory  of  his  father,  he  desired  to  be  devoted  to 
the  maintenance  of  a  Simon  prize  and  other  purposes  at  the 
discretion  of  the  college  authorities.

same  amount  of  bicarbonate  of  soda  for  2d.  tempt  the  eye.

A  Dispenser's  Dilemma. 
The  Local  Government  Board  has  informed  the  Guardians 
•of,  the  Cork  Union  with  reference  to  a  recent  requisition 
'for  3  gals,  of  Parrish's  syrup  for  use  in  the  local  dis- 
pensary that  in  future  the  dispenser  must  order  the 
pharmacopoeia  1  equivalents  of  the  drug  in  question.  The 
■dispensary  officer  at  Shandon  Street  states  that  syr.  ferri 
j)hosph.  B.P.  is  not  so  easily  taken  by  children,  whereas 
.Parrish's  syrup  is  readily  taken  and  is  a  compound  syrup. 

Spraying  Materials. 
The  annual  report  of  the  Irish  Department  of  Agricul- 
fture,  which  has  just  been  issued,  contains  a  long  reference  to 
-the  question  of  the  analysis  of  spraying  materials  for 
which  a  nominal  fee  of  5d.  per  sample  is  charged.  Com- 
(parative  statistics  are  given  showing  that  186  samples  of 
.copper  sulphate  and  113  of  sodium  carbonate,  against  53 
.and  15  respectively  in  the  previous  year  (1906),  were 
^analysed.  Of  the  186  samples  of  copper  sulphate  four  were 
found  to  contain  from  74  to  86  per  cent,  of  iron  sulphate. 
Six  of  the  samples  of  sodium  carbonate  contained  the 
following  amounts  of  sodium  sulphate  :  5.04  per  cent.,  5.34, 
9.14  ,  24.08  ,  74.00,  and  77.50.  The  report  condemns  the 
use  for  spraying  of  material  known  as  agricultural  copper 
sulphate,  consisting  mainly  (up  to  75  per  cent.)  of  sulphate 
/of  iron. 

British  Association. 

The  Chemistry  Section  of  the  British  Association  meeting 
^n  September  will  be  held  in  the  Chemical  Laboratories, 
'Trinity  College,  Dublin.  Some  of  the  Sections  have  been 
'forced  from  want  of  accommodation  to  meet  in  other 
buildmgs.  The  Zoological  Section  will  meet  in  the  hall  of 
the  Royal  College  of  Surgeons,  and  that  dealing  with 
anthropology  in  the  Royal  College  of  Physicians'  hall.  A 
-new_  arrangement  at  the  meeting  will  be  a  complete  inter- 
sectional  telephone  service,  which  will  enable  notices  to 
"be  posted  in  each  meeting-place  of  the  papers  that  are  being 
read  at  every  Section.  A  motor-bus  service  has  also  been 
organised,  so  that  members  can  get  quickly  from  one  Section 
to  the  other.  A  special  service  of  tram-cars  in  the  morning

Murder  Charge. 

At  Ballymoney,  co.  Antrim,  on  July  30,  after  a  hearing 
(lasting  three  days,  Mrs.  Elizabeth  "Doeherty  was  conr- 


mitted  to  the  Assizes  on  charges  of  poisoning  her  husband 
and  three-year-old  daughter  with  strychnine  (see  C.  tfc  D., 
July  11,  p.  42).  Evidence  was  given  that  the  poison  was 
bought  at  the  shop  of  Mr.  John  Baxter,  chemist  and  drug- 
gist, Ballymoney,  for  killing  rats.  Professor  Barklie,  the 
analyst  of  Belfast,  was  one  of  the  Crown  witnesses. 
Poisoning  Charge. 
A  sequel  to  the  conviction  of  Mrs.  Buchanan  for  attempt- 
ing to  poison  her  husband  (see  C  d-  D..  July  25,  p.  113)  took 
place  at  the  Letterkenny  Special  Sessions,  co.  Donegal,  on 
August  4,  when  J.  L.  Tease,  a  farmer's  son,  was  returned 
for  trial  on  a  charge  of  being  accessory  before  the  fact  oi 
the  attempted  murder  by  strychnine  of  David  Buchanan. 
Mrs.  Buchanan  was  brought  from  prison  to  give  evidence, 
and  Mr.  W.  T.  Moore,  chemist,  Letterkenny,  proved  the 
sale  of  the  strychnine  to  accused  in  October  1905.  The 
bottle  was  a  small  one  containing  about  forty  grains.

Cramer  and  Marshall 
read  a  paper  on  the  action  of  yohimbine  on  the  generative 
organs,  showing  from  experiments  made  on  dogs  and 
rabbits  that  this  alkaloid  has  a  marked  action  on  the 
female  generative  organs,  -  including  the  ovaries  and 
mammary  glands,  producing  both  growth  and  congestion. 
The  experiments  tended  to  confirm  the  reports  of 
veterinarians  in  Germany  and  elsewhere  that  yohimbine 
is  an  effective  remedy  for  certain  forms  of  sterility.

An  epidemic  of  scarlet  fever  in  the  Coatbridge  district 
creates  a  busy  time  for  the  chemists  and  doctors  there. 

Burglars  visited  the  dispensary  of  Mr.  J.  Rennie,  Church 
Street,  Coatbridge,  and  appropriated  a  watch  and  a  few 
other  articles  on  July  30. 

The  police  are  endeavouring  to  find  the  source  of  the 
poison  which  has  been  causing  wholesale  poisoning  of 
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domestic  animals  in  the  neighbourhood  of  West  Graham 
Street,  Glasgow.  Analytical  investigation  on  a  cat  showed 
strychnine  to  be  the  cause  of  death. 

The  correspondence  column  of  the  "Glasgow  Herald" 
and  other  local  papers  for  July  31  contains  a  letter  from 
Mr.  J.  P.  Gilmour  (President,  Glasgow  Chemists'  Associa- 
tion) refuting  the  assertions  made  in  a  reply  issued  by  the 
liicensed  Trades  Association  to  the  police  report  on 
drunkenness  in  Glasgow.  This  pamphlet  accused  chemists 
of  pandering  to  the  vices  of  the  lowest  class  of  drunkards 
■and  stated  that  the  permits  and  stocks  of  all  dealers  in 
methylated  spirit,  ethers,  cocaine,  and  other  intoxicating 
drugs  sold  in  doctors'  and  chemists'  shops,  or  elsewhere, 
should  be  under  inspection  of  both  Excise  and  police.  Mr. 
Gilmour,  in  his  reply,  pointed  out  that  (1)  Methylated- 
spirit  or  ether  drinking  and  the  drug  habit  do  not  prevail 
to  any  appreciable  extent  in  Glasgow,  nor  do  chemists 
engage  in  this  nefarious  traffic;  (2)  the  poisons  regula- 
tions make  it  almost  impossible  to  procure  cocaine  or  other 
potent  poisons  except  for  legitimate  purposes;  (3)  the 
Inland  Revenue  officers  already  rigorously  supervise  stocks 
and  permits  of  methylated -spirit  retailers;  (4)  "the 
trade,"  in  seeking  to  clear  themselves,  wantonly  accuse 
chemists  and  druggists  and  others.  The  President  of  the 
Glasgow  Licensed  Trade  Defence  Association  has  replied  to 
Mr.  Gilmour's  criticism.  He  explains  that  he  makes  no 
charge  against  chemists  and  druggists,  who  cannot  be 
expected  to  control  the  uses  of  what  they  may  legitimately 
sell ;  but  his  Association  considers  that  in  the  matter  of 
methylated  spirits  licensees 

should  all  be  subject  to  police  inspection,  and  that  the 
provisions  of  the  Pharmacy  Acts,  whereby  the  na-me  and 
address  of  the  buyer  and  the  purpose  for  which  the  spirit 
is  to  be  applied,  should  be  adopted  in  regard  to  all  liquids 
or  others  which  are  not  intended  for  drinking,  but  which 
may  be  drunk  and  are  capable  of  causing  intoxication. 

The  rest  is  dialectics  of  the  kind  which  should  bring  an 
effective  reply  fro-n  "J.  P.  G."

Notes. 

The  Welsh  watering-places  just  now  are  crowded  with 
visitors.  Hundreds  are  drinking  the  saline  and  sulphur 
waters  at  Builth  Wells. 

Tenders  for  the  half-yearly  drug-contract  were  received 
by  the  Cardiff  Corporation  from  Messrs.  Ferris  &  Co., 
Ltd.,  Bristol,  Corbyn,  Stacey  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  and  Burgoyne, 
Burbidges  &  Co.,  London.  The  last-named  firm  secured 
the  cohtract. 

There  are  prospects  of  an  important  industry  in  Wales,  a 
company  having  been  formed  for  the  manufacture  of  sul- 
phate of  ammonia  from  peat  by  a  new  process.  This  com- 
pound at  present  costs  about  121.  a  ton,  and  there  are  large 
areas  of  peat-land  in  Wales  from  which,  it  is  said,  sulphate 
of  ammonia  can  be  produced  at  less  than  half  this  price. 


French  News. 

(From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Paris  Correspondent.) 


Industrial  Chemistry. — The  Council  of  the  University 
of  Paris  has  accepted  donations  from  various  manufacturers, 
including  one  from  M.  Solvay,  of  Brussels,  for  transforming 
the  course  of  lectures  on  industrial  chemistry,  given  under 
the  auspices  of  the  University,  into  a  permanent  professor- 
ship. 

Sponge-fishing. — The  new  submarine  boat  for  sponge- 
fishing  has  recently  been  tested  in  Toulon  Harbour.  Fitted 
with  electric  light  for  exploring  the  darker  recesses  of  the 
bottom  of  the  sea,  a  jointed  pincer  or  nipper  to  tear  up  the 
sponges  and  place  them  in  a  basket  in  front  of  the  craft,  it  is 
thought  to  possess  great  possibilities.  It  will  probably 
commence  actual  work  shortly  on  the  sponge-beds  on  the 
Tunisian  coast. 


Chloroform  or  Death.— A  few  days  ago  Dr.  Tremo- 
lieres,  a  Paris  physician,  received  in  his  consulting-room  a> 
youth,  who  threatened  him  with  a  revolver  and  asked  where- 
he  kept  his  chloroform.  The  doctor  replied  :  "I  do  not 
keep  a  supply  of  chloroform  here ;  it  is  sold  in  pharmacies."' 
An  animated  discussion  followed,  which  was  brought  to  a 
close  by  the  sudden  apparition  of  the -doctor's  wife,  who' 
also  presented  a  revolver.    The  youth  was  arrested. 

The  Sentimental  Side. — After  a  scene  of  jealousy  last- 
week,  a  Bordeaux  pharmacist  was  shot  at  and  wounded  byr 
his  paramour,  who  afterwards  took  her  own  life.  The  phar- 
macist's condition  is  very  serious. — Dr.  Demontmerot,  phar- 
macist, of  4  Place  Gambetta,  Paris,  was  also  shot  at  (but- 
escaped  injury)  by  an  individual  named  Hughes,  who  im- 
mediately committed  suicide.  In  this  case  the  pharmacist 
had  made  a  generous  attempt  to  protect  his  wife  from  black- 
mail and  serious  annoyance. 

•  Antitetanic  Ser-ctm  formed  the  subject  of  discussion  at 
recent  meeting  of  the  Paris  Academy  of  Medicine.  It  was 
generally  agreed  that  the  excellent  results  obtained  onu 
animals  seemed  to  justify  its  use  on  human  beings,  but 
there  is  the  difficulty  that  the  actual  effect  on  the  humani 
subject  is  not  always  identical  with  that  obtained  in. 
veterinary  cases.  '  M.  le  Dentu,  although  he  approved  of 
its  use,  said  he  had  had  a  few  accidents  (erythemic,  hyper- 
thermic, and  arthropathic).  He  uses  it  in  cases  where  the- 
wound  had  been  in  contact  with  the  soil. 

Employers'  Liability. — A  pharmacist  of  Bordeaux,. 
M.  Oukrat,  has  been  .sentenced  to  three  months'  imprison- 
ment and  lOOf.  (4^.)  fine  under  rather  exceptional  circum- 
stances. The  charge  was  one  of  having,  under  the  Em- 
ployers' Liability  Act,  delivered  drugs  and  medicines  in> 
collusion  with  a  local  physician  in  abnormally  large  quan- 
tities. The  supplies  were  made  to  workpeople  who  had' 
been  victims  of  accidents  and  whose  claims  for  expenses- 
against  their  employers  were  thus  much  increased.  The- 
doctor  was  sentenced  to  eight  months'  imprisonment,  with> 
four  years'  prohibition  from  practising  medicine. 

In  Vacuo. — Since  Wurtz's  time  in  vacuo  work  has  been^ 
extended  to  various  industries,  such  as  the  manufactures- 
of  pharmaceutical  and  biological  products,  artificial  per- 
fumes, and  dyes.  The  fact  that  the  manufacturer  does- 
not,  like  the  chemist,  require  a  scientifically  absolute  ex- 
haustion of  air,  has  led  some  inventors  to  study  the- 
industrial  capabilities  of  Alvergniat's  apparatus,  and  the- 
possibility  of  constructing  a  "  trompe  a  eau  "  which  would' 
be  as  efficient  and  quicker  in  its  operation.  M.  Maurice- 
Leblanc's  pump,  based  on  these  principles,  is  described  by 
"  La  Nature  "  as  a  simple  and  ingenious  machine  capable  of"' 
giving  remarkable  results. 

Travelling  Scholarship.— Since  1898,  33,000f.  (1,320Z.>> 
is  annually  placed  by  an  anonymous  donor  at  the- 
disposal  of  the  Academy  of  Paris  to  form  two  travelling, 
scholarships  for  a  trip  round  the  world.  Particularly  de- 
signed for  assistant  professors,  other  categories  are  eligible, 
pharmacists  holding  the  "superior"  diploma,  doctors  in-, 
science,  medicine,  law,  literature,  etc.  The  scholar- 
ships are  of  15,000f.  (600Z.)  each,  an  extra  l,500f.  (60Z.). 
being  given  to  each  holder  for  the  purchase  of  souvenirs. 
The  journey  round  the  world  is  not  always  insisted  upon;-, 
sometimes  the  sum  is  divided  into  several  smaller  alloca- 
tions and  given  to  likely  men  who  put  forward  an  interest- 
ing project  and  propose  to  pass  six  months  or  a  year  in  one- 
country. 

The  Pharmacist's  Alligator. — A  stuffed  alligator  hangs- 
in  the  window  of  a  Versailles  pharmacy — and  thereby  hangs- 
a  tale.  This  youthful  saurian  was  sent  from  its  trans- 
atlantic home  (down  the  Swanee  river  or  elsewhere)  as  &< 
present  to  Til.  Haraucourt,  the  well-known  Parisian  author. 
He  carried  it  to  the  Government  office  in  which  he  spends- 
his  leisure  hours  in  a  despatch-box,  and  placed  it  in  a 
tub  full  of  small  fish.  The  alligator,  like  most  folks,  found' 
life  in  a  French  Government  office  terribly  dull.  He  re- 
fused to  trouble  the  little  fish,  who  asked  nothing  better- 
than  to  be  left  alone.  Coaxed  to  partake  of  food  but 
occasionally,  the  alligator  died.  The  Government  clerks^ 
laid  the  alligator  out  in  state,  a  hundred  wax  candles 
burning  arourid  its  lifeless  form,  and  finally  deposited? 
the  corpse  jn  one  of  the  Versailles  fountains,  in  hopes  off 
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tempting  some  local  scientist  to  write  au  article  on  alli- 
.gators  at  Versailles.  The  local  scientist,  however,  who 
secured  this  novel  specimen  of  the  aquatic  fauna  of 
Versailles  happened  to  be  a  pharmacist,  who  has  given  the 
•exiled  alligator  the  place  of  honour  in  his  shop-window. 


India  and  the  East. 

(From  the  "  C.  o£  D."  Correspondent.) 


Personal. — Mr.  E.  Timms  arrived  at  Singapore  by 
P.  &  0.  Marmora  on  July  4  to  relieve  i\lr.  D.  'iurner,  of 
the  British  Dispensary,  who  goes  on  leave  almost  immedi- 
ately. 

The  Poisons  Register. — Mr.  Karl  Struve,  proprietor  of 
the  Medical  Hall,  Singapore,  has  been  fined  $250  for 
omitting  to  obtain  the  address  of  a  customer  who  bought 
.potassium  cyanide.  Mr.  Struve  has  now  appealed  on  the 
ground  that  the  conviction  was  bad  in  law,  that  there  was 
'QO  evidence  to  convict,  and  that  the  fine  was  excessive.  The 
result  of  the  appeal  was  not  known  when  the  mail  closed. 

Indian  Hemp  Regulations. — The  Government  of  the 
•Central  Provinces  and  Berar  have,  under  the  Excise  Act, 
1896,  prescribed  (1)  revised  rates  for  warehouse  dues,  pay- 
■able  upon  intoxicating  drugs  made  from  the  hemp  plant 
•lodged  in  Government  warehouses  in  the  provinces ;  and 
■(2)  rules  to  regulate  the  grant  of  passes  for  the  transport 
and  possession  of  intoxicating  drugs  made  from  the  hemp 
, plant  within  the  two  provinces. 

Madras  Drug  Exports. — The  bulk  of  the  Madras  export 
'trade  in  drugs  and  medicines,  excluding  cinchona,  consists 
•of  senna  and  nux  vomica.  Larger  shipments  were  made 
•during  the  year  1907-8  to  England  and  the  United  States 
'through  the  port  of  Tuticorin,  the  total  value  of  the  trade 
having  advanced  from  Rs.  347,723  in  1906-7  to  Rs.  568,405 
in  1907-8,  the  average  value  for  the  preceding  five  years 
ihaving  been  Rs.  475,673. 

Government  Opium  Sales. — The  Government  of  India 
■notify  (1)  that  in  the  calendar  year  1909  not  more  than 
■45,200  chests  of  Bengal  opium  will  be  offered  for  sale,  and 
'not  more  than  3,600  in  each  month  of  the  year;  (2)  that  of 
ithe  quantity  to  be  offered  for  sale  each  month  not  more  than 
1,800  chests  will  be  Benares  opium,  and  not  more  than 
1,800  chests  Patna  opium;  (3)  and  that  no  reduction  will 
he  made  in  these  quantities  without  three  months'  previous 
Qotice. 


Japanese  Jottings. 

(From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Correspondent.) 


The  number  of  registered  trade-marks  of  chemicals, 
'drugs,  and  proprietary  medicines  in  Japan  now  reaches 
:3,241. 

Qualified. — At  the  first  pharmaceutical  examination 
iheld  this  year  twenty-seven  candidates  qualified  as  regis- 
'tered  pharmacists. 

Druggists  as  Legislators. — No  fewer  than  five  drug- 
.gists  were  elected  as  members  of  the  Japanese  Diet  at  the 
^general  election  this  year. 

During  1907  the  thirteen  principal  manufacturers  «f 
tpatent  medicines  at  Osaka  manufactured  medicines  valued 
-at  7,972,000  yen,  against  7,204,000  yen  in  1906  (1  yen  =  2s.). 

Mr.  T.  Ueda,  of  Osaka,  the  first  registered  pharmacist  to 
•make  a  speciality  of  cameras  and  photo  supplies  in  Japan, 
'is  extending  his  business  by  the  erection  of  a  new  building 

Western  style  at  Shimsaibashi. 

Drugs  for  Chin'a. — In  1906  about  730,000  yen  worth  of 
■drugs  and  proprietary  medicines  was  imported  into  Canton 
and  Kwangsi  province,  China,  from  Japan.  The  most  sale- 
able goods  are  "  Hotan,"  menthol  cones  and  balls,  cod-liver 
•oil,  etc. 

Doctors'  Fees. — An  agitation  for  the  unification  of  the 
Tate  of  remuneration  for  medical  practitioners  has  been 
bgoing  on  in  Japan  for  some  time,  and  it  is  stated  that  the 
Home  Office  are  making  inquiries  on  the  subject  with  a 
^ew  to  something  being  done. 


The  Pharmaceutical  Personnel  of  the  Japanese  army 
is  at  present  composed  of  one  general-pharmacist  (rank  of 
colonel),  seven  statt'-pharmacists  of  majors  rank  and 
forty-four  with  the  rank  of  a  captain,  besides  twenty-nine 
and  twenty-three  pharmacists  taking  rank  as  first  and 
second  lieutenants  i-espectively. 

"P.J.  III." — The  defects  in  the  third  edition  of  the 
"  P.J."  have  aroused  the  opposition  of  Japanese  phar- 
macists, and  the  Osaka  Association  has  presented  a  petition 
to  the  Home  Minister  pointing  out  the  injustice  that  is  being 
done.  A  committee  has  also  been  appointed  by  the  Japan 
Pharmaceutical  Association  to  consider  amendments. 

Adulterated  Drugs. — A  recent  inspection  of  the  shops  of 
registered  pharmacists,  druggists,  etc.,  by  the  drug- 
inspector  of  the  Kanagawa  Local  Government  revealed  many 
adulterated  and  low  standard  chemicals  and  drugs.  At 
twenty-one  registered  pharmacists'  thirty-five  samples  were 
found  to  be  adulterated ;  at  fifty-six  druggists'  the  number 
was  287 ;  at  150  physicians'  and  surgeons'  the  number  rose 
to  1,238;  and  at  five  hospitals  twenty-five  samples  were 
found  to  be  adulterated  or  below  standard. 

Saccharin  Smuggling. — Mio  Genpachi,  a  merchant  at 
Kr.sunokicho-y-Chome,  Kobe,  who,  in  conjunction  with 
Yamashiro  Tamesuke,  a  Japanese  merchant  at  Fusan, 
Korea,  attempted  to  smuggle  7,680  kin  of  saccharin,  bring- 
ing the  goods  from  Korea  and  landing  them  at  a  point 
near  Sakai,  in  October  last,  has  been  tried  at  Osaka,  together 
with  Yamashiro.  As  a  result  each  of  the  defendants  was 
ordered  to  pay  a  fine  amounting  altogether  to  302,400  yen. 
Details  of  this  cas3  appeared  in  the  "  Kobe  Chronicle." 

Celluloid  in  Japan.- — The  proposed  company  for  the 
manufacture  of  celluloid  and  artificial  silk  in  Japan,  to  which 
allusion  has  already  been  made  in  these  columns,  has 
fallen  through,  the  foreign  capitalists  not  having  been 
able  to  complete  their  part  of  the  bargain.  The  enter- 
prise has  been  reconstituted  by  Japanese  alone,  the  capital 
being  1,200,000  yen.  The  company  was  created  under  the 
auspices  of  Mr.  R.  Kondo,  the  President  of  the  Nippon 
Yusen  Kaisha,  and  the  Iwasaki  family.  A  second  com- 
pany has  also  been  constituted  by  the  Mitsui  Company, 
with  a  capital  of  2,000,000  yen. 

"  ToYAMA  Medicine." — There  are  about  one  thousand 
different  kinds  of  "  Toyama  medicines"  sold  throughout 
Japan  and  Formosa  by  itinerant  drug-sellers,  who  call  from 
door  to  door  soliciting  orders  for  their  wares.  The  peculiar 
part  of  their  business  is  that  they  do  not  request  immediate 
payment  after  they  have  sold  their  goods,  but  they  offer  to 
call  again  on  their  next  journey,  and  such  is  their  system 
of  thoroughly  canvassing  all  the  streets  of  every  town  and 
city  in  Japan  that  they  are  able  to  find  out  their  previous 
buyers.  'The  medicines  are  manufactured  in  the  city  of 
Toyama,  the  larger  house  being  known  as  the  "  Kokwan 
Do."  They  had  their  origin  about  two  hundred  years  ago, 
and  are  from  the  formula  of  a  Toyama  doctor. 

Camphor  Trees. — It  appears  that  Mr.  Kawasaki,  the  well- 
known  founder  of  the  Kawasaki  Dockyard,  takes  much 
interest  in  the  development  of  camphor  forests  in  Japan, 
and  has  been  responsible  himself  for  the  planting  of  a 
large  number  of  trees.  LTp  to  the  present  he  has  planted 
70,000  trees  on  a  hill  at  Nunobiki,  and  300.000  on  a  hill  about 
two  miles  from  Iwaya.  on  the  island  of  Awaji.  He  is  now 
planting  a  further  70,000  trees  at  Hanasonos,  Kyote.  The 
result  in  all  cases  is  said  to  be  satisfactory.  In  particular 
the  trees  planted  at  Awaji  are  growing  well.  Mr.  Kawasaki 
intends  to  make  these  camphor-tree  forests  an  hereditary 
estate  of  the  family,  keeping  an  independent  account  for 
them.  He  is  said  to  be  endeavouring  to  secure  suitable 
places  for  the  planting  of  three  million  trees.  The  Hypothec 
Bank  has  agreed  to  finance  the  enterprise,  advancing  a  sum 
not  exceeding  200,000  yon,  to  be  redeemed  in  yearly  instal- 
ments. 


Japanese  Soy  is  an  article  the  exports  of  which  are  increas- 
insr  from  Japan,  owingr  to  the  number  of  Japanese  residents 
being  scattered  in  many  parts  of  the  globe.  A  new  descrip- 
tion, which  is  said  to  have  many  advantages  and  prepared 
by  a  new  process,  was  put  on  the  market  last  year.  Tha 
exports  of  soy  from  Japan  amounted  in  value  to  110,500^., 
as  compared  with  97,000/.  in  1906.

The  Commonwealth. 

Me.  Beale's  Report. — The  special  Act  of  Parliament 
designed  to  protect  this  report  passed  all  its  stages  in  the 
expiring  days  of  the  session  (see  C.  &  D.,  August  1,  p.  191). 
The  Government  Bill  proposed  to  give  complete  protection 
to  its  own  officers,  to  the  Parliamentary  members,  to 
members  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  and  Senators 
who  printed  or  distributed  copies  of  the  report.  It  further 
proposed  to  protect  the  publication  in  good  faith  of  any 
copy  of,  or  extract  from,  or  abstract  of,  any  document,  the 
publication  of  which  has  been  authorised  by  the  Senate  or 
the  House  of  Representatives.  "  Good  faith  "  was  to  mean 
that  the  publication  was  for  the  information  of  the  public, 
if  the  person  by  whom  it  was  made  was  not  actuated  in 
making  it  by  ill-will  to  the  person  defamed,  or  by  any  im- 
proper motive.  The  tone  of  Parliament  may  be  judged  by 
two  extracts.  Senator  Vardon  said,  "In  Mr.  i5€ale's  re- 
port, which  I  suppose  this  Bill  is  intended  to  cover,  a 
great  many  statements  are  made  on  hearsay,  without  any 
actual  evidence  of  proof,  and  it  would  be  very  unfair  to 
the  persons  named  that  these  things  should  be  published 
simply  because  they  happened  to  be  put  in  a  Parliamentary 
report  by  a  practically  irresponsible  individual.  While 
we  should  give  every  protection  to  the  Press,  if  they  publish 
information  they  should  accept  the  responsibility  of 
verifying  it.  But  if  they  choose  to  publish  unverified  in- 
formation we  should  not  shift  the  responsibility  from 
them."  Senator  Chataway  remarked,  "  The  document 
which  has  been  alluded  to  contains  certain  observations  by 
an  individual  who  was  authorised  by  the  Government  to 
report  to  them,  and  those  statements,  before  they  have  been 
investigated  or  replied  to,  are  to  be  allowed  to  appear  in  any 
newspaper  or  printed  leaflet  without  risk  to  the  publisher. 
A  later  clause  makes  the  Bill  retrospective,  showing  that  it 
is  largely  intended  to  cover  a  document  which,  considering 
its  contents,  should  never  have  become  part  of  the  records 
of  Parliament  in  its  present  form."  Parliament,  however 
(as  stated  last  week  in  the  C.  <fc  D.),  refused  to  give  this  pro- 
tection, and  any  newspaper  or  periodical  which  publishes 
extracts  from  the  Beale  report  must  exercise  the  usual  care 
in  verifying  the  statements  made. 

New  South  Wales. 

Eucalyptus  Poisoning. — A  case  of  eucalyptus-oil  poison- 
ing has  occurred  at  Urana.  The  deceased  had  been  taking 
doses  three  or  four  times  daily,  but  one  day,  his  cough 
being  very  troublesome,  he  took  a  drink  out  of  the  bottle. 
Shortly  afterwards  he  exclaimed  that  he  was  choking,  and 
he  speedily  succumbed. 

Scrubb's  Ammonia. — Two  injunctions  were  granted  by 
consent  on  May  27  in  the  Equity  Court  of  New  South 
.'Wales,  on  the  application  of  Scrubb  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  London, 
manufacturers  of  Scrubb's  Cloudy  Ammonia.  A.  H. 
Burnet  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  had  been  selling  fluid  ammonia  not 
manufactured  by  the  plaintiffs  in  bottles  having  the  words 
"Scrubb's  Fluid"  imprefsed  thereon,  without  clearly  dis- 
tinguishing the  contents  from  the  ammonia  manufactured 
by  the  plaintiffs.  William  Semple,  trading  as  Stanley  & 
Co.,  had  done  a  similar  thing,  but  in  this  case  a  label  was 
pasted  over  the  words  "  Scrubb's  Fluid  "  on  the  bottle. 

Victoria. 

Poison  Bottles. — A  meeting  of  pharmacists,  called  by 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  was  held  on  June  11  at  the 
College  of  Pharmacy,  Swanston  Street,  Melbourne,  the 
President  (Mr.  J.  Champion)  in  the  chair.  Mr.  W.  D. 
Williams  opened  the  proceedings  by  asking  if  the  President 
had  read  the  amended  Poisons  Act,  and  whether  an  ordinary 
clear  glass  bottle  covered  with  a  red  wrapper  would  meet 
the  regulations  of  the  Act  in  regard  to  the  sale  of  medicines 
for  external  use.  Mr.  Champion  held  that  as  the  law  re- 
quired that  the  bottle  should  be  distinguishable  by  touch  a 
red  wrapper  did  not  fulfil  the  requirements  of  the  Act. 


Mr.  Williams  held  that  as  ordinary  medicine-bottles  are 
not  covered  all  over  with  paper,  the  feel  of  the  paper  even, 
in  the  dark  would  be  recognised.  Mr.  Church  held  that 
the  least  that  would  be  required  by  the  law  would  be  that 
a  strip  of  sandpaper  should  be  pasted  on  so  that  the  bottle- 
would  be  rough  to  the  feel.  The  triangular  amber  bottles 
used  by  a  Sydney  firm  were  mentioned  by  Mr.  Pickford, 
and  led  to  a  discussion  as  to  the  most  suitable  colour  for  a 
poison-bottle.  It  was  generally  agreed  that  blue  bottles 
are  not  satisfactory,  and  it  was  mentioned  that  a  Mel- 
bourne firm  is  about  to  bring  out  a  special  green  poison- 
bottle.  The  additional  expense  of  the  blue  corrugated 
bottles  is  a  matter  of  consideration  for  the  counter  trade, 
although  not  for  dispensing.  The  question  whether  car- 
bolic oil  is  to  be  treated  as  a  poison  was  raised  by  Mr. 
Hendry.  Mr.  Shillinglaw  pointed  out  that  the  poisons 
schedule  refers  only  to  carbolic  acid,  and  does  not  include- 
preparations.  Some  held  that  carbolic  oil  should  be  treated 
as  a  poison,  and  the  question  was  asked  by  Mr.  Garrick 
as  to  where  the  line  can  be  drawn  between  carbolic  oil  and; 
carbolic  jujubes.  Mr.  Shillinglaw  held  that  so  far  as  selling 
is  concerned  carbolic  oil  would  not  come  under  the  Act,, 
but  that  a  special  bottle  for  external  preparations  must  be 
used. 


Colonial  and  Foreign  News. 


Canadian  Proprietary  Medicine  Bill.— This  Bill,  as- 
passed  by  the  House  of  Commons  (see  C.  <£•  D.,  August  1, 
p.  190),  was  sent  to  the  Senate  on  July  23,  where  a  clause- 
was  added  providing  that  the  patent  medicines  in  question, 
in  the  hands  of  retailers  at  the  time  the  Act  was  passed, 
could  be  sold.  Senator  Sullivan  suggested  that  all  patent 
medicines  containing  drugs  be  confiscated  forthwith,  a. 
suggestion  that  was  not  adopted,  and  an  amendment  to  pro- 
hibit the  use  of  opium  in  patent  medicines  was  defeated. 

Opium  in  Canada. — The  Bill  for  the  suppression  of  the 
opium  traflftc  in  Canada  has  passed  the  Canadian  Parliament.. 
An  effort  was  made  in  the  Senate  to  extend  the  time  gi-ven- 
Chinese  opium  merchants  to  dispose  of  their  stocks,  it  being: 
said  that  unless  this  was  done  heavy  losses  would  be  sus- 
tained on  merchandise  in  stock  and  on  the  way  to  Canada. 
It  was  agreed  to  extend  the  time  three  months  beyond 
September  1,  1908,  the  date  at  which  the  new  Act  is  tc 
come  into  force.  The  Chinese  interested  resent  the  summary 
suppression  of  their  trade  without  compensation  and  may 
stir  up  a  boycott  against  Canadian  products. 

Vinegar  in  Germany.— Of  all  the  various  laws  and  police 
regulations  with  which  Germans  have  been  blessed  by  a 
paternal  Government  anxious  to  safeguard  the  health  of 
the  nation,  the  most  recent  addition— affecting  the  sale  of 
vinegar  essences  and  acetic  acid — "takes  the  biscuit"  foK 
its  drastic  innovation  forced  upon  the  retailer.  By  an  im- 
perial law,  dated  July  14,  the  sale  of  purified  or  crude  acetic 
acid,  also  essence  of  vinegar,  containing  more  than  15  per 
cent,  pure  acid,  in  quantities  under  two  litres,  has  to  comply 
with  the  following  requirements  : 

1  The  bottles  must  be  of  white  or  half-white  glass, 
"  longish-round  "  (langlich  rund),  shaped  and  ribbed  on- 
the  one  "broadside  in  its  longitudinal  direction. 

2  The  bottles  must  be  provided  with  a  safety  stopper 
permitting  a  flow  of  not  more  than  50  c.c.  m  a  mmute  when 
holding  the  bottle  horizontally.  The  stopper  must  be  fixeol» 
in  such  a  manner  that  it  cannot  be  removed  without  break- 
ing the  bottle.  ,     ,  ^  ,       1  t,  i 

3  On  the  plain  side  of  the  bottle  there  must  be  a  label- 
clearly  stating :  Contents  and  strength  of  pure  acid,  manu- 
facturer's name,  and  directions  for  using  contents  for  ali- 
mentary purposes.  On  a  separate  label  and  in  ditterently- 
coloured  printing  this  -warning  must  be  attached  :  Uaution, 
undiluted  endangers  life."  ,     i.    xi,    „„i„  „*. 

4  The  above  regulations  do  not  apply  to  the  sale  ot 
acetic  acid  in  pharmacies  for  healing  or  scientific  purposes. 


Chinese  Wood  and  Tea  Oils.— The  exports  of  wood  oil  from 
Wuchow  in  1907  amounted  to  26,529  cwt.,  and  in  1906  to- 
48  329  cwt.  A  poor  demand  and  the  low  price  ruling  in  Hong- 
Kong  throughout  the  year  would  account  for  this  fallmg-ott,. 
and  the  same  may  be  said  of  tea  oil,  the  exports  of  which, 
amounted  to  10,095  cwt.  last  year.

Cape  Colony. 

Business  Change. — Mr.  G.  C.  Jamieson,  formerly  with 
Mr.  G.  F.  Button,  and  Mr.  Allan  McLeod,  for  ten  years 
manager  of  Messrs.  Lennon's  retail  branch  in  East  London, 
-have  acquired  the  retail  and  dispensing  business  of  Messrs. 
■C.  E.  Gardner  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  Oxford  Street,  East  London, 
and  will  trade  under  the  style  of  "  Jamieson  &  Co." 

Chemists'  Licences. — It  is  generally  felt  that  the  im- 
position of  this  licence  on  the  chemist  is  unjust,  and 
ithough  the  question  has  been  unsuccessfully  contested  at 
-law,  there  has  been  nothing  like  a  combined  protest  against 
it.  A  chemist's  licence,  it  is  fairly  contended,  should 
enable  him  to  sell  the  general  run  of  articles  which  the 
public  are  accustomed  to  associate  with  a  chemist's  shop, 
whether  they  are  medicines  or  not.  It  will  be  remembered 
that  Messrs.  Heynes,  Mathew  &  Co.  lost  their  case  at  Cape 
Town  when  prosecuted  for  selling  a  photographic  film  with- 
•out  having  a  general  dealer's  licence.  Now  a  case  has  been 
"tried  in  which  Mr.  M.  Armstrong,  chemist,  of  (jueenstown, 
■Cape  Colony,  was  prosecuted  for  selling  a  tube  of  Picker- 
ing's razor-paste  and  a  hair-comb.  Mr.  Armstrong  won  his 
-case,  and  the  following  is  the  judgment  : 

Mr.  Armstrong,  who  is  a  licensed  chemist,  is  charged  with 
selling  and  exposing  for  sale  a  comb  and  a  tube  of  razor-paste, 
■and  thereby  exercising  the  trade  of  a  general  dealer  without 
providing  himself  with  the  licence  on  that  behalf  required. 

Before  Act  38  of  1887  was  passed  chemists  were  permitted 
to  trade  as  retail  shopkeepers  under  their  chemist  licence, 
<but  Act  38  of  1887,  Section  4,  enacted  That  no  one  licensed 
as  an  apothecary,  chemist,  or  druggist,  as  such,  shall  be  bomid 
or  required  to  take  out  a  licence  as  a  general  dealer. 

The  question  is  then  whether  a  chemist  is  acting  as  such 
4n  selling  razor-paste  and  combs.  In  the  case  of  R.  ik  Mac- 
donald  ("  E.D.G."  p.  29)  it  was  decided  that  the  sale  of  pipes, 
-tobacco,  cigars,  and  playing-cards  vv'as  outside  the  scope  of 
chemist's  business  ;  in  the  case  of  R.  v.  Heynes,  Mathew  & 
-Co.  the  acting  Chief  Justice  considered  photographic  films 
within  such  scope.  Mr.  Armstrong  has  testified  that  chemists 
Jiave  customarily  sold  articles  such  as  combs  and  razor-paste 
'to  his  knowledge  for  the  last  twenty-two  years;  while  Mr. 
Mager,  a  chemist  of  twenty-eight  years'  standing  in  this 
colony,  and  a  member  of  the  Colonial  Pharmacy  Board,  gives 
-similar  testimony.  My  own  investigation  shows  that  articles 
of  this  kind  have  been  sold  by  chemists  all  the  world  over  for 
■quite  a  century  past.  There  is  no  statutory  definition  of  a 
■chemist,  or  of  the  scope  of  his  business.  In  these  circum- 
•stances  I  hesitate  to  declare  that  the  sale  of  the  razor-paste 
and  comb  by  Mr.  Armstrong  was  outside  the  scope  of  his 
business  as  a  chemist,  and  that  he  consequently  required  a 
general  dealer's  licence. 

Mr.  Armstrong  is  acquitted. 
The  whole  question  of  the  licence,  it  is  said,  is  being  taken 
lap  by  the  Colonial  Pharmacy  Board,  and  the  need  for  some 
official  movement  is  now  more  urgent  than  ever,  in  view  of 
the  intention  of  the  present  Administration  to  raise  the 
chemist's  licence  from  5^.  to  11.  IQs.  a  year,  and  the  general 
dealer's  licence  from  Zl.  to  bl.  a  year. 

Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Cape  Colony. — A  special 
■general  meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Cape 
Colony  was  held  at  Cape  Town  on  July  13,  the  President 
•{Mr.  F.  C.  Mathew)  in  the  chair.  There  was  a  very  good 
attendance,  including  Dr.  Froembling  and  Mr.  J.  S.  North, 
Vice-Presidents ;  Mr.  D.  K.  Petersen,  of  Messrs.  Petersen, 
Ltd. ;  Mr.  Geo.  Darroll,  member  of  the  Colonial  Pharmacy 
Board ;  Mr.  A.  J.  Bivett,  Messrs.  James  Jones,  J.  Clay- 
ton Smith.  J.  Austin  Thomas,  E.  E.  Merrington,  F.  J. 
Harpur,  J.  Sowden,  and  the  Secretary.  The  Chairman 
said  that  there  was  a  great  deal  of  anxiety  about  the  new 
iaxation  proposals.  He  had  seen  the  secretary  to  the  Prime 
Minister,  who  had  assured  him  that  the  chemist's  licence  of 
11.  10s.  was  intended  to  cover  articles  now  sold  under  a 
general  dealer's  licence,  consequently  they  would  not 
require  two  licences  when  the  new  proposals  became  law. 
They  would,  however,  require  to  take  out  the  1^.  licence  as 
well  to  sell  patent  medicines.  "  It  is  only  10s.  more  than 
we  now  pay,  and  we  must  make  some  sacrifice,"  said  the 
ispeaker.  As  to  the  patent-medicine  stamps,  he  understood 
that  the  regulations  were  to  be  similar  to  those  in  force  in 


England.  Mr.  Jones  said  he  had  interviewed  one  or  two 
officials  with  a  view  to  getting  an  idea  of  what  was  a  patent 
medicine  in  the  eyes  of  the  Government.  One  authority 
mentioned  Hoffman's  droppels  as  an  illustration  of  his  ideas 
of  a  "  patent."  Mr.  Jones  explained  that  he  did  not 
discuss  the  situation  at  any  length  with  the  officials  as  he  did 
not  consider  the  time  opportune,  but  he  had  the  assurance  of 
the  Prime  Minister  that  nothing  would  be  done  without 
giving  the  chemists  time  to  go  fully  into  the  matter.  Mr. 
Rivett  said  he  did  not  object  so  much  to  the  stamps.  Ho 
did  not  see  how  they  could  stamp  Dutch  medicines  in  any 
case,  and  stamps  on  patents  would  help  the  chemist  inas- 
much as  he  could  sell  his  own  lines.  For  his  part  he  did 
not  consider  it  wise  to  give  the  Government  too  much 
information.  A  lengthy  discussion  here  took  place  as  to 
the  working  of  the  English  Act.  Mr.  George  Darroll 
said  that  quite  recently  he  had  talked  the  matters  of  stamp- 
ing patents  over  with  a  prominent  and  influential  M.L.A., 
who  seemed  to  labour  under  the  impression  that  the  stamp- 
ing of  patents  and  proprietaries  would  be  an  excellent 
thing  for  the  chemist.  Mr.  Darroll  pointed  out  the  dif- 
ficulties to  this  member  of  Parliament.  Mr.  North  was 
for  a  committee  to  be  formed  at  once,  thereafter  to  wait  on 
the  Prime  Minister  as  a  deputation.  Dr.  Froembling  said 
he  understood  Parliament  would  reach  the  stage  of  taxa- 
tion that  they  as  chemists  were  interested  in  during  that 
week.  Mr.  Darroll  suggested  to  the  meeting  that  Mr.  A. 
Walsh  should  be  asked  to  join  the  deputation.  Mr.  Walsh 
had  perhaps  a  better  grip  of  the  whole  thing  than  most  of 
them,  and  their  interests  he  felt  sure  would  be  enhanced 
if  they  could  persuade  Mr.  Walsh  to  join  them.  (Hear, 
hear.)  The  deputation  is  to  consist  of  Mr.  A.  Walsh 
(Messrs.  Lennon,  Ltd.),  Mr.  D.  K.  Petersen  (Messrs. 
Petersen,  Ltd.),  Messrs.  J.  S.  North,  A.  E.  A.  Tothill, 
J.  Austin  Thomas,  J.  Jones,  J.  Sowden,  J.  H.  Cooper,  the 
President,  Mr.  F.  C.  Mathew,  and  the  Secretary.  The 
President  referred  to  the  recent  prosecution  in  the  George 
district,  where  a  vendor  of  Hoffman's  droppels  had  been 
fined  for  selling  it.  The  purchaser  in  question  had 
had  his  supply  of  liquor  stopped,  so  resorted  to  the  pre- 
paration named.  'The  man  had  consumed  enormous 
quantities  of  Hoffman's  droppels,  in  some  instances  as  many 
as  two  dozen  a  day.  The  nominated  members  of  the 
committee  who  are  to  interview  the  Prime  Minister  (with 
the  exception  of  Messrs.  Walsh  and  Tothill,  who  were  not 
present)  then  went  into  committee. 

Orange  River  Colony. 

Medical  and  Pharmacy  Council. — At  the  July  meeting 
of  the  Medical  and  Pharmacy  Council,  Mr.  S.  S.  Hewitt 
proposed,  and  Mr.  W.  B.  Jeffrey  seconded,  the  following 
resolution  : 

That  this  Council  draw  the  attention  of  the  Government 
to  the  fact  of  letters  having  been  written  to  the  Press  of 
this  Colony,  and  to  an  English  journal  [the  C.  &  circu- 
lating throughout  the  world,  stating  that  the  Medical  and 
Pharmacy  Ordinance  is  not  being  observed  as  regards  the 
sale  of  poisons  in  the  country  towns  of  this  Colony,  and 
request  that  the  matter  be  inquired  into. 
The  motion  was  very  favourably  received.     Dr.  Pratt 
Yule,  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  Colony,  and  Dr. 
Targett-Adams,  Government  Analyst,  spoke  strongly  in 
favour  of  the  alleged  non-observance  of  the  law  being  in- 
quired into.    Both  rebuked  the  mover  for  deprecating  the 
method  adopted  by  the  anonymous  correspondents  to  the 
C       D.  of  May  9  and  March  21,  in  making  public  their 
complaints.    Dr.  Yule,  however,  moved  an  amendment  ask- 
ing for  inquiry  to  be  made  into  the  manner  in  which  the 
provisions  of  the  law  with  regard  to  the  sale  of  poisons  are 
being  observed  by  all  general  dealers,  whether  holding  a 
special  poison  licence  or  not,  and  omitting  any  reference 
to  the  letters  in  the  C.  Jh  D.    On  the  mover  and  seconder 
adopting  this  instead  of  the  original  motion,  it  was  passed 
unanimously.    Arising  out  of  this  discussion,  Dr.  TargettN 
Adams  gave  notice  to  ii  troduce  a  motion  at  the  next  meet- 
ing to  provide  for  arsenic  being  sold  only  when  coloured, 
and  Mr.  Carter  gave  notice  also  of  a  motion,  to  ask  the 
opinion  of  the  Attorney-General  as  to  the  legality  of  the 
use  of  the  title  "  chemist  and  druggist "  by  certain  doctors 
who  have  the  right  to  keep  open  shops  under  Section  38  of 
the  Act. 
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Legal  Reports. 


High  Court  Cases. 

The  "  Tabloid  "  Trade-mark. 
Mr.  Justice  Swinfen  Eady  on  July  31  made  absolute  the 
interim  injunction  restraining  Wolff  en  &  Co.  from  infringing 
Messrs.  Burroughs  Wellcome  &Co.'s  trade-mark  "Tabloid," 
by  selling  "  Carly's  Pink  Tabloids  "  (see  C.  <b  D.,  July  18, 
p.  96). 

Partnership  Accounts. 
In  the  Chancery  Court,  Dublin,  before  Mr.  Justice  Barton, 
the  case  of  Hamill  v.  Hamill  occupied  the  Court  for  three 
days  last  week  in  an  action  in  which  the  plaintiff  John 
Hamill  sued  his  brother  George  'Hamill  to  have  an  account 
delivered  of  a  partnership  transaction.  Plaintiff,  as 
administrator  of  James  Hamill,  deceased  (another  brother) 
obtained  a  grant  of  the  goods  of  deceased.  The  partner- 
ship was  carried  on  under  the  title  of  T.  &  G.  Hamill, 
chemists  and  druggists,  Laurence  Street,  Drogheda.  De- 
fendant had  qualified  as  a  doctor,  and  all  three  brothers 
carried  on  the  partnership  up  to  the  death  of  James  Hamill, 
at  the  time  of  whose  death  defendant,  it  was  alleged,  re- 
tained 160  shares  in  Bolckow,  Vaughan  &  Co.,  Ltd., 
the  property  of  deceased.  Plaintiff  averred  that  the  busi 
ness  premises,  stock,  goodwill,  etc.,  were  valued  at  over 
1,000Z.  and  that  the  claims  of  defendant  against  the  assets 
were  unsustainable.  Defendant  traversed  the  averments 
and  stated  that  he  had  a  joint  account  with  his  brother, 
which  was  opened  and  continued  for  their  mutual  con- 
venience. He  further  alleged  that  plaintiff  was.  indebted 
to  him  in  the  sum  of  66^.  15.s.  Id.,  money  paid  to  him  by 
defendant  at  his  own  request.  Defendant  expressed  his 
willingness  to  have  this  sum  set  off  against  the  balance 
found  due  to  the  estate,  and  he  counterclaimed  in  respect 
of  that  amount.  Mr.  Justice  Barton  ordered  that  a  partner- 
ship account  should  be  taken  and  gave  a  declaration  that 
defendant  was  entitled  to  five  years'  salary  and  emolu- 
ments as  against  the  plaintiff. 

Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

Camphorated  Oil  (Improper  Warranty). 
At  Brentford  on  July  30,  Archie  Burnard,  159  Linkfield 
Road,  Isleworth,  was  summoned  for  having  sold  camphorated 
oil  which  was  deficient  in  camphor  to  the  extent  of  11.73  per 
cent.  It  appeared  from  the  inspector's  evidence  that  the 
bottle  was  taken  from  a  card  which  was  in  the  window. 
The  defendant  stated  in  eviden  :e  that  he  bought  the  oil  in 
dozens  of  bottles  affixed  to  cards.  With  each  purchase  he 
received  an  invoice  which  used  the  words  "camphor  oil." 
On  each  card  were  the  words  "  guaranteed  pure  camphorated 
oil."  After  the  sample  was  taken,  he  wrote  the  wholesale 
firm,  who  replied  that  "they  guaranteed  all  their  pre- 
parations to  be  up  to  the  standard  of  the  British  Pharma- 
copceia."  He  never  interfered  with  any  of  the  bottles,  and 
sold  them  just  as  he  received  them.  The  Bench  held  that 
a  warranty  had  been  set  up,  and  dismissed  the  summons. 
On  the  application  of  Inspector  Tyler,  the  Court  issued  a 
summons  against  the  wholesale  firm  for  giving  an  improper 
warranty. 

County  Court  Cases. 

Doctors'  Liability. 

A  Case  of  some  importance  was  decided  by  Sheriff  Neish 
at  the  Greenock  Sheriff  Court  on  August  1,  when  Dr.  White- 
iford,  sen.,  sued  Mr.  J.  W.  Mackellar,  chartered  accountant, 
for  2Zl.,  fees  for  attending  Mrs.  Mackellar  prior  to  and 
during  her  confinement.  Defendant  set  up  a  counterclaim 
for  489?.,  including  chemists'  accounts  and  200/.  paid  to  a 
specialist  for  attending  her,  the  claim  being  based  on  the 
allegation  that  the  pursuer  did  not  use  proper  antiseptic 
precautions  at  the  birth  of  the  child.  The  Sheriff,  in  his 
judgment,  found  that  it  was  an  implied  condition  of  the 
.pursuer's  contract'  with  the  defender  that  the  pursuer 
ehould  sterilise  his  instruments  in  accordance  with  the 
usual  and  ordinary  practice  of  the  medical  profession,  and 
that  the  pursuer,' being  in  breach  of  his  contract  with  the 
idefender,  was  not  entitled  to  sue  for  payment  of  his 


services.  The  defender  had,  however,  failed  to  prove 
that  his  wife's  illness  was  due  to  negligence,  want  of  care, 
or  unskilfulness  on  the  part  of  the  pursuer,  and  was,  there- 
fore, not  entitled  to  any  part  of  his  counterclaims,  and' 
the  Sheriff  ordered  him  to  pay  one-fourth  of  the  expenses  of 
the  process. 

Husband  or  Wife  as  Debtor. 
The  case  of  Mr.  C.  E.  Moorman,  chemist  and  druggist, 
late  of  Shanklin,  v.  Mrs.  Blake  again  came  before  Judge- 
Gye  at  the  Isle  of  Wight  County  Court  last  week.  It  was- 
a  claim  for  34L  15s.  Id.  (see  C.  <L-  D.,  June  13,  p.  891)  for 
goods  supplied,  and  the  defence  was  that  the  debtor  wa& 
Mr.  Blake,  and  not  his  wife,  also  that  Mr.  Blake  had  failed, 
and  that  the  plaintiff  had  ranked  as  a  creditor.  His  Honour 
held  that  there  was  no  evidence  that  Mrs.  Blake  intended 
to  make  herself  liable  for  the  account,  and  he  gave  judg- 
ment for  the  defendant,  with  costs. 


Pharmacy  Act,  i868. 

Trying  to  Recover  a  Fine. 
In  the  Brompton  County  Court  on  Tuesday,  August  4, 
before  Sir  Wm.  Lucius  Selfe,  Mr.  W.  S.  Glyn-Jones, 
barrister-at-law,  applied  on  behalf  of  the  Pharmaceutical' 
Society  for  a  judgment  summons  against  Henry  George 
Gaskell,  chemist's  assistant,  IngersoU  Road,  Shepherd's 
Bush.  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  said  that  the  defendant  had  in- 
curred a  penalty  of  5/.  under  the  Pharmacy  Act  last 
November  by  having  sold  poisons  contrary  to  the  terms- 
of  the  Act.  He  had  allowed  judgment  to  go  by  default, 
and  now  application  was  made  to  enforce  payment. 

His  Honour  :  How  can  you  pay  this  ? — Defendant  :  I  am^ 
not  at  present  in  employment. 

His  Honour  :  What  do  you  get  when  you  are  employed  ? 
— Defendant  :  About  35s.  a  week. 

His  Honour  :  Are  you  married  ? — Yes. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones  :  When  did  you  leave  Vinson's  ? — De- 
fendant :  In  February. 

His  Honour  :  Have  you  done  anything  since  February  ? — 
Defendant  :  Only  occasionally. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones  :  You  act  as  a  locum-tenens  ? — De- 
fendant :  Yes. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones  :  When  did  you  last  act  as  a  locttm- 
tencnsl — Defendant  :  About  a  fortnight  ago. 

His  Honour  :  What  did  you  get  ? — Defendant  :  32s.

<From  our  Parliamentary  Representative.) 


The  Vacation. 
Both  Houses  of  Parliament  adjourned  on  Saturday, 
August  1,  until  Monday,  October  12,  when  the  business 
remaining  on  the  programme  will  be  taken  up  again. 

Companies  Bill. 
The  Companies  Bill  passed  the  third  reading  in  the  House 
of  Lords  on  July  30,  and  was  sent  to  the  House  of  Commons. 
The  Bill  consolidates  existing  company  law. 

Deaths  under  ANiESTHETics. 
T'n6  question  which  was  addressed  to  the  Home  Secretary 
by  Mr.  T.  A.  Bramsdon,  M.P.,  as  to  the  deaths  of  three 
persons  quite  recently  in  London  hospitals  while  under 


anaesthetics  was  anticipated  by  a  somewhat  similar 
interrogatory  which  was  made  by  Dr.  Cooper  on  the  pre- 
vious day.  From  this  it  is  clear  that  the  Government  have 
the  whole  matter  under  consideration  in  consultation  with 
the  Greneral  Medical  Council.  Mr.  Gladstone,  in  the  course 
of  his  reply,  gave  some  statistics  regarding  the  number 
of  deaths  under  anaesthetics  which  had  occurred  in 
England  and  Wales  during  the  past  six  years.  In  1901 
there  were  133,  in  1902  the  number  was  148,  in  1903  it  was 
146,  in  1904  the  deaths  were  156,  in  1905  the  number  was 
155,  and  in  1906  the  total  number  of  deaths  was  183,  or 
a  total  for  the  six  years  of  921. 

Mr.  Bramsdon,  in  the  course  of  his  interrogatory,  alluded 
specifically  to  the  three  cases  which  had  occurred  at  the 
Central  London  Throat  and  Ear  Hospital,  the  Royal  Free 
Hospital,  and  the  London  Hospital,  and  asked  whether, 
having  regard  to  the  continued  cases  of  deaths  while  under 
the  influence  of  anaesthetics,  the  Home  Secretary  could 
now  see  his  way  clear  to  recommend  the  appointment  of  a 
Royal  Commission  to  inquire  into  the  matter.  Mr.  Glad- 
stone, in  a  printed  reply  to  the  hon.  member,  said  he  had 
seen  the  newspaper  reports  of  two  of  the  cases  referred  to. 
He  added  that  he  was  in  communication  with  the  Lord 
President  of  the  Council,  and,  through  him,  with  the 
General  Medical  Council,  on  the  question  whether  a  course 
of  instruction  in  the  administration  of  anaesthetics  could 
be  included  in  all  cases  in  the  course  of  study  required  for 
the  medical  qualification.  He  thinks  the  question  of  hold- 
ing a  formal  inquiry  by  Royal  Commission  or  Committee 
may  with  advantage  be  postponed,  at  any  rate,  until  he 
knows  what  action  the  medical  authorities  are  prepared 
to  take  in  this  matter.

The  Physician  as  Immunisator 

was  tho  idea  which  attracted 
most  public  attention  in  the  reports  of  the  meeting  of  the 
British  Medical  Association  held  at  Sheffield  last  week.  It 
was  suggested  by  Dr.  James  Kingston  Fowler,  President 
of  the  Medical  Society  of  London,  who  delivered  the 
address  in  medicine.  He  quoted  from  Sir  Almroth  Wright, 
an  eminent  worker  in  bacteriological  science  and  the 
originator  of  the  opsonic  treatment,  the  prophecy  that  the 
physician  of  the  future  would  be  an  immunisator,  and  did 
not  exactly  endorse  or  oppose  that  opinion  himself.  But 
he  evidently  sympathised  with  it,  and  it  is  assuredly  the 
prospect  which  scientific  medical  investigators  are  pointing 
to.  Perhaps  some  of  us  who  go  on  selling  about  the  same 
quantities  of  the  old  drugs  year  after  year  scarcely  realise 
the  wonderful  activity  which  has  prevailed  in  bacterio- 
logical investigation  during  the  past  twenty  years,  or  are 
aware  of  the  ambitious  hopes  of  physiologists  in  the  combat 
with  microbic  diseases.  One  of  Dr.  Fowler's  statements 
is  remarkable.  He  tells  us  that  the  method  of  protective 
inoculation  against  typhoid  fever  which  Sir  Almroth  Wright 
introduced  has  been  extensively  used  in  the  British  and 
Gterman  armies  and  in  the  Indian  Civil  Service,  and  he  adds 
that  "Lord  Kitchener  has  expressed  an  opinion  that  all 
soldiers,  befoi-e  proceeding  to  India,  should  be  submitted 
to  this  treatment."  This  quotation  of  Lord  Kitchener's 
opinion  is  amusing.  That  he  would  prefer  soldiers  immune 
to  typhoid  to  the  other  sort  may  be  readily  supposed,  and 
if  he  was  told  that  such  a  brand  could  be  got  for  the  asking 
it  is  pretty  certain  he  would  order  future  shipments  to  be 
of  that  character.  But  his  instructions  are  not  conclusive 
evidence  of  the  success  of  the  process.  That 

Serum  Therapy 

is  being  largely  relied  upon  in  the  treatment 
of  germ  diseases,  of  diphtheria  especially,  is  well  known. 
How  extensive  the  manufacture  of  serums  has  become,  it 
may  be,  is  not  appreciated.  In  connection  with  the  pro- 
ducts from  their  physiological  laboratories  exhibited  by 
Messrs.  Burroughs  Wellcome  &  Co.  at  the  Franco-British 
Exhibition,  the  firm  have  issued,  in  their  usual  elegant 
■tyle,  a  treatise  descriptive  of  this  new  form  of  medication. 
The  illustrations  there  given  are  eloquent  of  progress.  A 
view  of  "one  of  the  stables"  shows  over  twenty  horses 
devoted,  it  may  be  presumed,  to  the  production  of  serums. 
And  this  is  only  one  factory,  and  we  are  only  at  the  be- 
ginning of  this  method  of  treatment.  If  we  ever  reach  a 
national  system  of  immunisation  by  bacterial  vaccines  the 
industry  will  be  immense.  The  prospect  seems  to  be  cahnly 
— indeed,  hopefully — contemplated  by  the  great  men  of 
medicine,  but  healthy,  ignorant  persons  cannot  anticipate 
it  without  some  terror  for  themselves  and  anxiety  for  the 
future  of  the  race.  Even  if  immunity  from  certain 
diseases  should  be  secured,  may  it  not  be  bought  at  too  high 
a  price?  The  inoculation  and  probably  the  frequent  re- 
inoculation  of  the  blood,  which  Nature  tells  us  to  keep  un- 
eontaminated,  with  twenty  different  "attenuated  viruses," 
will  surely  have  its  inevitable  effect,  healthy  vitality  will 
be  destroyed,  and  a  new  plague  will  come  and  catch  us  with 
no  resistant  force  remaining. 
"Nemo"  is  a  Socialist, 

and  the  faith  which  is  within  him 
enables  b  ira  to  contemplate  not  merely  with  equanimity,  but 
even  joyfully,  the  gradual  extinction  of  individual  traders 
by  joint-stock  companies,  which  he  sees  i.s  proceeding.  The 


destructive  process,  according  to  "  Nemo,"  is  leading 
straight  to  his  Utopia,  in  which  the  State  will  take  over 
qualified  chemists,  fix  then-  salaries  and  duties,  and  provide 
them  with  pensions  when  they  get  tired  of  work.  Ad- 
mitting that  the  flowery  beds  of  ease  which  "  Nemo  "  sees  in 
prophetic  vision  are  desirable  for  us,  it  is  not  quite  certain 
that  the  course  things  are  taking  is  the  direct  way  towards 
them.  At  least,  the  Socialists  of  a  few  years  ago  did  not 
think  it  was.  Socialism  then  was  essentially  a  revolt  against 
the  power  of  capital.  Joint-stock  companies  are  essentially 
the  organisation  of  capital,  and  the  dividends  they  pay  to 
people  who  have  not  done  a  finger-stroke  of  work  to  pro- 
mote their  success  are  the  fruits  of  labour  given  to  those 
who  did  not  produce  them;  which  is  just  what  is  alleged 
to  be  the  matter  now.  But  "  Nemo's  "  letter  suggests  a 
difficulty  which  is  not  likely  to  be  cleared  up.  Socialist 
lecturers  often  invite  questions,  but  when  one  is  put  and  they 
do  not  know  the  answer,  they  reply  that  the  matter  is  one 
of  detail,  and  they  are  only  concerned  with  principle. 
"  Nemo  "  advises  us  thoroughly  to  qualify  ourselves  for  the 
flowery  bed  of  ease  already  referred  to.  But  suppose  ten 
thousand  of  us  have  qualified  in  pharmacy  when  the 
socialistic  state  is  established,  and  suppose  that  Lord  Crewe, 
Mr.  Boot,  and  Lord  Ebury  are  the  committee  appointed 
to  select  the  State  chemists.  Under  the  new  condition  of 
things,  they  will  say,  only  five  thousand  pharmacists  are 
necessary.  What  will  become  of  the  other  five  thousand 
of  us  ?  Will  the  State  make  postmen,  or  policemen,  or 
publicans  of  us  at  its  own  sweet  will  ? 

Natural  and  Synthetic  Camphors 

are  discussed  in  the  July 
part  of  "  Science  Progress  "  by  Dr.  Percy  Houseman,  who 
is  described  as  "Chemist  to  the  British  Camphor  Co." 
There  are  several  items  in  his  paper  which  are  perhaps  not 
universally  known  even  to  those  who  deal  in  the  drug. 
For  instance,  the  two  grades  of  Japanese  camphor  exported, 
both  coarse  greyish  powders,  are  technically  known  as 
"  Samuel  A  "  and  "  Samuel  B."  The  writer  does  not  tell 
us  the  origin  of  these  curious  designations.  It  is,  of 
course,  no  news  that  the  largest  part  of  the  camphor  pro- 
duced is  used  in  the  manufacture  of  celluloid  ;  but  it  is  a 
little  surprising  to  learn  that  Great  Britain  comes  after  the 
United  States,  France,  and  Germany  in  the  quantity  im- 
ported. Dr.  Houseman  states  that  synthetic  camphor  is 
quite  equal  in  every  respect  to  the  natural,  and  that  so  long 
as  turpentine  can  be  olatained  at  a  moderate  price  it  will 
be  able  to  compete  with  the  Japanese  product  ;  but  he  gives 
no  statistics  to  show  whether  it  is  so  competing  to  any 
considerable  extent.  He  explains  clearly  the  processes  of 
manufacture  of  the  synthetic  article,  and  incidentally  shows 
the  distinction  between  "  artificial  "  and  "  synthetic  ''  cam- 
phor. Pinene  (C|„H,J  is  obtained  by  fractional  distilla- 
tion of  oil  of  turpentine  previously  freed  from  resin.  The 
pinene  saturated  with  dry  hydrochloric  acid  is  the  old- 
fashioned  artificial  camphor.  The  subsequent  processes  con- 
sist of  splitting  off  the  hydrochloric  acid  to  obtain  camphene, 
which  is  isomorphous  with  pinene.  This  substance,  dis- 
solved in  glacial  acetic  acid,  with  a  little  sulphuVic  acid, 
yields  bornyl  acetate,  and  this  saponified  becomes  bnrneol, 
'wh!''h  is  identical  with  Borneo  camphor.  After  oxidation 
synthetic  camphor  results,  and  this  corresponds  exactly 
with  the  Japanese  and  Chinese  camphor,  except  in  optical 
properties. 

The  Word  "Retail" 

occurs  in  the  latest  part  of  the  Oxford 
English  Dictionary,  and  is  defined  as  "  the  snie  of  com- 
modities ii.  small  quantities."  All  the  dictionaries  say 
this  or  sometl  ing  like  it,  and  thus  seem  to  miss  the  exact 
distinction  between  wholesale  and  retail.  It  is  quite 
possible  to  b'^y  a  very  small  quantity  of  a  substance  to  sell 
again,  and  chat  is  a  wholesale  transaction.  It  is  similarly 
possible  for  a  person  with  a  large  fnmily  to  buy  some 
article  for  home  consumption  in  considerable  bulk,  a  chest 
of  tea,  for  example,  but  the  extra  quantity  purchased  does 
not  remove  the  deal  out  of  the  range  of  retail  business.

Methylated  Preparations. 

A  Geneeal  Order  has  been  issued  from  Somerset  House 
complaining  of  a  want  of  proper  care  on  the  part  of  traders  in 
not  locking  up  industrial  methylated  spirits.  It  will  be  re- 
collected that  new  conditions  were  prescribed  in  1906  by  the 
Inland  Revenue  authorities  binding  all  users  of  this  kind 
of  spirit  to  conform  to  certain  regulations  under  a  penalty 
of  prohibition  of  use.  There  were  eight  conditions,  and 
the  seventh  was  : 

That  the  stock  of  unused  spirits,  and,  when  required,  of 
any  recovered  spirits,  shall,  until  required  for  use,  be  kept 
under  lock  under  the  control  of  the  manager  or  some 
responsible  person. 

Apparently  this  condition  has  been  violated,  for  a  Somerset 
House  order  states  that  there  is  reason  to  believe  that  in 
numerous  instances  authorised  users  of  industrial  methy- 
lated spirits  fail  to  comply  with  the  condition  requiring 
them  to  keep  their  stock  of  such  spirits  securely  under  lock. 
In  October  1906  the  Excise  officials  were  ordered  to  note 
that  this  and  the  other  conditions  were  duly  observed  and 
if  not  satisfied  to  report  the  matter  forthwith.  Fresh 
emphasis  is  now  laid  upon  the  importance  of  security  of 
this  particular  variety  of  spirits,  and  "if  in  any  instance 
the  condition  with  regard  to  safe  storage  is  persistently 
disregarded,"  the  surveyors  are  to  report  the  facts  to  the 
Board  of  Inland  Revenue.  While  we  recognise  the  im- 
portance of  safeguarding  the  revenue,  we  venture  to  point 
out  that  some  inconvenience  arises  from  too  strict  enforce- 
ment of  the  "locking  up"  condition,  for  where  manu- 
facturing operations  are  constantly  in  progress,  accompanied 
by  the  continual  use  and  recovery  of  the  spirit,  cans  of  the 
spirit  necessarily  lie  about,  and  temporarily  are  not  stored 
according  to  the  official  rule.  At  this  very  time  an 
officer  may  drop  in,  and,  if  he  is  a  straitlaced  man  he  will 
report  the  manufacturer.  We  presume,  however,  that  the 
Excise  people  have  their  eyes  upon  certain  "offenders," 
and  we  trust  that  this  latest  official  warning  will  achieve 
the  end  in  viev/. 

A  further  step  taken  by  the  revenue  authorities  in  the 
use  of  methylated  spirits  bears  on  proprietary  articles  in 
the  manufacture  of  which  it  is  employed.  As  is  well 
known,  if  a  chemist  desires  to  put  up  any  special  prepara- 
tion the  formula  is  required  to  be  sent  to  the  Government 
laboratory,  not  with  the  object  of  finding  out  the  con- 
stituents of  the  article,  but  for  officials  to  satisfy  them- 
selves either  that  none  of  the  spirit  is  left  in  the  prepara- 
tion intended  to  be  taken  internally,  or  that  the  preparation 
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containing  the  methylated  spirits  cannot  be  talcen  inter- 
nally. Once  the  permission  is  obtained  to  receive  and  use 
the  methylated  spirits  the  local  surveyor  registers  the  copy 
of  the  letter  in  his  official  book,  and  occasionally  visits  the 
premises  in  order  to  see  that  the  permission  is  not  abused. 
No  samples  hitherto  have  been  purchased  for  analysis  as  a 
check  on  the  bona  fides  of  the  manufacturer.  Now,  how- 
ever, it  is  ordered  by  the  Commissioners  of  Inland  Revenue 
that  in  future  the  surveyor  shall  occasionally  purchase  one 
of  the  preparations  and  send  it  to  the  Government 
Laboratory.  This  will  apply  equally  to  preparations  made 
and  sold  by  retail  chemists.  The  attention  of  the  sur- 
veying staff  is  specially  directed  to  toilet  preparations,  the 
Inland  Revenue  being  alive  to  the  possibilities  of  misuse 
underlying  the  manipulation  of  the  purer  industrial  variety 
of  methylated  spirits.  We  gather  that  the  authorities  will 
not  be  slow  to  act  if  they  find  any  retailer  selling  prepara- 
tions made  with  industrial  methylated  spirits  which  do  not 
■conform  with  the  formulae  which  they  have  submitted  and 
which  have  been  approved.  How  the  authorities  are  to 
distinguish  between  preparations  made  by  the  retailers  and 
preparations  which  the  retailers  purchase  from  manufac- 
turers is  a  problem  which  we  leave  to  official  purchasers. 


Popular  Remedies. 

We  report  as  fully  as  space  permits  a  paper  on  the  subject 
of  proprietary  medicines  and  foods  read  to  the  British 
Medical  Association  by  Dr.  Eric  Pritchard  last  week,  and 
the  discussion  which  followed  it.  The  paper  consisted 
chiefly  of  a  "  rehash"  of  vituperative  statements  which  the 
author  culled  from  notorious  sources.  It  was  singularly 
lacking  in  fresh  arguments  or  recently  ascertained  facts. 
Nevertheless  the  paper  had  a  sympathetic  hearing,  and  the 
discussion  indicated  an  intention  to  promote  legislation  on 
the  subject.  At  present  the  basis  of  legislation,  or  the 
nature  of  the  inquiry  which  should  precede  legislation,  is 
exceedingly  hazy.  Generalities  so  far  have  singularly 
failed  to  appeal  to  Parliament  for  interference  with  the 
liberty  of  the  subject,  and  there  are  other  directions  in 
the  treatment  of  disease  which  are  as  ripe  for  inquiry 
as  the  secret  remedj'  method.  Mr.  Secretary  Gladstone, 
when  asked  some  time  ago  to  interfere  in  the  manner 
suggested  by  Dr.  Pritchard  said  that  this  "is  an  evil 
which  must  be  met  rather  by  the  spread  of  education  than 
by  legislation  or  prosecution."  Immediately  after  quoting 
this  statement  Dr.  Pritchard  admitted  that  his  class  lend 
themselves  to  "the  machinations  of  the  drug  manu- 
facturer," which  obviously  proves  that  when  the  spread 
of  education  is  extended  to  include  the  whole  practice  of 
medicine,  surgery,  and  midwifery,  there  remains  the  dis- 
position to  favour  the  proprietary  article.  This  indicates 
how  hard  it  will  be  to  train  the  public  by  prohibition  or 
any  other  manner  to  pursue  the  paths  of  remedial  rectitude 
according  to  Eric  Pritchard,  M.A.,  M.D.,  Oxon.  Besides, 
there  is  to  be  reckoned  with  the  ingrained  objection  of  most 
people  to  place  themselves  in  the  hands  of  the  doctor. 
They  object  to  become  "  a  case,"  with  limitations 
upon  what  they  may  or  may  not  do,  and  a  briefly 
expressed  but  substantial  bill  at  the  end  of  it  all. 
This  trait  has  been  growing  during  the  past  quarter  of  a 
century,  and  at  the  same  time  the  medical  profession  has 
been  growing  numerically,  and  patent-medicine  advertise- 
ments have  been  growing  more  blatant.  Which  is  cause 
and  which  is  effect  we  do  not  venture  to  say,  but  we  make 
bold  to  predict  that  legislative  suppression  of  patent  medi- 
•cines  is  no  panacea.  That  would  engulf  hundreds  of  useful 
remedies  with  the  few  pernicious  products,  but  it  would 


not  touch  the  real  public  difficulty,  which  ig  to  get  cheap 
and  quick  relief  for  trifling  ailments.  When  medical 
practitioners  address  themselves  earnestly  to  this  problem 
they  will  have  taken  the  first  step  to  reduce  the  Govern- 
ment's annual  revenue  of  about  400,000/.  from  stamped 
medicines. 


Japan's  Commercial  Position. 

Me.  E.  F.  CrvOWE,  Commercial  Attache  to  the  British 
Embassy  at  Tokio,  has  written  an  interesting  report  on  the 
trade  of  Japan  during  1907.  At  present  the  country  is 
passing  through  a  critical  period  in  its  national  career,  and, 
considering  the  large  British  interests  in  it,  the  comments 
of  so  able  and  impartial  an  observer  as  Mr.  Crowe  are 
valuable.  As  a  whole,  1907  was  in  Japan  a  period  of 
record  development  and  expansion,  the  total  volume  of 
external  trade  exceeding  all  previous  figures.  But  the 
boom  which  followed  the  conclusion  of  the  Russian  war 
brought  its  own  difficulties  and  perils,  and  these  came  to 
a  head  through  the  world-wide  financial  stringency  prevail- 
ing last  autumn.  The  crisis,  however,  occurred  so  late  in 
the  year  that  its  results  were  not  fully  reflected  in  the 
period  under  review,  and,  though  the  shrinkage  in  exports 
and  the  fall  in  prices  during  the  last  few  months  left  their 
mark  upon  the  country's  balance-sheet,  there  was  an 
increase  both  in  imports  and  exports  over  the  totals  for 
1906.    Thus  :

The  total  imports  for  the  first  time  exceeded  the  50,000,000L 
mark,  and,  but  for  the  set-back  in  the  autumn,  it  is 
probable  that  the  exports  would  not  have  fallen  far  short 
of  the  same  figure.  Japan  is  still  absorbing  large  amounts 
of  foreign  capital  to  assist  her  development,  and  this  renders 
the  question  of  her  trade  balance  important.  There  are 
some  people  who  ridicule  the  idea  that  a  continuous 
"  adverse  balance  "  (by  which  is  meant  imports  greater  in 
value  than  the  exports)  constitutes  a  danger  to  Japan,  but 
Mr.  Crowe  points  out  that  she  is  a  country  with  a  large 
foreign  debt,  amounting  at  the  end  of  1907  to  118,000,000^., 
and  that  she  has  practically  no  investments  abroad,  her 
two  principal  items  of  "  invisible  "  revenue  being  obtained 
from  her  mercantile  marine  (which  totals  some  1,200,000 
tons)  and  from  foreign  visitors.  Put  shortly,  the  large 
demand  for  raw  materials  which  followed  on  the  abnormal 
industrial  activity  of  the  closing  months  of  1906  increased 
the  imports,  while  the  financial  crisis  in  America  and  the 
depreciation  in  silver  prevented  the  exports  from  growing 
to  a  corresponding  extent.  The  principal  articles  which 
were  responsible  for  the  advance  in  imports  were  raw 
cotton,  wool,  iron  and  steel,  machinery,  and  manures.  The 
metals  and  machinery  were  imported  in  connection  with 
the  extension  of  existing  factories  and  the  erection  of  new 
ones,  and  will  have  to  be  paid  for  by  new  capital,  which, 
it  appears,  there  is  some  difficulty  in  raising.  Matters  were 
aggravated  by  the  disastrous  slump  in  all  stocks  and  shares, 
the  result  being  a  general  curtailment  of  facilities,  and 
merchants  and  manufacturers  were  seriously  inconvenienced 
by  their  inability  to  obtain  the  financial  aBsistance  to  which 
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they  had  been  accustomed.  Fortunately  the  agricultural 
class  had  a  good  year,  the  rice,  barley,  and  wheat  crops 
being  all  above  the  average,  but  to  some  extent  this  was 
offset  by  the  increased  cost  of  living  and  wages.  Rice, 
which  forms  the  staple  fool,  reached  a  record  high  figure 
last  August,  and  the  increased  taxation  recently  imposed  by 
the  Government  will  further  enhance  the  cost  of  other 
articles  consumed  by  the  labouring  classes.  As  a  result 
there  has  been  a  general  demand  for  higher  wages,  and  for 
the  first  time  in  the  industrial  history  of  Japan  the  record 
of  the  year  was  marred  by  a  large  number  of  strikes.  Mr. 
Crowe  has  little  to  say  regarding  the  imports  of  drugs  and 
chemicals,  conditions  remaining  the  same — i.e.  the  bulk  of 
the  "heavy"  chemicals  come  from  the  United  Kingdom, 
and  the  bulk  of  the  pharmaceutical  chemicals  from  Ger- 
many. The  latter  fact  he  attributes  to  many  Japanese 
doctors  having  been  trained  in  Germany,  while  dealers  also 
complain  that  British  manufacturers  are  not  so  assiduous 
in  cultivating  the  Japanese  market  as  their  German  rivals. 
Mr.  Crowe  earnestly  recommends  British  chemists  to  study 
the  new  "  Pharmacopoeia  Japonica,"  as  several  cases  have 
been  brought  to  his  knowledge  of  British  goods  not  con- 
forming to  the  P.J.  III.  In  reviewing  the  camphor 
market,  Mr.  Crowe  notes  the  serious  effect  the  competition 
of  Chinese  camphor  had  upon  monopoly  camphor  last  year. 
,The  production  in  China  has  been  far  greater  than  was 
anticipated,  but  it  is  not  likely,  he  says,  that  it  can  last 
for  many  years  at  the  present  rate,  as  most  of  the  easily 
accessible  trees  must  by  now  have  been  cut  down.  It  has 
been  suggested  that  part  of  the  Foochow  camphor  is  not 
really  of  Chinese  origin,  but  has  been  smuggled  over  from 
Formosa.  On  this  point,  however,  there  is  much  doubt, 
though  the  extraordinary  growth  in  the  export  of  Chinese 
camphor  makes  the  supposition  not  altogether  improbable. 
In  mentioning  the  fact  that  the  Japanese  Government  now 
cell  their  camphor  direct,  Mr.  Crowe  states  that  : 

The  Japanese  authorities  no  doubt  know  their  own  busi- 
ness best,  but  considering  that  the  British  firm  in  question 
have  rendered  excellent  services  in  the  past  and  have  a 
complete  grasp  of  the  camphor  situation,  the  policy  of 
"  Bwopping  horses"  just  now,  when  synthetic  camphor  is 
emerging  from  the  stage  of  laboratory  experiments  and 
becoming  a  serious  article  of  commerce,  seems  to  be  sur- 
rounded with  no  little  danger. 

iThe  report  also  deals  with  the  question  of  trade-marks 
(especially  referring  to  the  "Black-and-white"  whisky 
oaBe),  the  falsification  of  invoices,  and  commercial 
travellers.  On  the  last  subject  he  calls  attention  to  the 
fact  that  most  commercial  travellers  who  visit  Japan  are 
not  responsible  representatives  of  the  different  makers  or 
irms  whose  samples  they  carry.  They  are  usually  doing 
bneinesB  purely  on  a  commission  basis,  and  any  orders  they 
may  secure  on  samples  which  have  been  supplied  to  thdm 
are  always  subject  to  specific  confirmation  by  the  home 
firm.  In  such  cases  Mr.  Crowe  believes  it  is  doubtful 
■whether  the  engagements  they  enter  into  are  legally  binding 
on  their  principals  unless  they  carry  with  them  an  authorisa- 
lion  to  do  business  on  behalf  of  their  principals. 


Honourable  Debtors. 

For  the  second  week  in  succession  it  is  our  pleasure  to 
report  the  fact  that  a  chemist  and  druggist  who  had  been 
unfortunate  in  basiness  has  paid  hi'  creditors  in  full,  with 
4  per  cent,  iute'  -st.  Last  week  we  mentioned  the  case  of 
Mr.  Andrew  Mitchell,  formerly  of  Dursley,  and  this  week 
it  is  Mr.  Alan  McConnal,  formerly  of  bowerby  Bridge. 
There  is  no  legal  obligation  for  persons  who  have  passed 
through  all  the  stages  of  bankruptcy  to  reopen  the  matter 
nor  to  pay  their  former  creditors  a  penny  more  than  their 


estates  have  realised,  and  when  they  voluntarily  do  so  the 
fact  is  rightly  regarded  as  to  their  honour. 

Sir  Boverton  Redwood. 
In  reference  to  the  appointment  by  the  Secretary  of  State 
of  Sir  Boverton  Redwood,  the  distinguished  chemist,  to 
the  position  of  consulting  adviser  on  petroleum  to  the- 
India  Office,  about  which  some  critical  comments  have 
appeared  in  the  Press,  we  learn  on  inquiry  in  Lord  Morley's 
department  that  the  office  is  purely  honorary  in  character. 
It  was  pointed  out  to  our  representative  that  it  often 
happens  that  questions  relating  to  petroleum  are  referred 
from  the  Indian  Government  to  the  Home  authorities,  and 
it  is  necessary,  therefore,  that  these  should  be  submitted  to 
an  expert  for  his  advice  on  the  matters  at  issue.  Such 
advice  was  in  many  cases  readily  tendered  by  the  late  Sir 
Frederick  Abel,  and  an  intimation  having  been  conveyed 
to  the  department  that  Sir  Boverton  Redwood  would  be 
willing  to  act  in  a  similar  capacity,  the  Secretary  of  State 
agreed  to  make  the  appointment.  Sir  Boverton  will  not 
be  provided  with  office  accommodation  in  the  India  Office, 
and  on  the  rare  occasions  when  his  expert  advice  will  be 
asked  for  by  the  officials  of  Lord  Morley's  department  his 
report  will  probably  be  presented  in  writing.  Sir  Boverton 
Redwood,  it  may  be  remembered,  was  at  one  time  Secretary 
of  the  Petroleum  Association,  and  he  was  one  of  the  prin- 
cipal witnesses  before  the  Select  Committee  which  con- 
sidered the  petroleum  question  in  the  year  1896.  He 
already  holds  the  position  of  consulting  adviser  on  petro- 
leum to  the  Admiralty  and  Home  Office,  consulting  adviser 
to  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of  London  under  the 
Petroleum  Acts,  and  adviser  on  petroleum  transport  to  the 
Thames  Conservancy. 

Trade=marks  in  Japan. 

After  many  hard  things  have  been  said  of  the  methods  of 
the  Japanese  Patent  Bureau,  it  is  satisfactory  to  be  able  to 
record  even  an  occasional  instance  where  the  authorities 
have  taken  proper  steps  to  protect  the  public  from  being 
misled  by  a  wilful  and  deliberate  false  statement  as  to  the 
place  of  origin  of  certain  goods.  The  case  we  refer  to 
is  that  of  a  Japanese  maker  of  boot-cream  who  incorporated 
a  false  name  and  address  with  his  registered  trade-mark. 
It  appears  that  in  January  of  last  year  Makita  Furuta,  of 
Hisamatsu-cho,  Niphon-bashi,  Tokyo,  registered  a  trade- 
mark consisting  of  a  picture  of  a  Chelsea  pensioner  and  the 
words  "  Chelsea  Boot-cream."  In  passing,  we  may  observe 
that  it  seems  strange  such  a  registration  by  a  Japanese  of 
a  completely  foreign  design  and  title  should  have  been 
allowed  apparently  without  inquiry.  However,  the  mark 
was  duly  regifftered  as  No.  28279.  That  the  trade-mark 
was  the  property  of  Messrs.  Caswell  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  of  London 
and  Kettering,  did  not  come  into  consideration,  as  this  firm 
had  taken  no  steps  to  register  their  trade-mark  in  Japan. 
Having  so  far  succeeded  in  his  plans,  Makita  Furuta  pro- 
ceeded to  incorporate  with  his  registered  mark  the  words 
"  Casmell  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  Kettering  and  London,"  substitnt- 
ing  the  letter  "  m  "  for  "  w  "  in  the  word  "  Caswell  "  and 
reversing  the  position  of  London  and  Kettering.  This  fact 
coming  to  the  notice  of  the  Patent  Bureau,  however,  it  was 
decided  that  as  false  particulars  appeared  as  to  the  place 
of  origin  and  the  maker's  name,  the  "  Chelsea  Pensioner" 
trade-mark  came  under  the  provision  of  Article  XI.,  Sec- 
tion 7,  of  the  Trade-mark  Law,  and  it  was  accordingly 
cancelled  by  the  Director  of  the  Patent  Bureau  on  Jnne  14. 

The  Vienna  Imperial  Academy  of  Science  has  received  s 
gift  of  2,000/.  towards  defraying  the  expenses  of  a  epecial 
institute  for  radium  research  whirh  it  is  proposed  to  erect. 
The  Government  will  supply  pitchblende  from  the  Govern- 
ment mine  free  of  cost.

Foods  and  Drugs  for  Infants. 


AT  the  meeting  of  the  British  Medical  Association  at 
Sheffield  on  Friday,  July  31,  a  paper  was  read  by  Eric 
Pritchard,  M.A.,  M.D.  (Oxon.),  on  "The  Regulation  and 
Control  of  the  Manufacture  and  Sale  of  Foods  and  Drugs  for 
Infants."  The  author  commenced  by  referring  to  the  prin- 
ciple of  the  liberty  of  the  subject  observed  in  this  country, 
which  he  regards  as  a  shibboleth  when  applied  to  the  choice 
■of  foods  and  medicines  for  infants,  and  he  proceeded  to 
contrast  with  the  United  Kingdom  the  better  means  of 
protection  which  exist  in  Austria,  Germany,  Switzerland, 
America,  and  Australia.   He  considered  that— 

The  reasons  for  the  popularity  of  secret  remedies  is  pro- 
bably explained  partly  on  the  ground  of  the  resourcefulness 
of  those  who  exploit  them,  partly  on  the  attitude  taken  up 


by  the  public,  partly  on  that  assumed  by  our  Government, 
and  partly  on  that  assumed  by  the  medical  profession. 

Dr.  Pritchard  then  referred  to  "the  man  Fulford,  who 
exploited  the  British  public  with  his  bile-bean  bubble,"  and 
in  connection  with  the  case  of  Fulford  v.  Davidson,  tried 
in  Edinburgh  in  1905,  alleged  that  reports  of  the  case  were 
"effectually  suppressed  in  those  cases  in  which  a<ivertise- 
ments  are  sufficiently  large."  He  next  proceeded  to  accuse 
the  Government  of  being  "co-partners  in  the  proceeds  of 
this  traffic  in  hmnan  life  and  human  health,"  and  also  re- 
ferred to  the  part  which  medical  men  play  in  the  matter, 
saying  : 

We,  the  practising  members  of  the  profession,  do  not  enter 
this  fray  with  entirely  cloan  hands.  I  should  be  very  sorry 
to  discover  the  mote  which  is  in  my  neighbour's  eye  without 
admitting  the  beam  which  is  in  my  own.  We  have  been 
exploited  just  as  much  as  the  public  have  been  exploited  ;  we 
have  been  the  catspaw  and  fool  of  the  fraternity  of  the  secret 
remedy.  To  satisfy  the  craving  of  our  patients  for  new  and 
sensational  remedies  we  lend  ourselves  to  the  specious 
machinations  of  the  drug  manufacturers,  and  we  swallow 
wholesale  the  statements  that  are  printed  in  their  circulars 
and  prospectuses. 

Reference  was  next  made  to  the  views  of  Mr.  Bok,  of  the 
"  Ladies'  Home  Journal,"  and  as  a  comment  upon  Mr.  Bok's 
familiar  opinions  Dr.  Pritchard  said  : 

Are  we  better  in  that  respect  in  this  country  than  are  the 
physicians  of  America  ?  Are  we  any  less  inclined  to  prescribe 
secret  or  proprietary  remedies  of  which  we  don't  know  the 
composition?  I  had  the  curiosity  to  have  2,653  prescriptions 
carefully  analysed,  as  dispensed  by  a  highly  respected  chemist 
in  one  of  the  most  fashionable  cjuarters  in  London,  and  this  is 
what  I  found.  Out  of  the  total  number  of  these  prescriptions 
573  contained  proprietary  compounds  or  proprietary  drugs. 
Some  of  them  even  contained  two  or  three  proprietary  pre- 
parations. How  many  of  tlie  physicians  who  prescribed  these 
secret  preparations  knew  what  they  were  prescribing? 

After  admitting  that  "  there  is  very  little  direct  proof  that 
a  large  number  of  deaths  among  infants  are  immediately  due 
to  the  administration  of  secret  or  proprietary  remedies," 
Dr.  Pritchard  began  to  quot«  from  Mr.  Beale's  report, 
interpolating  his  quotations  with  his  own  remarks,  such  as — 

Among  the  forty-eight  million  bottles  or  boxes  of  pro- 
prietary or  secret  remedies  which  bear  the  official  stamp  and 
are  sold  i.n  this  country,  there  are  dozens  of  soothing  syrups 
and  powders  which  anybody  can  purchase  from  an  apothecary, 
and  which  contain  such  dangerous  drugs  as  morphia, 
acetanilide,  and  mercury.  But  in  addition  to  this  particular 
form  of  traffic  in  poisons  any  person  is  at  liberty  to  enter  a 
chemist's  shop  and  ask  for  a  pennyworth  of  soothing-syrup 
for  baby,  and  to  receive  a  dose  of  Nurse's  Drops,  or  some 
other  dangerous  compound  containing  opium  or  other 
scheduled  poison,  provided  that  the  word  "  Poison "  is 
printed  on  the  label.  An  enormous  sale  is  transacted  in  these 
soothers  sold  in  pennyworths.  They  are  popular  because 
they  are  exempt  from  the  stamp  duty,  and  can  be  purchased 
in  smaller  quantities  than  is  usual  in  the  case  of  proprietary 
remedies.  There  appears,  however,  to  be  a  growing  tendency 
among  the  better-class  chemists  t-o  discourage  the  sale  of  baby 
mixtures  containing  poisons. 

Although  to  my  mind  the  principle  is  wrong  which  allows 
a  chemist  to  prescribe  dangerous  drugs  for  administration  to 
infants,  nevertheless,  in  that  they  are  dispensed  by  chemists 
who  have  received  an  adequate  pharmaceutical  training  and 
are  conscious  of  their  responsibilities,  they  are  doubtless  less 
productive  of  evil  than  such  proprietary  preparations  as 
"  Mrs.  Winslow's  Soothing  Syrup,"  which  contains  morphia, 
or  "  Atkinson's  Royal  Infant's  Preservative,"  containing 
chloroform  and  morphia,  "  Godfrey's  Cordial,"  which  con- 
tains opium,  Chlorodyne  which  contains  morphia,  "  Steed- 
man's  Powders,"  which  contain  calomel  and  starch,  and  a 
host  of  other  proprietary  soothing  syups  and  powders,  which 
are  sold  by  the  hundred  gross,  and  which  contain  morphia, 
chloroform,  alcohol,  and  acetanilide,  some  of  which  are,  and 
some  of  which  should  be,  scheduled  poisons. 

My  own  experience  has  been  that  the  habit  of  giving  a 
certain  proprietary  teething-powder  containing  mercury  and 
starch  to  infants  is  more  common  among  the  poor  of  the  West- 
end  of  London  than  is  the  case  with  any  other  secret  remedy. 
In  infants  these  powders  act  as  a  most  powerful  purgative. 
They  contain  starch,  which  is  not  exactly  the  best  form  of 
food  for  young  and  delicate  infants,  and  subchloride  of 
mercury,  which  in  all  cases  should  be  given  with  circumppeo- 
tion,  and  which  is  decidedly  a  dangerous  drug  to  use  indis- 
criminately. I  remember  as  a  student  being  told  by  the  late 
Sir  William  Broadbent  that  subchloride  of  mercury  was  one 
of  the  most  effective  forms  of  soporific  for  certain  cases  of 
heart-disease.    Poor  mothers  soon  learn  the  same  lesson  in 
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regard  to  these  powders  ;  nothing  gives  the  baby  or  its  mother 
a  better  night's  rest,  and  this  knowledge  very  soon  leads  to 
serious  abuses.  I  have  known  of  several  cases  in  which  these 
powders  were  given  regularly  to  infants  to  an  extent  that 
produced  the  clearest  symptoms  of  mercurial  poisoning. 

Among  better-class  patients  one  ofton  has  an  uncomfortable 
suspicion  that  infants  are  being  dos.^d  unbeknown  to  the 
mother  or  oneself  by  unscrupulous  nurses,  who  sometimes 
have  little  difficulty  in  procuring  soothing-syrups  containing 
morphia  from  the  nearest  chemist.  The  great  objection,  how- 
ever, to  the  unrestricted  sale  of  soothing-syrups  and  tee.thing- 
powders  containing  dangerous  ingredients  is  not  so  much 
that  they  are  immediately  responsible  for  deaths  which  come 
under  the  notice  of  the  coroner,  or  even  that  they  contribute 
indirectly  to  the  mortality  rate,  as  that  they  perrpanently 
injure  the  health  of  the  vast  number  of  infants  who  survive. 

Dr.  Pritchard  proceeded  to  show  the  inefhcacy  of  the  Sale 
of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  in  this  regard,  and  next  took  up  the 
provisions  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868,  quoting  Part  I.  of 
the  Poisons  Schedule  and  briefly  referring  to  Part  II., 
adding  : 

It  follows  that  these  schedules  are  utterly  inadequate  to 
meet  the  requirements  of  the  case,  especially  in  regard  to 
the  sale  of  poisons  administered  to  infants.  Acetanilide,  for 
instance,  is  certainly  a  poison  vhich  should  be  added  to  the 
number  of  those  already  scheduled,  and  veronal  is  another 
which  might  be  added  with  advant.ige.  But  the  inefficacy  of 
a  Poison  Schedule  of  this  kind  to  meet  the  requirements  of 
the  case  is  quite  apparent  when  we  remember  the  resource- 
lulness  of  the  synthetic  drug  manufacturer,  for  as  soon  as  one 
drug  is  added  to  the  list  we  may  be  perfectly  certain  that  new 
ones  equally  dangerous  will  be  substituted  for  it.  It  follows 
from  these  enactments  that  any  person  is  entitleo  to  purchase 
from  a  qualified  chemist  for  administration  to  infants  pro- 
prietary medicines  containing  scheduled  poisons,  or  proprie- 
tary medicines  containing  unscheduled  poisons,  aijd  soothing- 
syrups  and  medicines  of  all  kinds  dispensed  at  the  discretion 
of  the  chemist,  the  only  restriction  being  that  in  the  case  of 
scheduled  poisons  belonging  to  Part  I.  and  Part  II.  a  label 
bearing  the  word  "  Poison,"  together  with  the  name  and 
address  of  the  seller,  must  be  applied  to  the  bottle,  while  the 
name  and  address  of  the  purchaser  and  the  purpose  for  which 
they  are  required  must  be  entered  in  the  book  kept  for  that 
purpose  when  poisons  belonging  to  Part  I.  are  purchased.  I 
have  been  told  of  one  case  in  which  2  dr.  of  paregoric  (con- 
taining ^  grain  of  morphia)  was  purchased  daily,  and,  in 
spite  of  the  "  Poisons  "  label,  administered  to  an  infant,  who  at 
this  early  age  must  clearly  have  acquired  the  morphia  habit. 

Reference  was  next  made  to  the  provisions  in  other  countries 
for  the  sale  of  proprietary  medicines,  especially  France  and 
the  United  States.  As  to  remedies,  he  suggested  that  the 
warranties  provided  by  the  Fertilisers  and  Feeding-stuffs 
Act  should  be  required  in  respect  to  the  manufacture  and 
sale  of  foods  and  drugs.  "The  extension  of  this  Act  so 
as  to  include  babies  would  be  far  more  effective  than  any 
amplification  of  the  Pharmacy  Act.  .  .  .  Mrs.  Baillie 
Saunders  is  now  writing  a  novel,  of  which  the  leadijig  motive 
is  the  subject  dealt  with  in  this  paper."  Dealing  next  with 
infants'  foods,  Dr.  Pritchard  quoted  briefly  from  his  "  little 
work  on  '  The  Physiological  Feeding  of  Infants,' "  and 
gave  the  following  summary  of  the  reasons  urged  against 
"  so-called  patent  foods  "  : 

1.  There  is  no  guarantee,  except  the  good  faith  of  the 
manufacturer,  that  the  food  is  of  uniform  standard. 

2.  There  is  no  guarantee  as  to  the  date  of  the  manufacture 
of  the  food. 

3.  There  is  no  means  of  ascertaining,  apart  from  chemical 
analyses,  whether  the  food  contains  starch  or  other  constituent 
undesirable  for  infants'  consumption. 

4.  The  cost  is  usually  utterly  out  of  proportion  to  the 
intrinsic  value. 

5.  The  great  majority  of  cases  of  infantile  scurvy  have  been 
in  the  case  of  infants  fed  on  patent  foods. 

6.  When  prepared  according  to  the  directions  given,  most 
of  these  foods  do  not  conform  to  the  physiological  standard 
required  in  the  following  respects  : 

(a)  The  fat  percentage  is  too  low. 

(b)  The  sugar  or  carbohydrate  percentage  is  far  too  high, 
(p)  The  nitrogenous  elements  are  not  presented  in  a  form 

conducive  to  good  nutrition. 

(d)  The  food  being  of  a  soluble  or  pre-digested  condition 
does  not  develop  the  digestive  functions. 

A  discussion  took  place  as  to  the  best  means  of  dealing  with 
the  dissemination  of  quack  remedies,  and  was  joined  in 
by  Dr.  J.  C.  McWalter,  Dublin,  and  Dr.  Hanrahan,  of 
Apothecaries'  Hall.  In  view  of  the  laws  recently  passed  in 
the  Australian  [?]  and  Canadian  Parliaments,  as  well  as  the 


new  U.S.A.  Pure  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  a  regular  campaign 
was  advised.  Attention  was  drawn  to  the  series  of  articles 
and  analyses  of  proprietary  medicines  which  had  appeared 
in  the  "  British  Medical  Journal,"  and  to  the  comments  of 
The  Chemist  and  Druggist  thereon,  and  the  fact  that  no 
effort  had  been  made  to  dispute  their  accuracy.  The  work 
of  Dr.  Hope,  of  Liverpool,  in  publishing  analyses  of  the 
various  children's  medicines  sold,  and  that  city's  action  in 
the  Guy's  Tonic  case,  were  proposed  as  the  model  to  be 
followed.  Every  City  Council  was  advised  to  instruct  the 
medical  officer  of  health  and  the  city  analyst  to  purchase 
and  analyse  any  remedy  sold  by  advertisement  as  a  cure 
for  disease,  and  to  publish  the  analysis  in  the  light  of 
those  already  done,  as  a  part  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
Public  Health  Committee.  Thus,  it  was  suggested,  no 
action  for  libel  could  be  brought,  and  a  permanent  record 
would  be  had. 

Ultimately  it  was  believed  that  the  Legislature  would 
insist  on  the  full  composition  of  every  remedy  sold  for  the 
cure  of  disease  being  put  on  the  label. 


FRENCH    ASSOCIATION   FOR   THE  ADVANCE  = 
MENT  OF  SCIENCE. 

The  Association  inaugurated  its  thirty-seventh  annual  Con- 
gress at  Clermont-Ferrand  on  August  5,  when  a  new  depar- 
ture was  made  by  the  decision  of  the  Council  of  the  Associa- 
tion to  confer  a  gold  medal  every  year  on  a  French  or  foreign 
scientist  who  has  specially  distinguished  himself  in  any  given 
branch  of  research.  A  sum  of  2,000f.  {801.)  accompanies 
the  medal,  which  is  to  be  known  as  the  "  Grand  Gold  Medal 
of  the  Association  Frangaise."  On  the  occasion  of  this,  the 
first  presentation,  the  recipient  was  Sir  William  Ramsay, 
whose  fame,  coupled  with  the  name  of  Lord  Rayleigh,  is 
world-wide  in  relation  to  the  discovery  of  argon  and  helium. 
Sir  William  suitably  acknowledged  the  honour,  and  said  that 
at  the  present  day  there  are  so  many  ties  between  France 
and  England  that  the  French  expression  of  "  entente 
cordiale  "  has  become  English.  He  added  that  the  scientific 
work  of  the  two  nations  should  be  identified  with  and  com- 
plete in  each  other,  and  that  if  he  had  been  able  to  do  any- 
thing in  this  direction  he  would  not  have  lived  in  vain.  Sir 
William  Ramsay  received  an  ovation  from  the  members  of 
the  Congress.  On  Tuesday  he  delivered  a  lecture  before  the 
Congress,  the  subject  being  his  researches  regarding  radio- 
active substances. 

At  the  opening  meeting  of  the  Congress  the  chair  was  takeii 
by  M.  Paul  Appell,  the  President,  who  is  well  known  as  a 
mathematician,  and  for  his  address  he  chose  the  subject  of 
"  Scientific  Teaching  and  the  Formation  of  the  Scientific 
Mind."  The  future  of  French  science,  he  said,  depends  on 
the  way  the  young  generations  are  guided  and  impregnated 
with  the  scientific  spirit.  He  referred  to  the  necessity  of 
reform  in  teaching  in  France,  which  at  present  consists  of  too 
much  theory  and  too  many  technical  studies  without  suffi- 
cient practical  application.  Competitions  and  examinations 
are  tests  of  memory,  not  of  knowledge,  observation,  and 
experience.  The  President  reminded  his  audience  that  the 
French  Association  held  its  fifth  Congress  also  at  Clermont- 
Ferrand  thirty-two  years  ago,  under  the  distinguished  presi- 
dency of  the  great  chemist  J.  B.  Dumas. 

The  Congress  is  divided  into  nineteen  sections,  and  many 
interesting  papers  have  been  read,  although  frequently  they 
take  the  form  of  amplified  communications  read  before  other  . 
Societies,  instead  of  being  purely  original  matter.  The 
therapeutic  action  of  radium  was  a  subject  treated  by  MM. 
Wickham  and  Degrais.  The  question  of  the  errors  of  radio- 
graphy and  the  means  of  avoiding  them  was  referred  to  by 
Dr.  Th.  Nogier,  Professor  at  the  Lyons  Faculty  of  Sciences. 
He  spoke,  however,  in  defence  of  the  a;-rays,  and  pointed  out 
how  apparent  errors  could  be  avoided.

■  ■■  COUNCIL-MEETING. 


THE  meeting  on  Wednesday  lasted  two  hours  and  twenty 
minutes,  the  greater  part  of  the  time  being  occupied 
by  a  discussion  on  motions  by  Mr.  Gifford  and  Mr.  Hagon 
referring  to  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill.  The  Treasurer 
said  these  two  hours  were  the  most  depressing  he  had 
experienced  during  the  twenty-seven  years  he  had  sat  on 
the  Council.  Both  motions  were  defeated,  the  same  four 
councillors  voting  in  the  minority  on  each  occasion.  Re- 
ference was  made  to  the  death  of  Sir  Thos.  Stevenson,  Sir 
W.  R.  Cremer,  and  Mr.  H.  P.  Lovatt  (Todmorden).  The 
resignation  of  Mr.  David  Storrar  as  member  of  the  Council 
was  received,  the  reason  being  that  Mr.  Storrar's  deafness 
is  increasing.  The  silver  medal  in  the  Herbarium  competi- 
tion was  awarded  to  Mr.  H.  B.  Potter,  Muswell  Hill, 
certificates  being  granted  to  Mr.  F.  E.  Farr  and  Mr.  R.  T. 
Edwards.  Mr.  Charles  Gilling  was  appointed  Salters'  Fellow 
in  succession  to  Miss  Renouf,  whose  term  of  three  years 
has  expired. 

A  Meeting  of  the  Council  was  held  on  August  5  at 
16  Bloomsbury  Square,  London,  W.C.  There  were  present 
Mr.  J.  R.  Young  (President),  Mr.  J.  F.  Harrington  (Vice- 
President),  Mr.  Walter  Hills  (Treasurer),  Mr.  C.  B.  Allen, 
Mr.  A.  S.  Campkin,  Mr.  W.  G.  Cross,  Mr.  J.  H.  Cuff,  Mr. 
W.  L.  Currie.  Mr.  W.  H.  Gibson,  Mr.  R.  L.  Gifford,  Mr. 
A.  Hagon,  Mr.  J.  Harrison,  Mr.  A.  E.  Hobbs,  Mr.  C.  J. 
Park,  Mr.  P.  F.  Rowsell,  Mr.  E.  White,  and  Mr.  A.  C. 
Wootton. 

The  meeting  was  a  quarter  of  an  hour  late  in  beginning, 
and  some  time  was  taken  in  reading  the  minutes  of  the 
previous  meeting,  which  are  not  now  printed.  The  minutes 
having  been  confirmed, 

The  President  said  that  a  letter  of  thanks  for  congratu- 
lations had  been  received  from  Sir  Lauder  Brunton. 

Deaths. 

Reference  was  then  made  from  the  chair  to  the  death  of 
Sir  Thomas  Stevenson,  who  has  been  an  honorary  member 
of  the  Society  since  1893,  and  Government  visitor  to  the 
examinations  since  1888.  The  President  said  Sir  Thomas 
had  been  a  friend  of  the  Society  and  its  valued  adviser  in 
all  that  obtained  to  pharmaceutical  education.  All  who 
came  in  contact  with  him  had  found  him  a  man  of  extra- 
ordinary geniality,  sympathetic,  and  easy  to  work  with. 
The  President  moved"  that  a  letter  of  condolence  be  sent  to 
Dr.  Claude  Stevenson,  son  of  Sir  Thomas. 

The  Treasurer,  as  senior  member  of  Council  of  those 
present,  endorsed  the  President's  remarks.  He  (the 
Treasurer)  had  always  found  Sir  Thomas  a  loyal  friend 
and  a  kind,  wise,  and  sympathetic  adviser  of  the  Society. 
The  Treasurer  said  he  had  represented  the  Society  at  the 
first  part  of  the  funeral  service. 

The  sending  of  the  letter  of  condolence  was  agreed  to. 

The  President  also  spoke  of  the  death  of  Sir  W.  Randall 
Cremer,  a  strong  supporter  of  the  Society,  and  of  Mr. 
H.  P.  Lovatt,  of  Todmorden,  Divisional  Secretary  for  the 
Middleton  division  of  Lancashire. 

Mr.  Storrar  Resigns. 

The  President  then  announced  that  he  had  received  a 
letter  from  Mr.  David  Storrar  resigning  his  position  on  the 
Council  of  the  Society.  Mr.  Storrar  had  come  to  the 
conclusion  that  he  must  take  this  step,  owing  to  increasing 
deafness,  and  because  rather  frequent  indispositions  pre- 
vented his  regular  attendance  at  the  Council-meetings.  The 
President  said  the  resignation  would  be  accepted  with 
regret.  He  had  found  Mr.  Storrar  to  be  a  man  of  high 
attainments,  and  by  his  resignation  the  Council  would  be 
losing  an  able  colleague  and  pleasant  friend. 

Mr.  Ctjrrie  said  although  the  resignation  had  come  upon 
the  Council  as  a  surprise,  he  had  known  the  step  was  in 
contemplation,  and  had  persuaded  Mr.  Storrar  to  put  it 
off  for  some  time.  By  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Storrar  the 
Council  is  losing  a  friend  and  Scotland  a  representative 


whom  everyone  looked  up  to  with  the  greatest  possible 
respect.  Mr.  Storrar  was  a  man  of  high  principle,  and  one 
who  could  not  entertain  any  feeling  of  resentment,  no 
matter  what  was  said  to  hini.  Mr.  Currie  recalled  an  occa- 
sion at  a  meeting  of  the  North  British  Executive  when  he 
(Mr.  Currie)  spoke  rather  strongly  regarding  the  Council. 
Mr.  Storrar  at  once  rose  and  asked  him  to  withdraw  the 
statement  in  such  terms  that  he  could  not  refrain  from 
apologising  and  unreservedly  withdrawing  what  he  had 
said.  Mr.  Storrar  will  carry  with  him  in  his  retirement  the 
good  wishes  of  all  who  have  known  him.  His  name  will 
be  handed  clown  as  one  of  the  best  Scottish  pharmacists 
that  have  ever  lived.    (Hear,  hear.) 

The  President  announced  that  the  vacancy  thus  createdl 
would  be  filled  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Council. 

Elections  and  Restorations. 

Eighty-four  members  were  restored  to  their  former  posi- 
tions in  the  Society,  and  twenty-eight  chemists  were  elected 
memliers.  Seven  student-associates  were  elected.  One 
chemist,  having  made  the  required  declaration  and  paid  the 
restoration-fee  of  one  guinea,  had  his  name  restored  to  the 
Register  of  Chemists  and  Druggists. 

Finance. 

The  Vice-President  moved  the  adoption  of  the  report 
of  the  Finance  Committee.  This  report  showed  the  follow- 
ing receipts  :

The  Vice-President  said  the  amounts  recommended  for 
payment  were  larger  than  usual,  but  payments  to  cover 
two  months  had  to  be  provided  for. 

Mr.  Gifford  commented  on  the  large  figure  (7007.)  for 
current  expenses,  which,  he  said,  should  be  detailed. 

The  Vice-President  assured  him  that  any  member  of 
Council  could  consult  the  books  to  see  the  details  of  this 
expenditure. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

Benevolent  Fund. 

The  report  of  the  Benevolent  Fund  Committee  was  then 
taken  in  committee,  after  which 

Mr.  Cross,  in  moving  the  adoption  of  the  report,  said 
that  ten  cases  were  considered,  seven  being  relieved  and' 
three  deferred.  The  sum  of  96?.  was  allotted  to  the  cases 
relieved.  Mr.  Cross  mentioned  a  case  in  which  a  medical' 
man  was  so  impressed  with  the  good  done  by  the  fund  that 
he  became  a  subscriber  some  years  ago,  and  had  remained 
so  ever  since. 

The  report  was  adopted. 
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L.,  M.,  S.,  AND  H.  Committee. 

The  report  of  the  Library,  Museum,  School,  and  House 
Committee  was  next  taken.  The  report  dealt  with  the 
attendances  at  the  Society's  libraries  and  museums.  Messrs. 
Parkinson's  account,  amounting  to  34/.  2s.  6rf.,  was 
approved.  Some  of  the  items  in  the  report  referred  to  the 
school.  Mr.  G.  F.  Morrell  was  appointed  a  demonstrator 
in  the  chemical  laboratory  in  place  of  Mr.  Furnival,  re- 
signed. The  surveyor  had  authorised  some  extras  in 
connection  with  the  work  of  modernising  the  chemical 
laboratory,  and  these  were  entered  on  the  minutes.  One 
of  these  extras  was  a  pavement  light  for  the  area  running 
•between  the  Octagon  Room  and  the  large  laboratory,  which 
was  afterwards  modified  for  reasons  of  economy,  so  that 
■a  plain  iron  grating  will  be  fixed.  The  director  of  chemical 
I'esearch  recommended  the  nomination  of  Mr.  Charles 
Ctilling  as  Salters'  Fellow,  which  the  committee  endorsed. 
The  committee  recommended  the  payment  of  5Z.  10s.  ex- 
pended by  the  director  of  pharmaceutical  research  on 
repairs  to  apparatus  and  fittings.  The  report  of  the  sur- 
veyor on  the  condition  of  the  Society's  property  on  the 
Broomwood  Estate  and  at  West  Kensington  was  received, 
and  the  tenants  of  the  latter  estate  are  to  do  the  required 
repairs  within  twelve  months  from  the  present  quarter.  With 
reference  to  the  application  from  Mr.  Bernard  Coventry, 
of  Pusa,  Bengal,  asking  for  assistance  in  the  investigation 
of  the  drug-contents  of  opium,  the  committee,  after  con- 
sulting with  Professor  Greenish,  recommended  that  an 
answer  be  sent  to  the  applicant  regretting  that  the 
Society  cannot  undertake  to  assist  the  investigation 
suggested. 

The  Treasurer,  in  moving  the  adoption  of  the  report, 
made  some  comments  on  a  few  of  the  matters  mentioned. 
The  report  was  adopted. 

Report  of  Examinations. 

The  report  of  the  Boards  of  Examiners  on  the  recent 
•examinations  was  received.  This  showed  that  in  England 
and  Wales  there  were  nineteen  candidates  for  the  Major, 
of  whom  eight  passed.  For  the  Minor  there  were  190  candi- 
dates, sixty-eight  being  successful.  In  Scotland  one  of  the 
two  Major  candidates  passed,  while  of  sixty-nine  Minor 
candidates  twenty-three  were  successful. 

The  nine  pharmaceutical  chemists  were  granted  diplomas 
stamped  with  the  seal  of  the  Society. 

Apprentices'  Certificates. 

The  Secretary  reported  that  he  had  received  and  accepted 
nineteen  certificates  in  preliminary  knowledge,  and  also 
one  application,  which  he  submitted  to  the  Council.  In 
this  case  the  student  had  taken  the  subjects  in  two  ex- 
aminations— the  Cambridge  Local  and  the  College  of  Pre- 
ceptors. The  Council  authorised  the  Secretary  to  accept 
the  certificate. 

School  Demonstrators. 

Mr.  C.  H.  Hampshire  and  Mr.  G.  F.  Morrell  were 
appointed  demonstrators  in  chemistry  in  the  School  of 
Pharmacy,  and  Mr.  H.  M.  Harvey  was  appointed  demon- 
strator in  phannaceutics. 

Herbarium  Awards. 

The  report  of  the  Parliamentary  and  General  Purposes 
■Committee  was  taken  in  committee,  except  the  part  re- 
ferring to  the  Herbarium  awards.  Mr.  H.  J.  Jeffery  had 
■examined  the  herbariums  sent  in  for  competition,  and 
recommended  that  the  silver  medal  be  awarded  to  Mr. 
H.  B.  Potter  (Muswell  Hill,  N.),  and  that  certificates  of 
Ihonour  be  given  to  Mr.  F.  E.  Farr  (Uckfield)  and  Mr.  R.  T. 
Edwards  (Oswestry).  There  was  a  fourth  competitor, 
but  although  his  specimens  were  rare  and  interesting  he 
had  not  complied  with  the  conditions  of  the  competition 
that  the  specimens  are  "^to  display  the  characteristic 
features  of  the  more  prominent  and  typical  genera  of  the 
■chief  British  Natural  Orders." 

The  Council  ratified  the  suggested  awards,  and  thanked 
Mr.  JeSery  for  adjudicating  on  the  herbariums. 

Merit  Recognised. 
The  Council  granted  an  increase  of  251.  a  year  in  the 
salary  of  Mr.  J.  R.  Hill,  Assistant  Secretary  in  Scotland. 


Divisional  Secretaries. 

Mr.  Ebenezer  Fleming  was  appointed  Divisional  Secre- 
tary for  Broughty  Ferry,  and  Mr.  R.  S.  Waters  for  the 
county  of  Caithness. 

The  Poisons  and  Phaemacy  Bill. 

Mr.  Gifford  had  given  the  following  notice  of  motion  : 

That  no  agreement  with  the  Government  be  ratified  which 
does  not  restrict  the  use  of  statutory  titles  to  the  individual 
or  which  gives  special  pirivileges  to  trading  companies. 

The  President  asked  if  Mr.  Gifford  desired  to  continue 
with_  his  motion  in  face  of  what  had  transpired  on  the 
previous  evening. 

Mr.  Gifford  said  his  only  desire  was  that  this  question 
of  titles  should  be  put  before  the  Council's  constituents. 
It  seemed  to  him  that  an  expression  of  opinion  should  be 
obtained  before  the  Bill  passed. 

Mr.  Cross  suggested  that  the  matter  be  postponed  till 
the  next  meeting  on  September  30.  He  hoped  nobody 
would  think  anything  definite  would  be  done  without  full 
discussion.  If  the  resolution  was  proceeded  with  it  would 
be  well  to  take  it  in  committee,  like  the  Parliamentary 
Committee's  report.  Public  debate  would  affect  the  Parlia- 
mentary position  of  the  Council 

The  President  said  he  did  not  wish  to  expose  himself  to 
the  charge  of  checking  public  debate. 

Mr.  Campkin  said  most  of  the  discussions  on  the  Bill 
have  been  in  committee,  and  the  chemists  of  the  country 
hardly  know  what  has  been  done.  He  took  it  that  Mr. 
Gifford  wished  to  make  the  matter  public  before  the  Long 
Vacation. 

Mr.  HoBBS  agreed  with  Mr.  Campkin's  views,  and  said 
that  only  a  few  weeks  ago  the  Council  were  advocating  a 
different  policy,  as  shown  in  the  Pharmacy  Bill.  The 
Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill  is  somewhat  of  a  compromise, 
but  his  information  on  the  steps  that  had  been  taken  had 
come  to  him  from  a  member  of  a  wholesale  house,  and  not 
from  the  Society's  officials.  He  did  not  think  it  fair  that 
the  majority  of  the  Council  should  be  deliberately  kept  in 
ignorance  on  such  important  matters. 

Mr.  Gifford  then  proposed  his  motion,  and  said  he  did 
it  under  great  disadvantages.  He  felt  like  Marc  Antony, 
who  came  to  bury  Csesar,  and  not  to  praise  hmi.  For  all 
practical  purposes  the  title  has  been  given  away.  (No, 
no.)  It  was  said  chemists  never  had  a  title,  but  that  is  a 
contention  which  was  new  to  him  up  to  three  months  ago. 
When  he  went  up  for  his  examination  he  understood  that 
he  was  obtaining  a  statutory  title,  but  he  is  now  disillu- 
sionised. The  Pharmacy  Act,  1868,  rests  on  the  basis  of  title, 
and  the  fact  that  companies  are  outside  the  Act  does  not 
give  them  the  right  to  the  titles  mentioned.  It  is  an  ele- 
mentary principle  to  put  before  the  House  of  Commons,  to 
claim  the  titles  which  have  been  earned  by  examination. 
Members  of  Parliament  have  favourably  received  the  claim 
and  wondered  that  it  was  so  small.  It  has  been  said  that 
the  chemists  are  only  a  small  body,  but  it  is  an  infamy  to 
treat  them  as  of  no  account  because  of  that.  He  disagreed 
with  the  pliant  attitude  of  the  Council,  and  objected  to 
giving  companies  trading  advantages  not  possessed  by 
individuals. 

The  President  :  Which  they  have  not  got  now  ? 

Mr.  GiFFORD'r  Not  properly.  Continuing,  he  said  he 
objected  to  the  title  becoming  the  exclusive  properties  of 
syndicates,  as  the  qualification  would  be  depreciated. 

Mr.  Hagon  seconded  the  motion,  and  said  that  in  the 
recent  campaign  of  the  Council  in  the  country  it  was  stated 
that  the  irreducible  minimum  was  that  chemists  should  have 
their  titles  restricted.  It  is  a  pity  that  the  Council  is  pre- 
pared so  easily  to  depart  from  that  principle.  The  Council 
has  always  contested  the  moral  legality  of  the  use  of  the 
title  by  companies,  nowithstanding  that  lapse  of  time  and 
indifference  have  weakened  the  position.  The  Poisops  and 
Pharmacy  Bill  now  uses  tKe  title  "  dispensing  chemist  and 
druggist,"  which  is  surely  not  a  trade  term.  The  companies 
will  at  once  claim  that  title,  and  he  contended  that  the 
Council  has  no  right  to  part  with  that  term,  even  if  chemists 
have  to  submit  to  be  deprived  of  the  title  "chemist  and 
druggist."  He  would  rather  have  the  last-named  title 
dragged  from  them  while  still  protesting  than  have  it  given 
in  a  legal  way. 
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The  President  :  It  is  a  good  thing  to  keep  the  legal 
aspect  in  view. 

Mr.  HoBBS  agreed,  and  sai-d  that  the  opposition  consisted 
of  one  man,  who  uses  the  title  "cash  chemist."  His  (the 
speaker's)  first  object  was  not  to  acquire  cash.  (Oh,  oh.)  He 
■was  put  into  a  profession  in  which  he  knew  a  large  amount  oi 
self-denial  and  self-sacrifice  would  be  required  to  gain  hit 
daily  bread.  Those  who  surrender  the  title  do  so  unwillingly, 
'and  it  is  not  just  that  it  should  be  publicly  recognised  as 
belonging  to  companies.  He  characterised  the  giving  ol 
the  title  "pharmacist"  to  chemists  and  druggists  as  a 
surprise,  but  considered  it  of  little  value — in  fact,  the 
term  would  do  more  harm  than  good  to  many  men.  He 
considered  it  important  that  the  opinion  of  chemists 
throughout  the  country  should  be  taken  as  to  their  willing- 
ness to  give  up  the  title  "  chemist  and  druggist." 

Mr.  Harrison  thought  the  present  hardly  an  opportune 
time  to  debate  the  subject.  The  matter  had  been  placed  in 
the  hands  of  the  President  and  a  committee,  and  one  could 
see  the  results  of  their  work  Lii  the  amended  Bill.  Chemists 
may  have  been  kept  in  the  dark  as  to  the  means  by  which  the 
amendments  have  been  made,  but  all  can  see  the  Bill  as 
amended.  By  the  time  the  Council  meets  on  September  30 
the  committee  will  have  come  to  some  conclusion  as  to  what 
18  best  to  be  done  in  the  matter.  The  Poisons  and  Pharmacy 
Bill  is  cert.ainly  a  better  Bill  now  than  it  was  two  months 
ago  before  the  Council  gave  the  committee  power  to  nego- 
tiate. Discretion  is  needed  at  the  present  moment  as  to 
what  discussion  takes  place  in  public.  It  is  a  time  for  de- 
liberation, not  for  taking  up  impossible  attitudes. 

The  Prksident  said  the  matter  had  been  ventilated  so 
often,  and  he  had  lost  all  hope  of  convincing  Mr.  Gifford. 
It  seems  impossible  to  get  Mr.  Gifford  to  see  that  one  is 
not  giving  away  a  title  when  the  man  to  whom  it  is  given 
already  possesses  it.  It  is  really  not  worth  spending  more 
time  over  the  matter. 

Mr.  Gifford,  replying  to  the  discussion,  said  he  had 
been  forced  to  take  action,  as  the  titles  are  already  prac- 
tically given  away.  There  will  presently  be  no  alternaiive 
but  to  accept  the  Bill.  He  did  not  think  that  the  ordinary 
■pharmacists,  the  men  in  the  back  street,  who  are  the  back- 
bone of  the  pharmaceutical  profession,  have  been  suffi- 
ciently considered.  He  considered  their  interests  ougKt  to 
be  pai  amount. 

The  motion  was  then  put  and  lost,  Messrs.  Gifford, 
Hagon,  Hobbs,  and  Campkin  constituting  the  minority. 
Mr.  Hagon's  Motion. 
There  was  a  notice  of  motion  on  the  agenda  in  the  name 
of  Mr.  Hagon  : 

That  the  Government  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill  be 
opposed  in  the  House  of  Commons. 

The  President  said  that  as  the  effect  of  the  motion  was 
exactly  the  same  as  the  one  that  ha-d  been  disposed  of, 
perhaps  Mr  Hagon  would  see  that  there  was  no  use  in 
going  on  with  it. 

Mr.  Harrison  said  that  in  the  face  of  the  decision 
come  to  Ln  the  report  of  the  Parliamentary  Committee  he 
did  not  think  the  motion  in  order. 

Mr.  Cross  raised  the  same  point. 

Mr.  Harrison  added  that  while  Mr.  Gifford's  motion 
dealt  with  two  definite  points,  Mr.  Hagon's  raises  the 
•  whole  question  of  the  Bill. 

The  President  :  It  may  be  a  breach  of  privilege,  but  I 
rule  that  the  motion  is  in  order. 

Mr.  Campkin  asked  if  the  President  was  aware  that  the 
Bill  is  to  be  opposed  by  Sir  Batty  Tuke.  This  should  be 
an  opportunity  for  all  those  who  have  pledged  themselves 
in  favour  of  the  Society  to  make  known  their  views  in  the 
House  of  Commons. 

Mr.  Hagon  then  spoke  to  his  motion.  He  said  Sir  Batty 
Tuke's  action  is  the  one  the  Society  should  take.  The  Bill 
is  not  one  that  could  be  accepted  by  the  bulk  of  chemists, 
and  the  discussions  should  no  longer  continue  in  camera. 
It  was  felt  desirable  to  make  Lord  Crewe  acquainted  with 
the  fact  that  the  amendm  'uts  are  not  acceptable  to  the 
chemists  of  Wales,  and  a  letter  to  that  effect  was  sent  to 
the  Privy  Council.  In  Clause  2  the  Government  is  taking 
from  the  chemist  a  certaii  amount  of  money  he  should 
receive,  and  it  is  elementarj'  justice  that  a  quid  pro  <juo 
should  be  given,  such  as  the  sale  of  compounded  medicines, 
otherwise  the  qualification  will  not  be  worth  obtaining.  The 
demands  of  chemists  have  received  support  from  outside 


and  unbiassed  bodies,  such  as  the  National  Chamber  of 
Trade.  He  also  paid  a  tribute  to  Mr.  Snowden  for  hi& 
speech  as  a  deputy  to  the  Privy  Council.  The  grounds 
upon  which  the  Bill  should  be  opposed  are  that  it  constitutes 
a  serious  injustice  to  individuals  who  have  obtained  the 
qualification  of  chemist  and  druggist ;  it  deprives  the- 
public  and  the  medical  profession  of  the  protection  afforded' 
by  the  title;  and  it  is  an  injustice  to  put  companies  in  a 
superior  position  to  individuals. 

Mr.  Hobbs,  in  seconding  the  motion,  noted  some  of  his- 
objections  to  the  Bill.  Clause  6  does  not  make  it  clear 
that  it  is  the  container  itself  that  must  be  labelled  with 
the  word  "dangerous,"  and  not  the  outer  wrapper  only. 
The  schedule,  he  said,  is  a  puzzle  to  him.  The  Council  had 
been  trying  to  amend  the  schedule  for  three  years,  and  in 
March  of  last  year  accepted  a  poison  schedule  built  up  by 
members  of  the  Council.  There  were  flaws  in  that  schedule, 
he  acknowledged,  but  it  was  an  understood  thing  that  it  was- 
to  have  been  submitt/ed  to  a  draughtsman  before  being, 
incorporated  in  a  Bill.  The  schedule  in  the  Government 
Bill  is  a  hybrid  product,  and  serious  inaccuracies  have  crept 
into  it.  It  does  not  meet  the  requirements  of  the  present 
time.  Those  who  compiled  the  schedule  for  the  Council 
were  not  asked  for  their  opinion  as  to  the  amendments 
arrived  at  in  the  Government  Bill.  The  reason  for  the 
amendments  ought  to  have  been  recorded.  The  schedule- 
is  now  hopeless  chaos.  Mr.  Hobbs  then  gave  examples  of 
the  defects.  He  said  that  the  inclusion  of  "  arsenic  and  its- 
medicinal  preparations  "  took  all  coloured  preparations  of 
arsenic  outside  the  Act.  The  word  "  preparations"  is  still 
used,  notwithstanding  that  it  has  been  argued  that  a  pre- 
paration of  a  scheduled  poison  need  not  necessarily  be  a 
scheduled  poison.  Atropine  is  mentioned,  as  well  as  the 
alkaloids  of  belladonna.  Corrosive-sublimate  preparations- 
are  dropped  into  Part  II.,  which  means  that  the  elegant 
tablets  containing  75  per  cent,  of  this  virulent  poison  can- 
be  freely  sold  over  the  counter.  The  expression  "  contain- 
ing more  than  1  per  cent,  or  more  "  creates  an  absurdity, 
and  takes  cherry-laurel  water  in  Part  I.,  where  it  wa& 
never  intended  to  place  it.  Picrotoxin  is  mentioned, 
but  no  other  poisonous  glucoside — digitalin  or  strophanthin,. 
for  example.  Essential  oil  of  almonds,  unless  de- 
prived of  its  prussic  acid,  is  mentioned  in  Part  II., 
but  he  should  have  thought  that  if  it  contained  prussic 
acid  it  would  be  already  included  in  Part  I.  He  also  asked 
whether  antimonial  wine,  which  is  put  in  Part  II.,  does  not 
already  fall  there  under  the  percentage  clause  of  tartar 
emetic. 

Mr.  WooTTON  said  Mr.  Hobbs,  the  seconder  of  the  motion, 
desires  the  Bill  to  be  opposed  Isecause  the  schedule  is  not 
quite  satisfactory.  An  opportunity  will  doubtless  be  given 
to  correct  errors.  Mr.  Hagon  opposes  the  Bill  because  it 
does  not  give  chemists  a  monopoly  in  the  sale  of  all  com- 
pound medicines.  At  least,  that  is  what  he  says,  and  he 
professes  to  speak  for  the  chemists  of  Wales.  He  (Mr. 
Wootton)  hoped  it  would  tot  go  forth  that  chemists  were- 
asking  anything  so  ridiculous,  so  monstrous. 

Mr.  Hagon  :  We  do  not  say  that. 

Mr.  Woo  TON  :  Mr.  Hagon  says  "  No,"  but  the  letter  of 
the  two  Cardiff  chemists  which  was  published  is  definite 
enough.  Mr.  Hagon  further  states  that  he  hopes  his  action 
will  not  make  more  difficult  the  negotiations  which  the  Pre- 
sident is  carrying  on.  How  can  the  negotiations  be  helped 
by  such  action  ? 

The  President  said  he  had  not  intended  to  allude  to  the 
action  of  a  member  of  the  Council  in  approaching  the 
Privy  Council  while  very  delicate  negotiations  were  taking 
place.  To  say  the  least,  such  tactics  on  the  part  of  a 
member  of  Council  were  in  bad  taste.  The  schedule  in  the 
Government  Bill  is  the  one  sent  up  by  this  Council,  for 
which  Mr.  Hobbs  is  largely  responsible.  The  alterations 
have  not  been  made  by  the  Council,  but  by  the  Privy 
Council,  in  conjunction  with  their  scientific  experts. 
Surely  Mr.  Hagon  is  aware  that  the  speech  of  Mr.  Snowden 
and  the  action  of  Sir  Batty  Tuke  were  the  result  of  the 
suggestions  of  the  Parliamentary  Committee. 

Mr.  Campkin  said  he  thought  the  Bill  should  be  opposed 
from  a  diplomatic  standpoint.  By  opposing  the  Bill  the 
Society  would  have  the  opportunity  of  introducing  sugges- 
tions, and  might  cause  the  Government  to  modify  their 
views  when  the  Bill  is  in  the  House  of  Commons. 
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The  Treastjeer  :  I  have  for  seven-and-twenty  years  sat 
on  this  Council,  but  the  last  houi'  has  been  the  most  de- 
pressing I  have  ever  had  during  that  time.  Continuing 
with  some  emphasis,  the  Treasurer  said  it  is  acknowledged 
ithat  legislation  is  needed,  and  the  President  having  got 
further  than  ever  before  with  the  Government  and  the 
Privy  Council,  members  of  Council  are  trying  to  put  diffi- 
■culties  in  his  way.  (Hear,  hear.)  The  Bill  as  it  now  stands 
is  going  to  do  something  for  us,  and  the  President  states 
•that  he  is  going  to  try  to  make  the  Bill  better.  It  seems 
ridiculous  that  he  should  be  hindered  at  this  stage.  It  has 
^been  said  that  in  1880  the  Council  ought  to  have  fought  out 
the  question  of  titles.  As  a  member  of  the  Council  at  that 
time  it  is  only  fair  to  say  that  the  Council  took  the  highest 
•opinion  in  the  land  on  the  matter,  and  was  told  that  there 
was  not  the  least  chance  of  reserving  titles  against  com- 
panies. The  Council  did  the  best  it  could  under  the  circum- 
•stances,  and  ever  since  things  have  got  worse.  The  Council 
is  now  asking  the  President  to  lead  it  on  to  improve  the 
position. 

Mr.  CuRRiE  said  he  had  listened  to  the  speeches  with 
attention,  but  found  them  simply  a  reiteration  of  ideas. 
A  decision  was  arrived  at  on  the  previous  night  that  the 
present  was  not  opportune  to  discuss  the  matter  in  public. 
iCven  the  Bill  as  it 'now  stands  is  a  great  improvement  on 
anything  that  has  ever  been  reached  before,  and  it  is  on 
this  ground,  and  because  of  the  delicate  negotiations  that 
are  taking  place,  that  the  North  British  Branch  Executive 
•decided  to  abstain  from  active  opposition  for  the  present. 

Mr.  Hagon,  replying  to  the  discussion,  said  Mr.  Wootton 
was  quite  mistaken  in  the  wording  of  the  letter  from  the 

chemists  of  Wales."  The  phrase  was  :  "  Will  not  accept 
as  satisfactory  any  settlement  that  does  not  "  secure  the  sole 
right  to  the  sale  of  all  compounded  medicines. ' '  This  was  not 
iiolding  a  blunderbuss  at  the  Privy  Council. 

The  President,  remarking  that  the  position  was  getting 
well-nigh  intolerable,  put  the  motion,  which  was  lost,  the 
minority  being  the  same  as  in  the  case  of  Mr.  Gifford's 
motion.

A  series  of  resolutions  from  various  Societies  were  read. 
From  the  Edinburgh  Chemists'  Trade  Association  (see 
■C.  cfc  D.,  June  13,  p.  895),  North-East  Lancashire  Chemists' 
Association  (see  C.  db  D.,  July  18,  p.  79),  Tunbridge  Wells 
-Chemists'  Association  (see  C.  cfc  D.,  August  1,  p.  204),  and 
Exeter  Association  of  Chemists  and  Druggists  (see  C.  db  D., 
August  1,  p.  204). 

This  concluded  the  public  business. 


The  Week's  Poisonings. 


■QEVEN  suicides  and  two  misadventures  with  poisons 
O  have  occurred  during  the  week.  Ammonia  was  the 
■cause  of  both  accidental  poisonings.  In  six  instances 
poisons  in  the  second  part  of  the  schedule  were  taken 
with  suicidal  intent,  and  cyanide  of  potassium  was  taken 
to  end  life  in  the  remaining  case.  Mrs.  Ellen  New,  Kipple 
Street,  Barrow,  took  a  dose  of  ammonia  in  mistake  for 
glycerin,  and  died  from  the  effects. — Arthur  Lewis  (12), 
the  son  of  a  Rotherham  miner,  managed  to  gain  entry 
into  the  Rotherham  works  of  the  Sheffield  Chemical  Co., 
and  apparently  obtained  ammonia  from  a  tap  used  for 
•taking  samples,  and  drank  some  in  mistake  for  water. 
A  water  tap  was  placed  a  few  yards  away.  A  verdict  of 
■deat.h  from  inadvertently  drinking  ammonia  was  returned. 
— W.  H.  Evans  (61),  solicitor,  Watling  Street,  London, 
E.G.,  drank  carbolic  acid  at  his  City  office  on  account  of 
iinancial  and  domestic  troubles.  The  usual  verdict  was 
returned.— Mary  Jane  Burton  (29),  Middleton,  committed 
suicide  by  taking  carbolic  acid  "pellets." — The  body  of 
■a  well-dressed  woman  was  found  on  Hampstead  Heath 
with  a  bottle  that  had,  contained  oxalic  acid  by  her  side. 
-Envelopes  addressed  to  Mr.  Smith  and  W.  B.,  and  pencil- 
case  marked  Chattaway,  were  found  on  the  body.  Death 
was  stated  to  be  due  to  ^-loisoning,  but  the  inquiry  was 
-adjourned.— William  Steel  (35),  an  Intake  consumptive, 
ended  his  life,  after  fifteen  years'  suffering,  by  taking 
iaudanum.— Mary  Ellen  Eaton  (22),  committed  suicide  by 
taking  laudanum.    The  Coroner  stated  that  the  girl  must 


either  have  become  insane  or  have  fixed  her  mind  on  marry- 
ing her  sweetheart,  a  tram  inspector  named  Catterall. 
Mr.  B.  S.  Campkin,  chemist,  Cambridge,  said  he  sold 
the  girl  two  shillingsworth  of  laudanum.  On  questioning 
her  she  said  she  came  from  Welbeck  Kennels,  and  bought 
that  quantity  because  they  used  a  lot  for  rubbing  purposes. 
— Edgar  Jones  (29),  stated  to  have  been  an  assistant  in 
Parke's  Drug-stores  eighteen  months  ago,  but  who  had 
followed  no  regular  employment  since,  died  at  Brockweir 
through  self-administration  of  tincture  of  chloroform  and 
morphine.  In  a  letter  deceased  stated  he  had  been  tortured 
by  nervous  debility  for  some  time,  and  was  at  the  end 
of  his  resources.  Some  white  powder  in  a.  paper  and  a 
hypodermic  syringe  were  also  found  on  deceased,  in  addi- 
tion to  a  phial  containing  the  poison  taken.  A  verdict  of 
suicide  by  poisoning  was  returned,  the  jury  adding  there 
was  no  evidence  of  the  state  of  the  man's  mind. — Florence 
Mary  Lee  (32),  Aigburth,  committed  suicide  by  taking 
cyanide  of  potassium.  Mr.  Harry  Dyson,  chemist  and 
druggist,  deposed  to  supplying  the  poison,  which  deceased 
stated  was  for  photographic  purposes.  The  legal  require- 
ments had  been  complied  with.  Deceased  had  previously 
tried  to  end  her  existence.

Pyramidol  Developer. 

It  is  some  time  since  a  new  developer  has  appeared  on 
the  market,  but  Dr.  Georg  Hauberrisser  has  lately  intro- 
duced a  compound  which  appears  to  have  some  charac- 
teristics likely  to  make  it  valuable.  He  calls  the  com- 
pound "pyramidol,"  and  has  prepared  it  as  a  white 
powder  readily  soluble  in  water,  and  having  a  melting 
point  of  155°  F.  The  only  information  given  as  to  its  com- 
position is  that  it  is  a  "  condensation  product  of  hydro- 
quinone  with  paramidophenol."  Its  formula  is  stated  to 
be  CeH,OH-NH-C,H,(OH),H„SO,.  In  development  it 
works  quickly,  gives  an  image  similar  to  that  produced  by 
a  mixture  of  hydroquinone  and  paramidophenol,  it  is 
easily  affected  by  potassium  bromide,  and  works  equally 
well  with  potassium  or  sodium  carbonate.  Dr.  Hauber- 
risser gives  two  formulae,  No.  1  for  soft  portrait  negatives, 
and  No.  2  for  landscape  and  other  subjects  where  more 
contrast  is  required. 

No.  1. 

Water  150  c.c. 

Sodium  sulphite    20  grams 

Pyramidol    1  gram 

Sodium  carbonate  (cryst.)   10  grama 

No.  2. 

Water   200  c.c. 

Sodium  sulphite    10  grams 

Pyramidol    1  gram 

Potassium  carbonate    10  grams 

Stains  on  Autochromes. 

The  "  British  Journal  of  Photography  "  publishes  a  note 
on  the  permanganate  stains  which  sometimes  occur  in  the 
reversing-bath.  The  remedy  suggested  is  to  use  only  a 
freshly  prepared  solution  of  potassium  permanganate 
and  to  add  the  sulphuric  acid  immediately  before  using.  I 
have  never  come  across  these  stains,  but  then  I  always  use 
fresh  distilled  water  in  making  up  the  permanganate,  when 
the  solution  keeps  indefinitely.  Those  who  have  worked 
Wanklyn's  process  for  the  estimation  of  albuminoid  ammonia 
are  well  aware  of  the  importance  of  using  distilled  water, 
and  will  have  no  difficulty  in  recognising  the  source  of  the 
stains  referred  to. 

Prevention  of  Halation. 

Colloidal  brown  manganese  oxide  is  the  latest  substance 
to  be  used  as  a  preventive  of  halation.  It  is  prepared  by 
warming  together  solutions  of  gelatin  and  potassium  per- 
manganate and  mixing  the  brown  liquid  thus  obtained  with 
gelatin,  or  by  adding  ammonia  to  a  solution  of  gelatin,  a 
manganous  salt,  and  some  oxidising  agent  such  as  hydrogen 
peroxide.  Messrs.  Lumiere  have  obtained  a  French  patent 
(No.  379,187)  for  its  use,  and  they  propose  to  apply  it  to  the 
glass  before  coating,  so  that  it  is  interposed  between  the 
glass  and  the  film. 

Titling:  Negatives. 

Writing  titles  on  negatives  is  always  a  more  or  less 
irksome  business,  but  the  least  troublesome  and  most  satis- 
factory way  is  to  write  the  title  with  a  fine  pen  on  writing- 
paper,  using  copying-ink,  and  then  to  damp  the  paper  and 
to  press  into  contact  with  the  wet  gelatin  film,  thus  trans- 
ferring the  writing  in  the  same  way  as  in  a  copying  press. 
Needless  to  say,  the  paper  should  not  be  allowed  to  get  dry 
before  being  removed,  as  this  would  probably  cause  injury 
to  the  film.  A  special  ink  recommended  for  the  process  by 
Mons.  Aubrey  is  made  as  follows  : 
A. 

Sugar   25  grams 

Water   100  c.c. 

Glycerin   80  c.c. 

B. 

Acid  mercurous  nitrate   15  grams 

Mercuric  chloride   8  grams 

Water   100  c.c. 

For  use  mix  equal  parts  of  A  and  B.

Lemonade  Tablets. 

This  is  a  suggestion  for  a  seasonable  chemist's  window 
display  which  we  reproduce  from  a  photograph  which 
we  have  received  from  the  Standard  Tablet  and  Pill  Co., 
Hove,  Sussex.  The  border  is  made  from  natural-looking 
lemons  and  foliage,  printed  in  colours  and  supplied  by  the 
company,  and  interspersed  with  the  boxes  of  tablets  are 
attractive  and  small  showcards,  while  the  accessories  com- 
prise a  f-ew  large  lumps  of  alum  to  represent  ice  (which 
gives  to  the  display  a  most  refreshing  and  attractive  ap- 
pearance), a  glass  bowl  containing  a  few  fresh  lemons,  and 
glass  jug  and  tumblers  containing  water  tinted  with 
ehroniate  of  potash  to  represent  lemonade.  This  solu- 
tion does  not  require  the  frequent  changing  that  is  neces- 
sary when  the  actual  lemonade  is  displayed.  Straws  put 
in  the  lemon-coloured  solution  enhance  the  effect.  The- 
wording  on  the  showcards  is  effective.  We  quote  one 
specimen  : 

Only  a  Tumbler  of  Water  required.    No  sugar.    That  is 
where  the  Lemonade  Tablets  score  over  the  old=^fashioned 
crystals.     You  can  make  one  glass  at  a  time. 
The  print  of  the  originals  can  be  read  at  a  distance  of 
6  ft.  or  so,  and  the  chromo-lithographed  cards  are  just 
as  clear,  though  more  showy. 

For  a  Centrepiece. 

A  Pyramid  of  wooden  boxes  from  large  to  small,  and  care- 
fully levelled  and  covered  with  material,  makes  a  magnifi- 
cent show-stand,  and  with  an  electric  lamp  at  the  top  a 
fine  result  is  attained.    If  a  piece  of  strong  wire  or  cane 


is  procured  and  bent  as  shown,  and  fixed  into  the  base 
board,  after  "  dressing  "  with,  say,  artificial  violets  or  any 
other  flowers,  the  effect  is  enhanced.  In  this  ca^e  the 
lamp  may  be  hung  from  the  keystone  of  the  arch  as  shown.

fsrinperatures  under  this  heading  are  on  the  Centigrade  scale. 


Molecular  "Weights  of  Phosphoric  Acids.- M.  Giran 
.("Nature,"  2019,  p.  240)  finds  the  molecular  weights  of  phos- 
phoric acids  by  the  cryoscopic  method  in  acetic  acid  falls 
■with  age  of  the  solution  ;  the  true  molecular  weight  for  each 
acid  at  the  moment  of  solution  is  deduced  from  a  time  curve. 
The  formulee  thus  deduced  are:  Meta-phosphorio  acid 
SlHPOa),  pyrophosphorio  acid  3(H4P207),  and  ortho-phos- 
,phoric  acid  2(H3PO.). 

The  Chemistry  of  Cottonsped  Oil.— Haller  ("Chem. 
.Zeit.,"  1907,  793)  has  examined  this  oil  by  Haller's  method. 
This  consists  in  heating  the  oil  with  hydrochloric-acid  gas 
■and  methyl  alcohol,  by  which  means  the  fatty  acids  are  con- 
verted into  methyl  esters,  and  the  glycerin  is  set  free.  On 
^ractional  distillation  Haller  obtained  a  considerable  amount 
'below  200°  at  15mm.,  which  he  found  to  consist  of  the  methyl 
■aster  of  palmitic  acid,  melting  at  28°  to  30°  ;  from  the  higher 
boiling  fractions  the  methyl  esters  of  arachidic,  oleic,  and 
'iinoleic  acids  were  obtained,  as  well  as  a  little  stearic-aoid 
■aster.  It  was  found  that  70  per  cent,  of  the  oil  consisted  of 
(palmitin. 

A  Delicate  Test  for  Bromides  alone  or  in  solution  with 
•chlorides  is  described  by  J.  S.  Jamieson  ("  Proc.  Chem.  Soc," 
24,  343,  p.  144).  The  solution  to  be  tested  is  heated  to  boiling 
with  1  CO.  to  2  o.c.  of  dilute  sulphuric  acid,  and  1  c.c.  to  2  c.c. 
■of  potassium-dichromate  solution,  cooled,  and  shaken  with 
■chloroform.  The  chloroform  layer  is  separated,  washed  two 
or  three  times  with  water,  and  shaken  with  a  little  dilute 
ipotassium-iodide  solution.  If  bromide  is  present  the  bromine 
liberated  by  the  chromic  acid  formed  will,  set  free  iodine  and 
'oolour  the  chloroform  violet.  Sensitivity  of  the  test  is  0.5  mg. 
■of  potassium  or  sodium  bromide,  free  or  in  the  presence  of 
sodium  chloride. 

A  New  Test  for  Silver. -W,  Gregmy  ("  Proc.Chpra.  Soc' 
;24,  341,  p.  125)  states  that  when  a  solution  of  a  silver  salt 
ia  added  to  a  mixture  of  20  c.c.  of  aqueous  ammonium 
■salicylate  (prepared  by  adding  a  slight  excess  of  ammonia 
solution  to  20  grams  of  salicylic  acid,  and  the  solution  made 
mp  to  1  litre)  and  20  c.c.  of  ammonium  persulphate  solution 
i{50  grams  in  1  litre)  an  intense  brown  colour  is  produced. 
By  this  reaction  O.Ol  milligram  of  silver  can  be  detected. 
The  presence  of  lead  does  not  interfere  with  the  test.  The 
^rown  substance  formed  does  not  contain  silver,  and  it  is  prob- 
able that  the  silver  salt  acts  as  catalyst,  since  on  boiling  a 
■solution  of  ammonium  salicylate  with  ammonium  persulphate 
•a,  similar  brown  colour  is  produced. 

Bacillus  Foedans. — The  cause  of  taint  in  snme  miscured 
'hams  which  had  undergone  "  dry-curing "  only  (treatment 
with  dry  salt  and  saltpetre  on  the  outer  surface  only,  no 
■other  method  of  salting,  injection,  or  pickling  in  fluid  being 
used)  has  been  investigated  by  Professor  Klein,  and  he  has 
■traced  it  to  cylindrical  microbes,  found  in  great  number  in 
■the  discoloured  (grey-green)  swollen  muscle  fibres  of  the 
■tainted  parts.  The  microbe  is  non-motile,  of  average  length, 
■of  3-5  /J.  and  0.4  m  in  diameter,  but  varying  considerably, 
■and  may  be  in  filaments  of  considerable  length.  The  name 
■of  Bacillus  foedans  is  proposed  for  this  organism.  It  is  an 
■obligate  aneerobe,  growing  readily  at  20°  C.  in  glucose 
gelatin  (which  it  does  not  liquefy)  and  glucose  broth,  but 
•not  in  ordinary  nutrient  agar,  gelatin,  or  broth.  It  is  prob- 
•ably  non-sporing.  The  organism  is  Gram  positive  and  non- 
ipathogenio  to  guinea-pigs,  and  all  cultures  possess  the  putrid 
smell  similar  to  that  of  the  tainted  flesh. 

Fats  of  Indian  Nuttnesrs.— David  Honnof  deals  with  this 
■subject  in  the  "  Agric-.iltural  Ledger"  (1907.  No.  3).  The 
"kernels  of  Myristica  canarica,  Bedd.,  yield  64  to  76  per  cent. 
<of  crystalline  fat  (Pundi  oil),  melting-point  37.5°,  acid-value 
37.08,  saponification-value  215.02.  iodine-value  26.64,  and  fatty 
;acids  92  per  cent,  (melting-point  41°  and  aoid-value  217.53). 
The  kernels  of  M.  m.alaharica.  Linn.,  yielded  40.76  per  cent, 
■of  fat  and  resins.  The  purified  fat  melted  at  39°.  Arnst  and 
Hart's  and  E.  Spaeth's  figures  for  the  fat  of  this  Bombay 
■mace  are  quoted.  The  fats  obtained  from  the  true  nutmeg 
{M.  fraqrans,  Houtt.)  are  also  mentioned,  but  no  physical 
"laotors  are  given.  The  other  species  mentioned  are  all  foreign 
■to  India,  and  include  M.  Bicuhyha,  Schott,  and  M.  officinalis. 
Mart.  (Brazil),  whose  kernels  yield  75  per  cent,  of  Ucuhuba 
'fat;  M.  Surinam rnsis.  Roland  (West  Indies  Cuango  nuts), 
•the  kernels  of  which  yield  73  per  cent,  of  fat;  M.  nngolcnsis, 
Welw.  (Gaboon.  Combo  nut);  M.  nnatemalensis,  Hemsl. 
'(Guatemala)  ;  M.  Ofaba,  H.  B.  (New  "Granada,  yields  Otaba 
wax);  ^r.  srbifera.  Sw.  (Brazil,  etc..  yields  26  per  cent,  of  a 
candle-making  fat)  ;  and  M.  lanrifnlia,  Hook.  f.  and  Thoms 
■(the  wild  nutmeg  of  Ceylon).  Mr.  Hooper  concludes  that  the 
seeds  of  M.  canarica  would  be  of  economic  value  if  marketed 
well.

Silver-nitrate  Antidote. 

If  silver  nitrate  has  been  applied  to  any  of  the  mucous 
membranes,  a  solution  of  sodium  chloride  will  greatly  re- 
lieve any  discomfort  there  may  be  following  its  use. 
Ricl<ets  and  Decay  of  tlie  Teeth. 

In  a  young  person,  who  has  been  the  subject  of  rickets 
in  childhood,  the  permanent  teeth  decay  earlier  than  the 
teeth  of  members  of  the  same  family  who  were  not  rickety. 

Sterilisation  of  Instruments. 

A  5-per-cent.  solution  of  lysol  is  an  ideal  steriliser  of 
instruments.  It  does  not  corrode  or  discolour  them. 
Forceps  it  is  best  to  boil,  and  the  joints  may  be  lubricated 
with  vaseline,  to  which  a  little  lysol  has  been  added. 

Indians'  Cure  for  Toothache. 

Red  Indians  were  accustomed  to  use  the  cautery  in  the 
f  omi  of  a  red-hot  wire  for  the  cure  of  toothache.  One  would 
hold  the  head  of  the  sufferer  firmly  when  another  inserted 
the  red-hot  wire  into  the  mouth.  If  the  toothache  did  not 
stop  at  once  the  wire  was  again  heated  and  pushed  into  the 
tooth,  and  the  operation  repe.ited  until  relief  was  obtained.

The  general  practitioner  who  is  asked  to  prescribe  for 
toothache  will  find  the  following  application  useful  :

Sig.  :  Apply  to  the  cavity  a  tampon  of  cotton  with  a  few 
drops  of  the  solution. 

"The  Baby  Comforter." 

The  dummy  teat  or  baby  comforter  is  to  be  greatly  con- 
demned. The  constant  action  of  the  baby  sucking  causes 
the  cheeks  to  be  drawn  in  by  atmospheric  pressure.  They 
in  turn  press  on  the  jaws  which  are  just  forming,  and  the 
result  is  a  retardation  of  growth,  high  palate  and  pro- 
minent upper  teeth,  with  other  irregularities  If  the  mouth 
be  examined  there  is  often  seen  a  space  between  the  upper 
and  lower  incisor  teeth  sufficient  to  admit  of  one's  little 
finger.  Mouth  breathing  is  encouraged,  and  this  in  turn 
is  one  of  the  causes  of  enlarged  tonsils,  adenoid  growth, 
etc.,  and  so  the  damage  caused  is  exceedingly  severe  and 
prejudicial  to  the  health  of  the  child.  At  all  times,  night 
and  day,  mothers  place  the  dummy  teat  in  the  mouth  of  the 
child  on  the  slightest  pretext,  until  the  infant  gets  so  accus- 
tomed to  it  that  the  moment  it  is  removed  it  is  missed, 
and  the  child  begins  to  whimper,  with  the  result  that  the 
teat  is  replaced. 

Aluminium  as  a  Base^plate  for  Artificial  Teeth. 

Aluminium  has  been  brought  forward  more  and  more  of 
late  as  a  substitute  for  vulcanite  in  making  upper  plates. 
The  great  objection  to  it  when  first  introduced  for  this 
purpose  was  that  it  was  readily  acted  on  by  the  oral  fluids. 
It  is  now  produced  in  an  almost  pure  state,  when  it  is 
found  not  to  be  acted  on  in  this  way.  Compared  with 
vulcanite  it  is  light  and  strong.  It  is  a  good  conductor 
of  heat,  and  thus  does  not  irritate  the  tissues  like  vul- 
canite, which,  owing  to  its  non-conduction  of  thermal 
changes,  retains  heat  a  long  time  itider  the  plate.  In 
persons  who  have  worn  vulcanite  plates  for  any  length  of 
time  the  tissues  underneath  the  denture  are  in  a  hyper- 
semic  condition,  and  absorption  of  the  alveolar  process  is 
always  taking  place  to  a  greater  or  less  extent.  This 
means  the  denture  ceases  to  fit,  becomes  loose,  and  has  to 
be  re-made  periodically.  With  aluminium,  on  the  other 
hand,  the  tissues  are  firm  and  show  a  normal  condition. 
The  changes  produced  in  an  impure  aluminium  plate  are 
probably  the  result  of  electrolytic  processes.  Many  of  the 
smaller  weights  used  in  pharmacy  are  now  made  of  alu- 
minium, and  I  have  seen  these  weights  take  on  this  action 
■^7hen  placed  in  water,  evolving  a  considerable  amount  of 
hvdrogen  gas.  A  1-drachm  aluminium  weight  lost  over 
10  grains  in  the  course  of  twenty-four  hours.  If  aluminium 
weights  are  in  use  this  fact  should  be  borne  in  mind. 
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Pharmacists  on  the  Prairie. 

[The  following  account  of  a  chance  meeting  of  two  young 
chemists  {a  Londoner  and  a  Scot)  on  a  prairie  in  the  Far 
West  of  Canada  is  sent  to  us  by  one  of  them.] 

EIDING  south  on  the  graded  trail  from  town  with  a 
waggon-load  of  chopped  oats  and  wheat  for  pig-feed  I 
•was  passed  by  the  liveryman  from  town,  who  invit«d  me 
to  pass  his  place  and  have  tea.  I  said,  "  It's  too  late  and  I 
have  a  long  way  to  go." 

"  It  won't  take  you  out  of  your  way  any."  j 
"  All  right,  drive  on  and  I  will  follow."  j 
I  arrived  and  wheeled  my  horses  round  to  the  wind  to  i 
help  keep  the  mosquitos  off  them.    Tea  was  laid  on  a  table  ' 
out  on  the  prairie,  it  being  too  hot  in  the  small  homestead 
shack,  but  a  north-west  appetite  can  do  justice  to  good 
bread,  green  tea,  maple  syrup,  etc.,  under  any  conditions. 
A  stranger  came  in  from  the  breaking-plough  for  tea,  and  I 
was  introduced.    We  attended  strictly  to  business  while 
the  tea  lasted,  and  said  little,  but  as  I  was  about  to  leave 
this  conversation  took  place  between  the  stranger  and  me  : 
"You're  a  chemist,  aren't  you?"  said  he. 
"  Yes,"  I  replied. 
"  So  am  I.' 

"  From  the  Old  Country  ?  " 

"  Yes,  I  was  twelve  years  in  London." 

"  Are  you  qualified  ?  " 

"  No  ;  my  health  broke  down  during  my  examination,  and 
the  doctors  ordered  me  to  leave  the  trade,  so  came  out  here 
to  homestead,  thinking  the  London  qualification  was  not 
accepted  and  that  I  would  have  to  take  the  examination  for 
whichever  province  I  was  in." 

"  That  is  a  pity." 

"  Are  you  qualified  ?  " 

"Yes,  and  have  my  diploma  for  Sask  and  Alta."  ' 

"  Did  you  not  have  to  go  up  for  the  examinations  here  ?  " 

"No;  I  paid  $50  for  registration  under  the  British 
qualification,  but  that  was  before  the  North-West  Terri- 
tories were  made  provinces." 

"  I  didn't  know  you  could  do  that." 

"  Have  you  got  a  homestead  ?  " 

"Yes,  about  eight  miles  north  of  the  town." 

"  Do  vou  like  the  life  ?  " 

"Yes",  all  right." 

"  Better  than  the  drug  trade  ?  " 

"Yes,  much." 

"  Do  vou  think  there  is  more  in  it  ?  " 
"Yes." 

"  Have  you  got  a  homestead  ?  " 

"  Yes,  about  twelve  miles  south,  just  south  of  the  river." 


"Do  you  like  it?" 

"Yes,  but  i  mean  to  get  into  business  here  as  soon  as  1 
can.  Well,  I  must  be  going,  there  is  a  thunderstorm  and' 
rain  making  up  away  to  the  south-west,  and  I  have  eight 
miles  to  go,  and  don't  want  to  be  caught  in  it." 

"  Good  night." 

"  Good  night." 

And  off  I  went  for  home  across  the  rough  prairie  at  a  trot 
with  my  horses  and  waggon, 'musing  on  the  ups  and  downs  of 
a  chemist's  life.

Otto  of  Rose. 

By  E.  J.  Parry,  B.Sc,  F.I.C. 


OTTO  OF  ROSE  has  probably  not  been  so  largely  adul- 
terated for  many  years  as  appears  to  be  the  case  this 
season.  Presumably  this  is  due  t-o  the  last  two  crops  having 
been  short  and  to  the  financial  troubles  of  the  peasants. 

I  have  for  many  years  past  examined  very  large  numbers 
of  samples  of  pure  otto  of  rose,  and  I  am  bound  to  say  I 
cannot  agree  with  the  figures  given  in  their  last  "Report"  by 
Messrs.  Schimmel  &  Co.  for  the  specific  gravity  and  the 
refractive  index.  The  following  represent  five  samples 
from  the  best  possible  sources,  and  which  I  have  every 
reason  to  believe  to  be  pure  samples  of  this  year's  distilla- 
tion :

The  purity  of  these  samples  is  further  evidenced  by  the 
characters  of  the  stearoptenes  and  by  the  absence  of 
alcohol  and  other  adulterants.  The  following  figures  are 
for  samples  guaranteed  pure  and  of  this  year's  distillation, 
all  of  which  are  grossly  adulterated  and  all  in  the  same 
manner.  It  will  be  noticed  that  in  the  main  the  physical 
characters  of  these  samples  are  practically  identical  with 
those  of  pure  otto  of  rose,  which  shows  that  the  adulterators 
are  fully  alive  to  the  usual  tests  to  which  the  otto  is 
subjected  :

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  specific  gravity  of  some  of  these 
samples  is  rather  lower  than  is  usual  for  pure  otto.  The 
refractive  index  is  also  lower  than  usual.  In  every  one 
of  the  above  samples  I  was  able  to  extract  with  water 
sufficient  alcohol  to  give  a  well-marked  iodoform  reaction— 


in  some  cases,  indeed,  suflacient  to  obtain  a  copious  pre- 
cipitate of  iodoform.  The  otto,  which  had  been  twice 
washed  with  cold  water,  was  then  examined.  In  every 
case  I  found  a  marked  increase  in  specific  gravity  and 
refractive  index.  For  example,  in  sample  No.  1  the  washed 
otto  had  a  specific  gravity  of  0.8599  and  a  refractive  inde^ 
of  1.4686.  There  is  no  doubt  that  a  mixture  of  geraniol 
with  a  little  absolute  alcohol  is  being  used  to  an  enormous 
extent  this  year.  It  may  be  noted  that  the  refractive 
index  of  absolute  alcohol  is  about  1.3600.  There  is  no 
question  here  of  phenyl-ethyl  alcohol,  as  this  substance 
has  a  much  higher  specific  gravity  than  otto  of  rose,  and  a 
retractive  index  of  about  1.5220  (determined  on  a  sample 
which  is  99  per  cent.  pure).

THE  week  having  been  broken  into  by  the  Bank 
Holiday,  business  in  drugs  and  chemicals  has  been 
more  or  less  restricted,  the  bulk  of  the  orders  being 
mostly  for  current  requirements.  Alterations  in  value, 
however,  are  fairly  numerous,  but  they  involve  few 
startling  cr  important  changes.  In  chemicals,  the  upward 
course  of  China  crude  camphor  is  maintained,  while  the 
German  refiners  have  advanced  their  prices  one  penny. 
Ammonia  sulphate  and  yellow  prussiate  of  potash  are 
firmer ;  carbolic  acid  and  nitrate  of  soda  are  easier. 
Quicksilver  is  lower.  Crude  glycerin  is  much  higher, 
and  refined  may  follow.  Sugar  of  milk  is  firmer.  Changes 
in  crude  drugs  and  oils  include  an  advance  in  crude 
cocaine,  which  may  find  reflection  among  the  second-hand 
sellers  of  hydrochloride.  Opium  is  lower  in  Smyrna,  a 
large  business  having  been  done  at  the  decline.  Cod-liver 
oil  is  weak,  castor  oil  is  unchanged,  and  pharmaceutical 
grades  of  olive  oH  are  scarce.  Cubeb  oil  is  dearer,  and 
reductions  are  announced  in  spearmint,  coriander,  cara- 
way, and  juniper-berry  oils.  Hydrastis  (golden  seal)  is 
dearer.  New  Belgian  chamomiles  are  easier.  Insect 
flowers  have  advanced  considerably,  owing  to  serious  crop 
shortage.  On  the  other  hand,  new  cantharides  are 
plentiful.  Otto  of  rose  offers  at  widely  varying  prices.

Smyrna,  August  4  : — The  sales  of  new  opium  to  the 
United  States  amount  to  170  cases  at  the  equivalent  of  14s.

Mar- 
ket is  now  firmer. 

New  York,  August  6  : — Business  in  drugs  is  dull.  Opium 
is  lower  at  $5.50  per  lb.  for  single  cases  of  druggist's. 
Mexican  sarsaparilla  is  firm  at  8^c.  Hydrastis  (golden 
seal)  has  advanced  to  $1.95  for  fall  dug  and  to  $1.75  for 
spring  dug.  Cascara  sagrada  is  higher  at  7c.  per  lb.  Senega 
is  easy  at  40c.  per  lb.,  a  reduction  of  2c.  Copaiba  at  45r. 
is  easy  for  Central  and  South  American.  Balsam  Canada 
has  advanced  to  $6  per  gall.,  and  serpentary  has  also 
advanced  to  47c.  per  lb. 

Chili  Nitrate. 

A  meeting  of  the  representatives  of  the  directorates  of  the 
various  nitrate  companies  was  held  at  Iquique  on  August  4, 
at  which  an  arrangement  was  agreed  upon  for  the  centralisa- 


tion  of  the  sale  of  nitrate.  A  head  office  is  to  bo  established 
in  London,  with  branches  in  all  the  capitals  of  Europe.  The 
president  of  the  meeting  remarked  that  tlae  centralisation 
would  benefit  both  producers  and  consumers  of  saltpetre,  as 
sales  would  be  effected  direct,  and  would  thus  reduce  the 
number  of  middlemen,  who  increased  the  pric«  of  saltpetre. 
Moreover,  different  markets  would  be  supplied  according  to 
their  requirements. 

Mitcham  Herb  Crops. 

Messrs.  J.  &  G.  Miller,  of  Mitcham,  write  on  August  4 
that  cutting  has  already  commenced,  the  fine  hot  weather 
having  ripened  the  crops  much  sooner  than  anticipated. 

Lavender  has  proved  to  be  the  finest  crop  for  many  years, 
but  the  acreage  is  very  small,  being  under  thirty  acres  in  the 
whole  of  the  Mitcham  district.  Very  little,  if  any,  of  this 
will  be  distilled,  as  it  pays  the  growers  better  to  sell  the  fresh 
flowers  in  bunches  at  Covent  Garden  market.  The  oil,  how- 
ever, will  not  be  scarce,  as  there  is  still  a  fair  quantity  of  old 
oil  left. 

Peppermint  is  again  a  disappointing  crop,  affected  a  great 
deal  by  the  blight  known  as  "rust"  or  "snuff";  conse- 
quently it  will  have  to  be  cut  before  coming  to  maturity. 
The  acreage  is  about  the  same  as  last  year.  With  favourable 
weather  during  this  and  next  month  the  total  yield  will  be  a 
little  more  than  last  year,  but  with  unfavourable  weather 
during  this  period  tho  total  yield  may  be  even  less  than  last 
season's  short  crop.  There  is  practically  no  genuine  old  oil 
left,  so  prices  are  likely  to  be  high  again  this  season. 

Chamomile  needs  rain  quickly  or  it  will  be  a  very  poor 
crop.  The  acreage  is  exceedingly  small  this  year,  and  there 
is  no  old  stock  left. 

Heavy  Chemicals. 

The  demand  all  round  in  the  heavy  chemical  market  con- 
tinues to  be  only  of  a  quiet  nature.  New  business,  both  as 
regards  main  and  miscellaneous  products,  is  on  the  low  side, 
but  deliveries  against  existing  contracts  are  fairly  steady. 
Values  _show  very  little  change,  and  for  the  most  part  are  well 
maintained. 

Sulphate  of  Ammonia. — Somewhat  contrary  to  expecta- 
tions, this  product  has  taken  a  rather  steadier  tone,  since  the 
parcels  offering  for  prompt  delivery  liave  been  well  taken 
up  in  order  to  fulfil  existing  contracts.  Generally  speaking, 
however,  the  market  is  only  a  quiet  one.  Inquiries  for 
forward  have  been  heavier,  and  moderate  transactions  have 
been  concluded  for  autumn,  but  practically  nothing  for  the 
spring,  of  next  year,  as  buycs  are  not  inclined  *'0  pay  the 
advanced  figures  asked  by  sellers  for  such  period.  Present 
nearest  quotations  are :  Beckton,  September-December, 
li;.

In  coal-tar  products, 
sulphate  of  ammonia  has  advanced,  but  benzols  are  again 
fractionally  lower.  Carbolic  acid  and  creosote  steady. 
Farinas  generally  show  no  change,  but  sizing  flour  is  very 
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firm  owing  to  the  continued  advance  in  wheat.  Oilcake  shows 
little  change.

Continental  Drug  and  Chemical  Markets. 

Cardamoms. — The  reports  which  have  been  circulating  for 
several  months  as  to  the  smallness  of  the  crop  must  now  be 
credited.  Consequently  the  market  maintains  its  firm  and 
gradually  rising  tendency.  Th-e  demand  is  moderate,  any 
increase  resulting  almost  always  in  an  advance  in  price. 

Citric  Acid. — There  is  a  steadily  increasing  demand.  In 
expectation  of  an  advance  in  the  price  of  raw  material  a  good 
quantity  has  been  recently  sold  for  delivery.  It  is  probable 
tnat  there  will  be  quite  a  considerable  quantity  of  raw 
material  left  in  Sicily,  and  this  may  eventually  cause  a  decline 
in  price. 

Elder  Flowers. — The  Russian  crop  this  year  appears  to 
be  more  abundant  than  was  at  first  supposed.  A  large  parcel 
■was  recently  offered  in  Hamburg  below  prevailing  prices — at 
about  95m.  If  this  lot  is  not  bought  up  on  these  terms  a 
further  decrease  is  by  no  means  improbable,  as  there  are 
assuredly  further  supplies  to  be  disposed  of.  The  German  pro- 
duct is  maintained  at  130m.  per  lOO  kilos. 

Glycerin. — It  may  be  concluded  that  second-hand  dealers 
still  have  considerable  quantities  of  cheaper  glycerin  at  their 
disposal,  as  they  showed  no  great  inclination  to  profit  by  the 
change  in  price  conditions.  This  has  not  affected  the  general 
firmness  of  the  market,  and  the  possibility  of  a  further  ad- 
vance in  price  must  be  taken  into  account  so  long  as  crude 
glycerin  maintains  its  present  stability. 

Tonka  Beans. — Supplies,  which  for  some  months  have  been 
very  limited,  are  now  realising  10.50  to  11m.  per  kilo,  for 
prime  Angostura.  Surinam  beans  are  also  beginning  to  be 
scarce,  and  this  involves  an  increase  in  price,  the  present 
quotation  being  6.50m.  per  kilo.  It  seems  probable  that  this 
high  price  will  be  maintained  for  some  time. 

American  Drug-market. 

Neto  York,  July  28. 

Quiet  conditions  continue  to  prevail  in  the  American  drug- 
market,  and  the  business  transacted  during  the  past  week  has 
been  of  disappointing  volume,  even  for  this  season.  Changes 
in  list-prices  have  been  few.    Opium  is  in  easy  tendency. 

Aloes. — Curasao  in  boxes  is  in  good  supply,  but  receipts 
have  fallen  off,  and  the  market  is  a  little  steadier  at  the 
former  prices  of  65c.  to  7c.,  as  to  quantity  and  seller.  Cape 
is  worth  8c.,  and  true  Barbados  35c.  per  lb. 

Camphor. — Refined  is  steadier  iii  sympathy  with  the  situa- 
tion abroad,  and  the  50c.  quotation  now  better  represents 
spot  values. 

Cascaba  Sagbada. — Interest  in  new  bark  is  still  in  abeyance, 
and  quotations  from  the  coast  are  well  in  advance  of  the  views 
of  local  dealers.  Reports  of  a  poor  yield  arrive  from  time  to 
time  without  affecting  the  spot  position  of  the  drug,  which 
is  easy  at  present ;  but  in  the  circumstances  no  definite  tend- 
ency can  be  assigned  to  the  market.  Spot  prices  range  from 
6c.  to  7c.  per  lb. 

Copaiba. — Receipts  have  been  heavy,  and  dealers  are  well 
stocked  with  all  varieties  of  Central  and  South  American 
pure.  No  departure  from  the  former  quotations  of  45c.  to 
60c.  per  lb.  has  been  noted,  but  lower  prices  are  expected 
to  rule  throughout  the  various  grades.  Para  also  is  easier 
at  70c. 

Hydrastis. — The  market  for  high  testing  fall-dug  is  firm 
at  $1.85  to  $2.00  per  lb.  It  is  reported  that  large  supplies  of 
spring-dug  have  accumulated  in  the  country,  and  from  $1.60 
to  $1.75  is  asked.  None  of  this  variety  is  offered  on  spot,  but 
it  will  probably  find  its  way  into  circulation  later  on  blended 
with  the  more  seasonable  root.    (See  cable.) 


Menthol  is  fairly  steady  at  the  higher  level  of  $2  to  $2.10. 

Opium  i«  still  quoted  at  $5.75  for  case  and  jobbing  lots,  and 
no  sales  at  lower  prices  have  come  to.  light,  .but  the  tone  of 
the  market  is  distinctly  easy,  notwithstanding  the  scarcity  of 
supplies.  Nearby  arrivals  are  offered  at  a  15c.  reduction, 
and  the  previous  quotation  at  $5.55  for  July-August  delivery 
has  been  lowered  to  $5.25,  which  clearly  indica.tes  the  trend 
of  the  market. 

Peppermint  Oil  (American). — Distillation  has  commenced 
in  some  of  the  districts ;  otherwise  there  is  nothing  to  add  to- 
previous  reports. 

Senega  (Western). — As,  is  usual  at  this  season,  consumption, 
is  backward,  and  heavy  supplies  in  the  country  have  rendered 
the  spot  position  easy,  with  prices  nominal  at  42c. 

Serpentary  is  scarce  and  firm  at  42c.    (Since  advanced.) 

Spearmint  Oil.; — Large  crops  of  spearmint  were  planted  in. 
anticipation  of  a  heavy  demand  for  oil  by  chewing-gum  manu- 
facturers. The  new  flavour  did  not  take,  however,  and  owing 
to  over-production  oil  is  obtainable  (near  by)  at  $3.50,  against 
a  recent  price  of  $7.  [The  manufacturers  advertised  that  the- 
taste  of  spearmint  lasted  "for  ever  and  ever."  The  policy 
of  adding  such  a  permanent  flavour  to  the  gum  was  naturally 
short-sighted  and  self-destructive,  as  no  second  purchase  off 
supply  would  be  necessary  except  in  case  of  loss  through 
swallowing  or  misplacing  the  "  chew."] 

Acid,  Citric,  continues  scarce,  although  foreign  in  some 
quarters  might  be  bought  a  trifle  under  our  last  quotation — 
say,  Is.  3|fZ.  to  Is.  ^d.  English  continues  off  the  market. 
Citrate  of  lime  is  firm  at  16/.  10s.  c.i.f. 

Acid,  Tartaric,  is  very  firm  and  scarce  on  the  spot  &%, 
from  lOffZ.  per  lb.  for  foreign  and  lid.  for  English. 

Aloes. — The  Kinfauns  Castle  has  brought  seventy-three- 
cases  from  Mossel  Bay  and  fourteen  cases  from  Algoa  Bay. 

AsAFETiDA. — The  exports  from  the  port  of  Bunder  Abbas- 
during  1907  amounted  to  4.237  cwt.,  against  7,006  cwt.  in. 
1906,  or  2,769  cwt.  less.  The  disturbed  state  of  roads  from 
the  Interior  was  partly  responsible  for  the  shrinkage.  Frorri 
Lingah  393  cwt.  was  shipped  last  year  to  Aden,  India,  and 
Oman  ports. 

BucHU. — Since  the  auctions  small  sales  of  fair  greenish 
round  have  been  made  at  Q^d.  per  lb. ;  good  green  leaves- 
are  scarce.

Q^d.  per  lb.  in  ton  lots,  which  is  an  advance 
of  Id.  For  shipment  Japanese  1-oz.  tablets  are  quoted 
Is.  9^6?.,  and  2^-lb.  slabs  at  Is.  S^d.,  c.i.f.;  1-oz.  tablets- 
on  the  spot  have  been  sold  at  Is.  Q-^d. 

Canthaeides. — The  new  Russian  crop  is  said  to  be  a  good 
one  this  year,  being  obtainable  at  2s.  bd.  per  lb.  c.i.f. 
terms. 

Cardamoms. — The  s.s.  Shropshire  from  Colombo  has- 
brought  114  cases. 

Cascara  Sagrada. — Since  the  auction  a  parcel  of 
damaged  has  been  sold  at  31s.  per  cwt.,  but  no  sound  bark 
is  obtainable  below  33s.  to  34s.  per  cwt.  For  shipment 
various  bids  up  to  28s.  have  been  refused,  and  in  one  quarter 
business  has  been  done  at  30s.  c.i.f.,  but  it  is  doubtful  if 
further  lots  are  obtainable  at  this  price.  Our  cable  reports- 
a  firmer  market  in  U.S.A. 

Chamomiles. — The  new  Belgian  crop  is  now  being  more- 
freely  offered,  first  pickings  being  obtainable  at  from  62s.  dd. 
to  63s.  dd.  per  cwt. 

Cinchona. — The  auction  to  be  held  at  Amsterdam  on. 
August  27  will  consist  of  1.076  bales  and  853  cases  Succi- 
rubra,  6,333  packages  Ledgeriana,  14  packages  Robusta, 
and  1,091  packages  hybrid,  making  a  total  of  9,367  packages  ;. 
108  packages  Java  coca-leaves" will  also  be  offered. 

Cloves. — Spot  is  quiet,  with  small  sales  of  fair  Zanzibar 
at  bd.  per  lb.  and  stalky  at  4|<Z.  The  delivery  market  is 
lower,  with  a  moderate  business,  including  August-October 
at  ^d.,  October-December  at  A^d.,  and  January-March, 
4|fZ.  to'4-i%cZ.  To  arrive  October-December  shipment  has- 
been  sold  at  ^d.,  November- January  at  4-1^6^.,  and  January-

Gambiee  is  dearer,  with  small  sales  of  cubes  at  32s.  per 
cwt.  spot. 

Glycerin. — An  advance  of  61.  per  ton  was  made  in  crude 
glycerin  on  Wednesday,  but  as  yet  the  refiners  have  not 
announced  an  alteration  in  refined,  which  remains  on  the 
basis  of  53^.  10s.  for  5-ton  lots  of  double-distilled  s.g.  1.260

Oil,  Olive. — According  to  an  advice  from,  one  of  the 
principal  agents  the  scarcity  has  become  still  more 
accentuated,  especially  in  oils  suitable  for  pharmaceutical 
requirements.  It  v.-as  hoped  at  one  time  that  Corfu  would 
continue  to  supply  a  fair  quantity  of  suitable  oils,  but  con- 
signments lately  received  show  a  considerable  deterioration 
in  quality,  rendering  them  unsuitable  for  chemists'  use. 
Spain  IS  entirely  out  of  the  market  owing  to  the  extreme 
figures  asked,  and  some  shippers  offer  large  allowances  in 
order  to  cancel  contracts. 

Oils,  Essential. — The  following  are  some  alterations 
among  minor  essential  oils  :  Coriander  oil  is  now  lower, 
owing  to  cheaper  raw  material,  and  for  finest  English  dis- 
tilled 36s.  per  lb.  is  quoted.  Caraway  oil  is  lower  at  8s.  6d. 
per  lb.  for  "  opt,"  and  Juniper-berry  oil  has  been  reduced 
to  17s.  per  lb.  Liquid  extract  of  Male  Fern  has  been  re- 
duced to  3s.  10c?.  to  4s.  per  lb.  as  to  quantity.  Cubeb  oil 
■has  been  advanced  to  6s.  per  lb.  owing  to  the  scarcity  of 
cubebs.  Spearmint  oil  is  cheaper,  the  new  American  crop 
•offering  to  arrive  at  16s.  per  lb.  c.i.f.  terms  (see  also  note 
under  our  American  drug-market).  Lemon  oil  has  been  the 
subject  of  several  advances  in  Messina,  but  the  range  of 
quotations  varies  widely,  as  usual ;  spot  is  offered  at  from 
3s.  9d.  to  4s.  6d.  per  lb.  Berr/amot  oil  of  fine  quality  con- 
taining 37  to  38  per  cent,  esters  is  quoted  14s.  on  the  spot. 
■Otto  of  Base  of  pure  quality  is  quoted  at  25s.  6c?.  per 
Turkish  oz.,  and  with  a  better  inquiry  the  market  is  re- 
garded as  firm,  while  some  look  for  an  advance. 
American  Peppermint  oil  is  steady  on  the  spot, 
■with  sales  of  pure  Wayne  County  at  6s.  Zd.  per  lb., 
'less  esteemed  brands  offering  at  4s. ;  H.G.H.  keeps  in  steady 
■demand  at  from  10s.  11c?.  to  lis.  as  to  quantity.  Small  spot 
Bales  of  Star-aniseed  oil  have  been  made  at  4s.  6d.  per  lb., 
and  to  arrive  sellers  quote  4s.  2d.  c.i.f.  Clove  oil  continues 
-easy,  in  view  of  the  low  prices  of  cloves;  3s.  Id.  to  3s.  2d. 
per  lb.  is  quoted. 

Oils,  Fixed. — Linseed  has  advanced  to  23s.  per  cwt. 


in  pipes  and  23s.  5d.  in  barrels.  Cottonseed  is  lower  at 
22s.  6d.  for  crude  on  the  spot,  but  ordinary  pale  refined  is 
unaltered  at  23s.  9c?.,  and  sweet  refined  at  26s.  Bape  is 
quiet  at  31s.  for  ordinary  brown  crude  and  33s.  9d.  for 
English  refined  in  casks.  Turpentine  is  lower  at  28s.  3c?. 
for  American  on  the  spot,  and  Petroleum  is  unchanged  at 
6^c/.  to  6^d.  for  ordinary  refined  American,  7^c?.  to  T^d. 
for  water-white,  and  5|<^.  to  5gfZ.  for  Russian. 

Olibanum. — Small  sales  of  good  palish  drop  have  been 
made  at  45s.,  fair  ditto  at  40s.,  and  ordinary  badly  garbled 
drop  at  27s.  6c?.  per  cwt. 

Opium. — The  British  Consul  at  Bunder  Abbas,  in  his 
annual  report  for  1907,  states  that  the  opium  exported  from 
Bunder  Abbas  for  the  most  part  comes  from  Meshed,  Yezd 
opimn  being  shipped  lid  Bushire.  The  exports  to  India 
fell  off  by  73  chests,  or  4,160?.  The  total  amount  exported, 
however,  rose  from  6,879Z.  (113  chests)  in  1906  to  8,4_51Z. 
(143  chests).  The  increased  exportation  was  all  to  China, 
which  took  109  chests,  valued  at  6,077Z.,  as  against  21  chests, 
valued  at  1,080?.,  in  the  previous  year. 

Pepper  is  quiet  but  steady  at  5d.  spot  for  fair  Singapore. 
Sales  for  arrival  include  25  tons  for  U.S.A.  at  2|^c?.  c.i.f. 
White  pepper  is  quoted  at  5c?.  on  spot  for  fair  Singapore 
and  4^c?.  for  fair  Penang.  For  arrival,  sales  include  20  tons 
Singapore  for  August-October  shipment  at  44-|c?.  c.i.f.  de- 
livered weight. 

Quicksilver  v/as  reduced  2s.  6c?.  per  bottle  to-day  by  the 
importers,  who  now  quote  7?.  17s.  6c/.,  and  second-hand 
holders  quote  71.  15s. 

Quinine  remains  neglected,  but  prices  are  unaltered  at 
7ff?.  per  oz.  for  best  German  brands  from  second-hands. 
Some  small  sales  of  the  Amsterdam  brand  have  been  made 
at  7^d.,  at  which  there  are  further  sellers,  and  Java  for 
forward  shipment  is  offered  at  6|c/.  per  oz. 

Saffron  is  unchanged  but  steady  at  32s.  per  lb.  net  for 
the  best  Valencia. 

Shellac. — Previous  to  the  holiday  the  market  closed 
lower,  the  nominal  value  of  fair  free  TN  Orange  being  118s. 
per  cwt.,  but  a  recovery  took  place  this  week,  fair  to  good 
free  selling  in  a  limited  way  at  119s.  to  120s.  Futures  are 
firmer  and  in  more  demand.  Good  and  fine  Orange  marks 
are  slow  at  from  140s.  to  150s.  per  cwt. 

Soda  Nitrate  is  easier  on  the  spot  at  9s.  lO'^d.  for 
ordinary  and  10s.  6cZ.  for  refined. 

Strychnine. — The  English  maker  has  reduced  his  price 
Id.  per  oz.  to  Is.  9c/.  net  for  B.P.  crystals  in  bulk,  and  to 
Is.  8-2C/.  in  powder ;  sulphate  is  now  Is.  7c?. 

Sulphur. — An  advice  from  Messina  dated  July  24  reports 
a  firm  market ;  the  advance  in  prices  during  the  month 
amounts,  in  all,  to  2^  per  cent.,  and  it  is  probable  they  will 
be  maintained  or  further  stiffen.  The  stocks  in  exporters' 
and  refiners'  hands  are  small,  and  little  or  nothing  can  now 
be  bought  under  the  Consorzio  prices.  The  total  exports 
from  Sicily  during  the  twelve  months  (July  to  June  1907-8) 
show  an  increase  of  9  per  cent,  over  those  of  1906-7,  being 
379,293  tons  against  347,185  tons.  Stocks_in  Sicily  at  the 
end  of  May  were  548,286  tons,  against  534. o49  tons  in  1907.

Abbas  amounted  in  value  to  13,937/.  against  17.645?.  in  1906  ; 
the  United  Kingdom  and  India  took  tragacanth  to  the  value 
of  8.648/.,  an  increase  of  1.005?.  on  the  previous  year.  The 
whole  of  the  decrease  is  accounted  for  by  the  exports  to 
Russia,  which  fell  from  10,002/.  to  5,289?. 

Wax,  Carnauba.— Spot  sales  of  ordinary  yellow  have 
been  made  at  105s.  per  cwt.,  and  in  waxy  grey  at  92s.  6d. 

Wax,  Japan.— Small  sales  have  been  made  privately  at 
52s.  6d.  per  cwt.  on  the  spot,  but  some  holders  now  ask 
55s.  ;  for  arrival  from  45s.  to  48s.  is  quoted  according  to 
shipment.

Farmers  and  gardeners, 
as  a_  rule,  would  be  glad  to  get  rid  of  the  pestering  can- 
vassing that  goes  on,  not  only  at  sales  but  at  farms  and 
gardens.  And  how  should  the  present  unqualified  dealer  be 
dealt  with  ?  Should  a  limit  be  put  on  as  to  when  his  stock 
must  be  cleared  out  after  the  new  regulations  come  in  force  ?

Sup- 
pose these  gents  keep  unqualified  dispensers  for  their 
own  purposes  "behind  the  screen,"  will  they  be  allowed 
to  ignore  inquiries  from  the  "diligent"  Eegistrar  ?  My 
locality  is  swarming  with  this  sort  of  thing — open  shops, 
unqualified  girls  and  youths,  and  no  supervision.

Chemists'  Assistants  in  India. 
Sir, — I  was  very  pleased  to  read  Mr.  Bliss's  reply  to 
"Exile"  in  your  issue  of  June  27.  I  wished  to  reply 
myself,  but  refrained,  as  I  felt  sure  that  some  one  of  the 
many  long-suffering  principals  in  India  would  do  so, 
I  am  only  an  assistant  myself,  but  cannot  help  expressing 
contempt  for  "  Exile's  "  letter  and  approbation  of  the  reply 
it  elicited.  Having  been  through  the  mill,  with  ten  years' 
Indian  experience,  I  venture  to  consider  myself  something 
of  an  authority.  True,  my  experience  has  been  with  one 
firm  only,  but  it  is  a  "  largeish  "  firm,  and  employs  half-a- 
dozen  European  assistants.  During  my  ten  years  I  have 
seen  at  least  twenty  assistants  come  and  go.  Four  of  these 
v/ere  good,  and  the  remainder  indifferent.  This,  I  think, 
is  the  general  rule,  as  I  have  heard  from  several  principals 
that  about  20  per  cent,  only  of  the  assistants  they  have 
got  out  from  home  have  turned  out  well,  and  even  these  few 
are  overpaid  at  the  start  of  their  Indian  careers.  I  started 
on  Rs.  150  a  month  on  a  four  years'  agreement,  with  Rs.  25 
annual  increments.  In  my  first  year  I  did  not  save  any- 
thing, nor  did  I  get  into  debt,  although  I  bought  myself  a 
bed  and  table  linen.  My  second  year  I  saved  on  an  average 
Rs.  25  a  month ;  and  got  married  in  my  third.  When  my 
time  was  up  I  signed  on  for  another  four  years,  on  Rs.  250, 
Rs.  275,  Rs.  300,  and  Rs.  325.  This  second  agreement  ex- 
pired two  years  ago.  My  employers  have  not  thought  fit  to 
draw  up  another,  as  I  presume  they  have  come  to  consider 
me  a  fixture.  I  have,  nevertheless,  had  two  more  increments 
since  expiry  of  the  agreement.  I  hope  to  get  home  on  three 
or  four  months'  leave  next  summer,  and  return  to  the  same 
firm.  In  conclusion,  permit  me  to  say  that  Anglo-Indian 
firms  are  not  as  black  as  they  are  painted.  A  good,  honest 
worker  is  as  much  appreciated  in  India  as  anywhere.

"A  Call  to  Arms." 
Sir, — Your  Coloured  Supplement  of  December  7,  1907, 
contained  an  article  on  "  Dispensers  in  East  Africa  "  which 
caused  me  great  surprise,  and  I  have  been  waiting  to  see  if 
anyone  intended  to  take  in  hand  the  matter  of  the  dis- 
pensers' condition  and  status,  but  I  suppose  that  chemists 
have  got  into  such  a  condition  of  "  taking  it  lying  down  " 
that  they  fail  to  see  that  their  services  should  meet  with 
adequate  regard  and  compensation.  One  of  the  worst 
features  of  the  whole  thing  is  that  it  has  probably  been 
planned  by  a  high  medical  authority,  and  once  again  we 
understand  the  full  significance  of  the  nonsense  talked  at 
Bloomsbury  Square  and  official  functions,  when,  amid 
applause,  pharmacy  is  termed  the  handmaid  of  medicine. 
The  official  position  here  and  in  the  Army  and  Navy 
suggests  another  word  which  ears  polite  must  not  be  asked 
to  tolerate. 

Could  any  conditions  be  more  humiliating  and  galling 
than  those  existing  in  East  Africa  ?  Dismissing  the  ques- 
tion of  remuneration,  which  grades  our  craft  as  less  skilled 
than  blacksmiths  and  fitters,  there  is  the  reduced  leave  on 
less  pay  than  the  clerk's,  and  the  social  ostracism  from 
the  little  society  the  place  affords  ;  in  the  indignities  which 
are  accepted  either  in  ignorance,  love  of  adventure,  or  sheer 
necessity  the  whole  craft  suffers.  If  chemists  are  not  lost 
to  all  sense  of  their  manhood,  they  will  combine  and 
organise,  and  say,  "These  things  shall  not  be";  and  in 
order  that  any  organisation  shall  be  effective  it  will  be  neces- 
sary to  make  some  immediate  pecuniary  sacrifice  to  gain  our 
mediate  end.  A  man  is  wanted  with  brains  and  energy  for 
the  post  of  permanent  secretary,  and  if  you  make  the  posi- 
tion an  enviable  one  you  will  get  what  you  want.  Let  us 
learn  a  lesson  from  the  past.  Time  was  when  French  actors 
could  not  seek  redress  in  the  law  courts ;  to-day  they 
occupy  a  high  position  in  an  honourable  calling.  Time  was 
when  men  of  high  literary  attainments  had  to  kow-tow  to 
some  noble  or  patron  ;  to-day  their  position  is  one  of  envy 
and  delight.  The  1908  chemist  is  not  so  bad  as  any  of  these 
have  beeUj  but  his  'position  grows  worse  year  by  year.  He

must  assert  himself,  he  must  organise,  and  in  raising  the 
standard  of  the  craft  he  will  be  able  to  attract  to  it  the 
right  kind  of  cadets,  which  is  the  secret  of  ultim^ate 
success  in  the  future.  The  lines  upon  which  to  proceed 
have  been  very  imperfectly  outlined  by  me,  and  in  opening 
your  columns  for  discussing  reform  no  doubt  many  sug- 
gestions will  be  forthcoming,  such  as  writing  the  medical 
Press,  asking  questions  in  Parliament,  etc.  ;  but  I  trust  that 
this  letter  will  set  the  ball  rolling.  Can  the  chemist  for 
once  rise  to  the  occasion  ?    Will  he  do  it  now  ?

Official  Temperatures. 
SiE, — I  felt  somewhat  interested  on  reading  your  note  on 
"A  Standard  Temperature  for  India,"  as  fourteen  years 
ago  I  made  a  similar  suggestion  for  the  purpose  of  better 
adapting  the  British  Pharmacopceia  to  the  requirements  of 
the  warm  regions  of  the  Empire.  It  seems,  however,  to 
have  been  placed  before  unresponsive,  if  not  unreceptive, 
minds,  as  it  has  hitherto  been  ignored  or  passed  unheeded. 
Now  that  the  subject  has  been  brought  before  scientists 
directly  interested  in  it,  there  is  a  probability  that  it  will 
•come  to  fruition.  Doubtless  objections  will  be  raised  which 
-will  be  urged  with  all  the  vigour  of  the  innate  conservatifm 
•of  human  nature,  but  the  advantages  of  the  change  will  quite 
-outweigh  the  disadvantages,  and  it  will  prove  a  boon  to 
scientific  and  technical  workers  in  warm  regions.  Much 
work  will  be  required  for  the  purpose  of  determining  new 
constants,  but  in  all  probability  there  is  a  large  mass  of 
material  already  available.

Mr.  Macpherson  encloses  a  reprint  of  his  paper  published 
an  the  "  Pharmaceutical  Journal  "  of  March  17,  1894,  where, 
■in  referring  to  the  temperatures  mentioned  in  the  United 
States  Pharmacopoeia  (25"  C.  being  that  generally  given), 
!he  said : 

In  the  preliminary  notices  it  is  stated  that  15°  C.  has 
been  adopted  as  the  temperature  for  ascertaining  the 
solubility  of  substances  in  liquids  and  taking  specific  gravi- 
ties, unless  otherwise  stated,  and  also  for  conducting 
volumetric  operations.  Elsewhere  in  the  book  it  is  assumed 
that  25°  0.  is  the  temperature  of  the  shop.  If  this  be  the 
-usual  shop  temperature  in  the  United  States — it  is  some- 
times difficult  here  to  raise  it  to  10°  C. — it  famishes  a 
strong  argument  for  the  adoption  of  a  higher  temperature 
for  the  above  purposes,  and  the  better  to  adapt  the  British 
Pharmacopoeia  to  the  different  parts  of  the  Empire  two 
different  degrees  of  temperature  might  be  adopted  :  one, 
say,  15°  C.  for  home  use,-  and  to  keep  in  touch  with  the 
prevailing   usage   in   other  countries;  and  another,  say, 

'20°  C,  or  even  25°  0.  for  the  benefit  of  those  whose  lot  is 
cast  in  the  warmer  regions  of  the  Empire,  so  that  they 

,jnight  test  the  various  articles  under  the  most  favourable 

.circumstances. 

Trade  with  Norway. 
Sir, — Eeferring  to  the  remarks  of  the  British  Vice-Consul 
..'dt  Bergen  (C.  db  D.,  July  18,  p.  105)  as  to  British  trade  with 
Norway,  the  following  quotation  from  my  article  on 
-"  Norwegian  Pharmacy  "  in  the  C.  cfc  D.,  January  28,  1905, 
may  not  be  out  of  place,  and  will  emphasise  the  remarks  of 
ihe  Vice- Consul  : 

I  found  that  most  of  the  drugs  are  obtained  from  Ger- 
many, but  bicarbonate  of  soda  is  obtained  from  England 
(Brunner,  Mond  &  Co.).  The  reason  for  the  Teutonic  pre- 
dilection is  that  the  Norwegian  doctors  are  largely  trained 
in  Germany,  consequently  in  their  practice  they  lean 
towards  German  things  pharmaceutical,  though  it  was 
admitted  to  me  that  the  pharmacist  in  many  cases  would 
■prefer  English  goods.  I  am  also  afraid  that  it  is  but  further 
iProof  of  the  Britisher's  want  of  adaptability  to  foreign 
-ways.  He  seeks  to  sell  his  goods  packed  in  his  way  and 
sold  at  his  weights,  rather  than  to  meet  the  wishes  and 
wants  of  those  whose  ways  differ  from  his  own.  This  point 
has  been  so  repeatedly  drawn  attention  to  that  it  may  seem 
■superfluous  for  me  to  speak  of  it  now.  Anyway,  there  seems 
-to  me  to  be  no  reason  why  our  first-class  English  houses 
should  not  have  a  fair  share  of  Norwegian  business,  pro- 
vided they  go  about  it  in  a  right  way,  and  honest  attempts 
are  made  to  adapt  our  way  of  doing  business  to  the  Nor- 
wegian standard. 

T  sea  no  reason  whatever  why  English  firms  should  not 
cultivate  a  larger  business  with  Norway,  as  I  am  sure  the 
2^orwegian  apoteker  has  a  strong  leaning  towards  English 


goods,  and  would  be  quite  willing  to  do  business  with 
English  firms,  if  we  could  conform  to  his  ways,  weights, 
and  local  conditions.  The  freights  to  Norway  by  the 
competing  lines  are  very  low.  The  freight  on  a  barrel  of 
cod-liver  oil  from  Norway  to  England  is  less  than  the  cost  of 
carriage  from,  say,  Hull  to  London.  At  the  same  time 
it  is  well  to  remember  that  their  money  value  is  higher  than 
ours,  and  our  goods  might  seem  to  them  to  be  dear.  I 
know  as  a  fact  that  merchants  of  general  goods  have  to 
take  very  low  competitive  prices.  Money  is  the  scarcest 
thing  in  Norway,  and  with  the  bulk  of  the  population  has 
to  go  a  very  long  way.  Hence  Norwegia-fi  goods  can  be 
bought  by  England  proportionately  cheaper  than  English 
goods  can  be  sold  to  Norway. 

In  addition  to  the  Bergen  Agents'  Association  mentioned 
by  the  Vice-Consul,  there  is  a  similar  Association  at  Chris- 
tiania — viz.,  the  Import  and  Export  Agents'  Associa- 
tion. The  Government  director  of  the  "  Norges 
Oplysningskonton  for  Naeringsveiene  "  (the  trade  intelli- 
gence bureau  of  Norway)  will  always  give  any  information 
required,  either  as  to  buying  or  selling.  There  is  also  a  very 
good  medium  for  advertisements  in  the  "  Farraand,"  pub- 
lished in  Christiania,  part  of  the  contents  being  printed  in 
English  and  part  in  Norwegian.  The  Chemist  and 
Drug  GIST  is  also  largely  read  by  the  Norwegian  apoteker,  and 
a  special  appeal  in  the  advertisement-pages  would  no  doubt 
result  in  good  business.  Most  Norwegians  speak  English 
well,  so  there  is  little  trouble  with  correspondence ;  but  in 
some  special  cases  it  might  be  well  to  have  standing  printed 
matter  in  their  own  language,  weights  (metric),  and 
currency.  The  krona  is  the  standard  :  1  kr.  -  Is.  l^d-, 
and  100  ore  go  to  1  krona. 

Printed  matter  should  be  got  up  by  experts.  English 
can  be  translated  into  correct  Norwegian,  or  vice  versa,  by 
the  Crown  oflScial  sworn  translators  in  all  the  important 
towns — Christiania,  Bergen,  Trondhjem,  etc. — at  a  fixed 
rate  per  folio.  As  a  guide  to  cost,  I  may  say  that  a  trans- 
lation from  Dr.  Hjort's  report  on  the  Norwegian  fisheries, 
occupying  rather  more  than  a  column  of  the  0.  JL-  D.,  cost 
me  24  krona  (about  27s.). 

An  official  list  of  the  drugs  on  sale  or  for  use  in  prescrip- 
tions will  be  found  in  the  Medicinal  Taksfc  for  Norge,  and 
could  be  used  as  a  basis  for  a  price-list.  This  is  published 
m  Christiania  by  A.  W.  Broggers,  Bogtrykkeri,  Christania. 
The  Customs  Tariff  (Regester  til  Toldtarifcn)  can  be  had 
in  Christiania  from  Groudahl  &  Sons,  Bogtrykkeri,  or  from 
the  Trade  Intelligence  Bureau  of  Norway.  Norway  is  said 
to  use  more  paint  in  proportion  to  population  than  any 
country  in  Europe,  the  houses  being  mostly  of  wood.  I 
know  of  several  travellers  in  oils  who  do  exceedingly  well 
on  their  journeys  to  Norway.  The  last  time  I  called  on  an 
apoteker  in  Bergen  I  had  to  wait  some  considerable  time 
while  a  representative  from  the  South  of  France  booked  a 
big  order  for  bulk  perfumes.  On  my  first  visit  to  Norway 
I  liad  great  difficulty  in  obtaining  bovril,  and  communi- 
cated this  fact  to  the  proprietors.  Afterwards  I  heard 
from  them  that  there  is  no  difficulty  now  on  that  score, 
"  as  for  some  time  past  we  have  had  an  agent  working  very 
energetically  to  place  the  same."  I  only  mention  this  to 
show  what  can  be  done.

Sir, — We  were  pleased  to  see  in  your  issue  of  August  1 
a  letter  from  Mr.  E.  J.  Parry  on  this  subject,  and  par- 
ticularly the  paragraphs  numbered  four  and  five.  The 
brand  he  refers  to  is  not  the  only  one  being  offered  as 
passing  his  test  which  would  not  in  reality  do  so.  We 
ourselves  had  "genuine  Bulgarian  otto,  guaranteed  pure," 
offered  to  us  in  July  at  the  price  of  23s.  6cl.  per  oz.  (2s.  per 
oz.  below  the  market  value),  and  on  buymg  an  original 
package  and  submitting  the  otto  to  Mr.  Parry  we  found, 
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what  we  could  ourselves  have  told  from  the  odour,  that 
the  otto  was  not  pure.  The  brand  in  question  is  largely 
offered  to  the  trade  as  "  passing  the  analysis  of  Mr.  Ernest 
■J.  Parry,  B.Sc,  etc.,"  whereas  a  special  sample  has  pro- 
'Uibly  been  submitted  to  that  gentleman.  We  merely 
write  to  put  buyers  on  their  guard  against  what  is  now 
becoming  a  regular  deception  on  the  part  of  some  of  the 
less  conscientious  shippers  from  Bulgaria  who  trust  to  their 
deliveries  not  being  submitted  to  Mr.  Parry  for  analysis.

Legal  Queries. 


For  concise  statements  rescectingr  various  Acts  whicb  affect 
directly  or  Indirectly  the  Chemical  and  Drug  Trades,  see  the 
"C.  &  D.  Diary,"  1908,  p.  456;  Stamped  Medicine  Law, 
p.  435;  Phannacy  and  Poisons  Law,  p.  448;  and  Patents 
L«W,  p.  442- 


C.  C.  (12/29).— So  long  as  all  the  subjects  .for  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Preliminary  examination  are  passed  at  any  two 
sittings,  the  certificates  are  accepted  for  registration.  The 
student  may  try  as  often  as  is  necessary,  but  not  more  than  two 
sittings  are  recognised. 

Delta  (10/72). — Your  label  makes  the  preparation  liable 
because  it  describes  it  as  (1)  corn  remover;  (2)  for  the  speedy 
removal  of  hard  and  soft  corns  without  pain;  (3)  it  acts  like 
a  charm ;  (4)  is  a  certain  cure  ;  (5)  gives  immediate  relief — 
and  so  on.  Each  of  these  descriptions  makes  the  preparation 
liable  to  duty. 

It.  M.  (11/73).— You  may  state  a  fact  in  advertising,  but 
you  must  be  quite  sure  of  it,  and  state  it  in  such  a  way  as  not 
to  injure  your  neighbours.  For  example,  a  registered  chemist 
and  druggist  in  a  town  where  there  are  no  other  registered 
chemists  and  druggists  may  say  so,  but  takes  a  risk  (if  there 
are  other  chemists)  by  saying  that  he  is  the  only  qualified 
chemist  in  the  town. 

Benzoin  Co.  (12/70). — We  presume  that  the  Excise  ruling  in 
regard  to  spt.  aether,  nit.  applies  to  Ireland,  but  we  have  not 
heard  of  proceedings  being  taken  there. 

A.  O.  (13/3). — There  is  no  law  to  prevent  you  diluting 
glacial  acetic  acid  to  any  desired  strength  for  sale  as  "  acetic 
acid  for  pickling."  The  dilution  is  simple  enough  when  you 
bear  in  mind  that  the  glacial  acid  is  99  per  cent.  Thus  1  oz. 
of  the  acid  and  15  oz.  of  water  make  approximately  6  per 
cent.  acid.

J.  S.  C.  (259/4). — (1)  Haiedeessees'  Antiseptic— The  colour- 
less liquid  which  you  refer  to  is  probably  formalin  or  peroxide 
of  hydrogen,  but  what  is  generally  used  is  one  of  the  anti- 
septic solutions  which  give  a  milky  liquid  when  added  to 
water.  (2)  Whatever  the  wine  is,  of  which  you  send  1  sample, 
it  is  only  fit  to  be  thrown  down  the  drain. 

Tarnish  (258/41). — The  manufacture  of  oil-varnishes  is  not 
one  which  can  be  economically  carried  out  on  a  small  scale. 
The  methods  are  fully  explained  in  "  Pharmaceutical  For- 
mulas," and  on  reading  them  you  will  gather  that  the  process 
is  of  greater  importance  that  the  formula.  Recipes  are  given 
in  "  P.F."  for  each  variety  of  oil-varnish. 

Apprentice  (91/19).— Hydrastin  is  a  synonym  for  extract  of 
hydrastis  prepared  by  evaporation  of  the  liquid  extract. 
Hydrastine  is  the  alkaloid  of  hydrastis  and  is  contained  in 
hydrastm.  Hydrastinine,  an  artificial  alkaloid,  is  prepared 
by  the  oxidation  of  hydrastine. 

F  d;  Co.  (9/46).— (1)  The  man's  attacks  of  diarrhoea  are 
probably  due  to  some  irritant,  most  likely  an  article  of 
tood.  Patient  should  notice  whether  the  attack  follows  any 
particular  food.  When  the  attack  is  on  give  mist,  creta  ^j. 
with  5  minims  of  liq.  morph.  hydrochlor.  everv  two  hours, 
and  withhold  all  food  for  twenty-four  hours,  giving  plenty  of 
water.  (2)  A  Clark's  or  Omega  condensing  gas  stove  would 
probably  be  the  best  arrangement  for  your  oflice. 

Lux  (258/61).— RESTOKmc  Soiled  Sponges.— Wash  in  plentv 
of  clean  water,  and  finally  immerse  in  a  dye-bath  containing 


a  trace  of  an  aniline  colour,  such  as  "yellow  fast-to-soap"  or 
Clayton  yellow.  The  spon.ges  may  require  re-bleaching,  in 
which  case  the  preliminary  washing  is  followed  by  immer- 
sion in  a  bath  composed  of 

Potassium  permanganate      ...    2  dr. 

Hydrochloric  acid    2  oz. 

Water  to    1  gal. 

followed  by  several  rinsings  in  water  and  a  final  bath  of 
potassium  carbonate  (4  oz.  to  the  gallon),  to  which  a  trace  of 
aniline  dye  may  be  added. 

G.  H.  (258/65). — Making  Meecueic  Oleate. — The  process 
to  which  you  refer  is  that  of  the  B.P.  1885,  and  coneists 
in  rubbing  together  the  yellow  oxide  of  mercury  and  oleic 
acid.  The  strength  is  expressed  in  terms  of  mercuric  oxide 
thus :  20-per-cent.  oleate  is  made  by  rubbing  together  1  oz. 
of  the  yellow  oxide  with  4  oz.  of  oleic  acid.  The  process  in 
the  present  B.P.  gives  an  oleate  containing  23  per  cent,  of 
mercury,  equivalent  to  24.35  of  mercuric  oxide. 

D.  F.  (224/41). — Abtificial-stone  Paving. — This  subject  is 
rather  a  wide  one,  and  it  would  not  be  possible  to  tell  where 
your  customer's  process  is  wrong  without  m.ore  particulars 
than  you  give.  The  ingredients  used  are  calcined  magnesite, 
magnesium  chloride,  and  sawdust.  The  result  can  be  modi- 
fied to  almost  any  extent  by  adding  such  ingredients  as  quartz, 
marble-dust,  sand,  peat,  wood-flour,  and  asbestos.  Some- 
times barium  chloride  is  used  in  place  of  the  magnesium  salt, 
and  calcined  dolomite  may  replace  the  magnesite.  The  fol- 
lowing are  some  proportions  actually  employed  : 

Magnesite   10  lb.  2  lb. 

Sawdust         ...      ...     _   5  lb.  6  lb. 

Magnesium-chloride  solution      ...  11  lb.  7  lb. 
(2  lb.  per  gal.) 

Another  maker  employs : 

Magnesite    20  parts 

Sawdust    40  parts 

Magnesium-chloride   solution    40  parts 

In  this  case  the  magnesium-chloride  solution  is  stated  to 
contain  66  per  cent,  of  the  salt  (MgCl!,6H20),  which  would 
give  a  sp.  gr.  of  1.2513  at  24*^  C. 

/.  H.  M.  (Cape  Colony)  (4/52). — You  cannot  do  better  than 
follow  the  recipes  in  "  Pharmaceutical  Formulas." 

Amar  (230/21). — Rheumatism  Tablets. — These  consist 
chiefly,  if  not  entirely,  of  salicin.  Salicin  is  best  taken  as  a 
powder  stirred  into  two  tablespoonfuls  of  milk.  In  this  way 
the  remedy  can  be  long  continued  and  taken  in  large  doses. 

E.  S.  (254/62). — Candied  Lemon-peel. — A  pale  colour  is 
obtained  by  a  preliminary  treatment  with  sulphur-fumes,  a 
method  which  is  adopted  both  for  bleaching  and  destroying 
bacteria  which  would  cause  fermentation  at  later  stages.  If 
imported  peel  is  employed  it  is  washed  for  two  hours  to  get 
rid  of  the  salt,  and  then  boiled  over  a  slow  fire  till  soft,  when 
the  peel  is  transferred  to  stone  jars  and  covered  with  hot 
syrup  at  22°  B.  containing  1  oz.  sodium  sulphite  to  each 
4  gals,  of  syrup.  After  a  few  hours  drain  ofi^  the  syrup  and 
reboil  to  the  same  concentration  Mid  return  it  to  the  jars. 
Every  day  drain  off  the  syrup  and  ^eboil,  concentrating  it  till 
24°  B.  is  reached,  then  reboil  every  three  days,  repeating  the 
process  six  times  and  increasing  the  strength  of  the  syrup 
until  26°  B.  is  reached.  Then  follow  the  same  method  every 
eight  days,  reboiling  2"  each  time  until  33°  B.  is  reached, 
when  the  peel  is  drained  and  stored  in  a  dry  place. 

Statim  (2/17). — Ung.  Adipis  Lanj:  of  the  German  Phar- 
macopoeia consists  of  anhydrous  wool-fat  20  parts,  water  5 
parts,  olive  oil  5  parts.  We  do  not  know  an  ung.  adipis 
lanse  co.  other  than  this  ;  but  some  reader  may  be  able  to  make 
suggestions  as  to  what  is  intended  by  "  co."  in  this  case. 

Quercus  (6/10). — There  is  no  need  for  multiplying  noms  de 
plume ;  we  receive  sufficient  correspondence  to  exclude  the 
necessity  for  "  dressing,  the  window."  (1)  Soap  is  not  abso- 
lutely necessary  for  making  Dry  Shampoo  ;  in  fact,  it  is  better 
without.

I  only  just  finished  the  paper  before  five  o'clock,  and  had 
•act  sufficient  time  to  wrap  up  one  or  two  of  the  articles. 

On  the  second  day  my  first  subject  was  materia  medica.  I 
'was  shown  euonymus-bark  (what  kind  of  bark  is  it  ?),  Punica 
Granatum,  Helleborus  niger,  cimicifuga,  benzoin,  ammoni- 
acum  (what  is  the  indentation  in  each  tear?  .1  said  it  was 
caused  by  beetles  puncturing  the  tree),  eucalyptus-leaves, 
tests  for  cmeol  and  phellandrin,  elaterium  (how  to  distinguish 
■trom_  elatenn,   how  each   is  prepared?   etc.).    I  mistook 

fentian-root  (an  unusually  fine  specimen)  for  taraxacum, 
resh  belladonna-leaves  also  gave  me  some  trouble,  as  they 
were  mixed  up  with  old  specimens.  My  next  subject  was  Latin 
and  prescription-reading.  I  translated  one  prescription  into 
■full  Latin,  worked  out  a  percentage  calculation,  read  about 
■twenty  autopaph  prescriptions,  one  or  two  illegible  ones, 
a™ong  which  were  several  overdoses— i.e.,  gr.  hyd.  per- 
ohlor.,  gr.  strychnine,  etc.  In  botany  I  recognised  before 
me  the  identical  specimens  I  had  seen  at  Kew  Gardens 
'the  previous  day,  including  the  Christmas  rose,  winter 
cherry,  thorn-apple,  hollyhock,  etc.;  was  asked  the 
chief  characteristics  of  the  Kanunculacece  and  Cruciferce, 
with  questions  bearing  on  their  fruits,  siliquas,  siliculas' 
•ate.  I  was  required  to  recognise  a  transverse  section  of  a 
monocot  and  also  of  a  water  plant,  also  to  sketch  a  monocot 
Dundle  and  describe  the  various  parts.  I  was  shown  the 
rhizome  of  Solomon's  seal,  and  asked  the  distinctions  between 
■rhizomes  and  roots ;  then  a  few  questions  on  geotropesin 
heiiotresm,  and  photo-synthesis.  In  chemistry  the  chief 
'questions  were  the  manufacture  of  K^CnO,,  the  oxides  of  lead 
iiP^J'^'^^r  °^  nitrogen,  preparations  of  CrO,,  the  different 
imethods  of  preparing  formic  acid,  oxalic  acid,  tartaric  acid 
hydrocyanic  acid,  glycerin,  the  general  principles  of  specific 
■gravity  and  vapour  density,  and  how  to  take  the  sp.  gr.  of  a 
powder.  My  final  subject  was  pharmacy.  I  was  asked  the 
definitions  of  a  water-bath,  sand-bath,  fractional  distillation 
destructive  distillation,  the  manufacture  of  acetic  acid,  the 
impurities  in  it  and  how  to  get  rid  of  them.  What  is  meant 
by  sal.  prunel.  balls?  and  what  is  the  impurity?  How  is 
compound  liquorice-powder  made?  Does  it  require  sieving' 
rhen  a  few  questions  on  sieves  in  general.  What  is  meant  by 
a  No.  20  sieve?  How  do  you  make  Scott's  ointment  and 
glycerin  amyli  ?  The  strength  of  ext.  bellad.  liq.,  ext.  nucis 
•Tom.,  suppos.,  troch.,  and  inject,  morph.  ?    (117/24  )

Everything  went  right.  I  finished  three-quarters  of  an  hour 
before  time.  The  examiner  inspected  the  pills  very  care- 
fully, and  asked  to  see  calculation  for  suppositories  (I  made 
for  eight).  In  the  afternoon  I  had  the  following  :  (l)  Deter- 
mine the  number  of  grams  of  SOa  in  the  sodium-sulphite 
solution  provided  ;  (2)  analyse  the  powder  B.  The  grams  of 
SO2  worked  out  to  2.4  per  litre.  Salt  proved  to  be  PbaO. 
and  MgO.    I  wasted  some  time  in  looking  for  acids. 

In  due  time  I  received  notice  to  attend  for  oral  work.  I 
was  first  sent  to  materia  medica,  and  saw  about  forty  speci- 
mens, none  of  which  I  missed  except  the  leaves  of  Lactuca 
virosa.  The  examiner  asked  me  what  cinnamon  oil  was? 
What  was  in  oil  of  cloves  ?  What  was  coniine  ?  What  do 
you  know  about  it  ?  Percentage  in  conium-seeds  ?  My  second 
subject  was  botany.  I  had  an  umbellifer  in  fruit  to  describe; 
rhizome  of  Solomon's  seak;  a  fern  showing  vegetative  repro- 
duction ;  then  on  to  all  about  ferns  and  mosses.  Was  also 
.shown  marchantia  and  fumaria.  In  pharmacy  I  had  to  write 
down  the  lamellse,  injections,  and  the  preparations  of  bella- 
donna in  the  B.P.  with  their  strengths.  I  missed  suppos. 
bellad.,  but  knew  the  strength  when  it  was  mentioned.  Was 
then  asked  about  tinctures.  Had  I  made  any  ?  Mention 
some  made  with  strong  and  weak  alcohol.  Are  they  made 
upto  vcilume  ?  Why?  Then  on  to  extract,  nucis  vom.,  and 
estimation.  Why  get  rid  of  the  alcohol  in  assay  ?  What 
became  of  the  ferrocyanide  ?  How  evaporate  chloroform  ? 
What  is  decrepitation  ?  How  prevented  during  evaporation 
of  the  _  CHCI3  solution  ?  My  next  subject  was  chemistry. 
AVhat  is  ozone  ?  Its  preparations,  properties,  etc.  ?  Hovf 
detect  it  in  small  quantities  ?  What  do  you  know  of  N2O3  and 
N2O4  ?  What  happens  when  the  latter  is  added  to  water  ? 
Why  is  formula  NOj  or  NsO*  ?  What  do  you  thinlc  formula 
at  200°  C.  would  be?  What  is  carbolic  acid?  What  is  a 
weak  acid  ?  As  a  chemist,  which  do  you  think  is  the  stronger 
acid,  HCl  or  H2SO.  ?  Then  on  to  Nessler's  solution,  distilled 
wa,ter,  salicylic  acid,  etc.  Asked  if  I  knew  any  physics. 
Clinical  thermometers,  barometers,  aqueous  pressure,  etc. 
I  had  now  only  prescriptions.  I  was  given  the  following  to 
translate  :  (1)  Strychnine  5',,  gr.,  arsenic  gr.  Make  a  pill. 
Take  one  twice  a  day  for  a  fortnight.  (2)  Menthol.  5  per 
cent.,  chloroform,  ad  3ij.  Make  a  liniment.  To  be  applied 
to  the  affected  part  occasionally.  I  had  several  to  translate 
into  English  ;  could  not  make  out  directions  in  one,  but  was 
told  it  was  "  fiant  guttee  inter  palpebras  ponera."  Then  the 
following  estimations :  (1)  Send  1  oz.  solution  containing  2  in 
1,000.  (2)  Send  1-oz.  adrenalin  solution  containing  0.01  in 
1,000.    Given  solution  1  in  1,000.  (83/17.)
